ROWDYISM AND MILITARY TRAINING. 

Representing, as it is supposed to represent, the best 
educational thought of a city cursed with rowdyism, the 
action of the Board of Education of New York, in 
protesting to the Legislature at Albany against the 
introduction of compulsory military training in the 
public schools, is one of the most disheartening exhibi- 
tions of fatuous blindness we have seen in many years. 
If there is one thing that the youth of New York need 
to kill the rowdy spirit it is military training. There 
is nothing more opposed to the rowdy spirit than the 
soldier spirit. ‘The soldier is the product of discipline 
and restraint; the rowdy is the product of license and 
unrestrained lawlessness. One is the antithesis of the 
other. New York has within her grasp a means to end 
rowdyism, but with a stupidity that can be attributed 
only to her colossal ignorance of her own shortcomings 
she refuses to make use of it. 

During the entire summer a special force of police 
has been organized to deal with a condition of rowdyism 
such as no other city in the world is cursed with. 
dven the severe punishments of the police courts have 
not availed to stop the evil, and it is apparent that 
the springs of this ruffianism lie so deep that efforts to 
eradicate it from metropolitan life must begin, not 
after the youths reach or approach the age of manhood, 
but far, far down in the earliest years of schooling. 
Most of this rowdyism is found among the youths and 
young men of foreign birth or extraction, who are 
unable to understand the meaning of liberty and the 
obligation it implies to respect the rights of others. 
This is the weak place in our educational system which 
through military training could reach the class from 
which the rowdy element of New York life is recruited. 
In the face of these outbreaks of rowdyism, with which 
the police at first were unable to deal, the Board of 
ducation should adopt a tone of humiliation and 
humility, rather than one of arrogant indifference to 
the failure of their educational system. 

We wonder whether this Board of Education knows 
‘of the healthy movement set on foot in Canada by Sir 
Frederick Borden for physical and military training in 
the schools, and of the gift of $300,000 by Lord Strath- 
cona for the furtherance of the plan. We would advise 
the New York Board to communicate with Mr. A. G. 
Lewis, of Ottawa, secretary of the Executive Council 
of the Strathcona Trust, and ascertain the purposes 
of this movement. Recently Secretary Lewis sent to 
the various provincial premiers an admirable letter, 
setting ‘forth the objects of the Strathcona Trust. The 
letter was intended to remove the prejudice existing in 
‘some quarters against that kind of training. Lord 
Strathcona’s object in forming the trust, we are there 
told, was twofold: (1) The improvement of the physical 
and intellectual capabilities of the children while at 
school, by means of a proper system of physical training 
calculated to improve their physical development, and, 
at the same time, to inculcate habits of alertness, order- 
liness and prompt obedience; (2) the fostering of a 
spirit of patriotism in the boys, leading them to realize 
that the first duty of a free citizen is to be prepared to 
defend his country—to which end all boys should, so 
far as possible, be given an opportunity of acquiring a 
fair acquaintance, while at school, with military drill 
and rifle shooting. The main object sought by Lord 








Strathcona was to inculcate a spirit of patriotism in 
the youth of the Dominion, together with a realization 
of their duty as free citizens in its defense; and conse- 
quently their training in the rudiments of a soldier’s 
art is, in his opinion, desirable, in order that they may 
be able to give proper expression to that spirit in time 
of national danger. 

Tf the thoughtful men of Canada, which has not felt 
the depressing effect of unrestricted immigration as has 
the United States, find that their children need the 
stimulus of military training to develop or to keep alive 
the patriotism of the country, it certainly behooves the 
Americans to think carefully before listening to the siren 
song of the anti-militarists and condemning military 
education: for the young. 

Besides the mere inculcation and strengthening of 
patriotism, military drill in the schools will tend to 
bring the children of the country into closer sympathy 
with the great West Point and Annapolis Academies. 
These institutions rank among the best in the world, 
if they do not head all military institutions of learning. 
They give a thoroughness to the life of the youth who 
come under their influence that can be obtained nowhere 
else. Very happily and truthfully has Mr. Monroe 
Royce, in his “The Passing of the American,” pointed 
out that if this country is to be saved to the native 
Americans, if the immigrants are not to come into 
possession of it through superior thrift, ffugality, in- 
dustry and mastery of occupations, our people must 
cultivate thoroughness of doing things. This warning 
was referred to in our review of the book in our issue 
of May 27 last. Some of it is worth quoting again for 
the edification of the New York Board of Education: 
“At Annapolis and West Point the cadet must submit 
to years of discipline and hard and continuous work. 
He is taught to do one thing at a time, and do it well. 
This training begins early and is continued through his 
professional life, and he rises by slow degrees from 
lower to higher service and authority. * * * If 
Americans were all forced to undergo this kind of 
discipline, to learn obedience and to master their busi- 
ness, whatever it might be, they could easily hold their 
own with the best of any nation. And unless they do 
submit to such training, and that right speedily, they 
must give place to those who will.” 





The protest of the commander of the Department of 
Texas in his annual report, summarized elsewhere, 
against the practice of wearing leggings habitually, is 
vigorous and timely, and his recommendation of a return 
to the 1898 style of legging will doubtless receive the 
careful consideration of the War Department. General 
Duncan makes a good point when he says that leggings 
were originally adopted as a protection to the lower leg 
in marching, and were intended for marching purposes 
only. He says that “comparatively recent orders, pro- 
hibiting the wearing of olive drab or khaki trousers and 
requiring the habitual wearing of leggings, is not only 
an annoyance and hardship, but also an injury to those 
performing office work of from seven to ten hours daily, 
especially in a climate like this, and more particularly 
for those who are required to wear the leather legging. 
Individually, the undersigned, who is by no means alone, 
has suffered greatly from a restricted circulation of the 
blood of his lower legs and feet through wearing these 
leggings from eight to ten hours daily in his office. No 
relief is afforded by the wearing of boots in the office, 
as the spurs thereon are a serious annoyance, and the 
strap of the spur, after weeks and months of wear in 
a hot climate, makes the instep sore.” As the D.C.O. 
says, he is not alone in objecting to such use of leggings. 
Soon after the order was promulgated making the 
habitual wearing obligatory an officer stationed on 
Governors Island, N.Y., expressed to us his strong dis- 
approval. It must be evident that there can be no gain 
in military efficiency where the health of the soldier is 
impaired, and that a sufficient excuse for doing away 
with a custom is that it is a menace to health. 
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General Duncan also does well in showing how the 
evil of absenteeism among officers extends to the manage- 
ment of Army posts. Much of the objection to 
absenteeism heretofore has dealt with its injurious effects 
upon companies through the changing of commanding 
officers, and General Duncan now contributes to a clearer 
understanding of the wide ramifications of the absentee 
evil by pointing out its influence on post commands. 
His language on this point is very instructive: “With 
an experienced, active, intelligent and zealous command- 
ing officer poor organizations in a post are invariably 
improved and brought to a reasonable state of efficiency. 
The continual changing of post commanders is almost 
as detrimental to content, discipline and instruction as 
the continual and rapid changes of company commanders. 
A battalion post in this department has recently had 
taken from it its commanding officer, a most able officer, 
for Militia duty, and a major of the same regiment was 
xlmost simultaneously taken for similar duty, neither of 
these officers being replaced.” The department com- 
mander quotes an endorsement touching the shortage of 
officers at Fort Bliss. 'Texas, in which it was said that, 
so far as the regiment in question was concerned, “the 
effect of Service legislation of the last Congress (the 
Extra Officers and Readjustment bills) thus far has 
been to still further reduce the number of officers with 
it, and if the present conditions continue the maintenance 
of efficiency presents a most difficult if not.an im- 
practicable problem.” The large number of’ officers 
absent from the troops in the department continues a 
source of’ much difficulty in the proper performance of 
duties. “There are 3o many changes in the personnel 


of company officers,” General Duncan says, “that the 
individual soldier is not made to feel the personality 
of his company commander, and unrest, discontent and 
the commission of minor offenses, and even of desertion, 
would be greatly decreased if officers were left with 
organizations sufficiently long to “become identified with 
and interested in them.” 


The length of time that nayal bases will be required 
to hold out in future wars engages the attention of 
“Colonel Martin, an ex-Confederate Officer,” in the 
current Artillery Journal, in his second paper on the 
“Selection and Defense of Naval Bases.” “Because 
modern wars are so brief it is assumed that our naval 
bases will not have to hold out long,” he says. “We 
are told it is difficult to conceive a case where a naval 
base would have to hold out as long as Gibraltar held 
out, 1779-1782. It has been the fashion for unthinking 
American essayists, repeating the dull thoughts of some 
European writers, to say that events move rapidly now, 
wars must of necessity become shorter and sharper as 
science progresses. What has science to do with it? 
It is true that the war between the British Empire 
and Napoleon lasted, with two short intermissions, for 
about twenty-two years. It should not be forgotten, 
however, that Napoleon finished several Continental wars 
during that long maritime war, which, when we consider 
the distances that separated the combatants at the 
beginning of hostilities, the completeness and far-reach- 
ing effects of the victorics and the short space of time 
required, are equaled only by the contests between rival 
Poman emperors and the victory of that noble Aryan, 
Cyrus the Great, over Croesus in 546 B.C. When con- 
tiguous states not nearly so large as Texas have been 
fully prepared for war, or, at least, when one has had 
a good general and the other none at all, the contest 
has usually been brief. No one will say that we are 
prepared to win victories in a short, sharp war, but 
will any assert that we will give up the contest in six 
weeks? -Or four years? The war between Russia and 
Japan lasted about nineteen months. Does anyone be- 
lieve that this war would’ have ended when it did if 
Russia had been animated by the spirit that animates 
the American Government and the American people? 
The siege of Port Arthur began ten months before the 
Baltic squadror arrived in Far Eastern waters and 
thirteen months and a half before the armistice; and 
the war had been going on for about five and a half 
months before it was besieged. Moreover, it took our 
eet many months to reach Magdalena Bay after it had 
been ordered to the Pacific. Nor should it be forgotten 
in these days of 21-knot battleships and wireless tele- 
graphy that a fleet with a large convoy of transports 
will not make more than ten knots; that a large fleet 
not thus encumbered will do well to make twelve and 
a half knots on a long voyage, and that our fleet will 
probably have something more important to do at the 
outbreak of the war than to run to the rescue of an 
ill-selected naval base.” ‘The essayist evidently errs in 
regard to the twenty-two-year war between Napoleon 
and Great Britain, for Napoleon’s career ended in 1815 
at Waterloo, and one score and two years earlier would 
take us to 1793. Napoleon’s career as a commanding 
officer did not really begin till March, 1796, when he 
arrived at Nice on his way to take over the command of 
the army of Italy and inaugurate the brilliant campaign 
of northern Italy which was to astonish the world.

The following was written by Capt. Arthur S. Wagner 
in his preface to “The Service of Security and Informa- 
tion,” in 1893: “There is a fashion in books as in all 
ether human preducts; and the shape in which some of 
our most valuable military manuals have appeared would 
seem to indicate a tendency to sacrifice everything to 
the fancied benefits of portability, military books being 
printed in small type to reduce them to a proper compass 
to fit the pocket—in which, by the bye. they are never 
carried. It is not clear that this fashion has anything 
to recommend it; while anyone who has noticed. the 
impaired eyesight of many of the graduates of our 
officers’ schools must find much to condemn in a typo- 
graphical style which seems designed mainly for the 
benefit of the oculist.” Quoting the above, an Army 
officer says: “It is reported that our line officers are 
still ruining their eyes with the fine print of Field 
Service Regulations and the fine lines of thé Griepenkerl 
maps. Would it not be better to save the eyesight even 
at the expense of some knowledge of regulations and of 
foreign maps?” 











Brig. Gen. J. P. Du Cane, Chief of Royal Artillery, 
Third Division, British army, has instituted a new 
system this year, intended to develop the tactical 
abilities of his officers. Heretofore the tactical training 
of commanders and subordinates has inevitably suffered, 
for in order to compare the shooting of batteries it has 
been considered necessary to make them fire under similar 
conditions, and the tactical schemes which have been 
issued have consequently been such as to allow little 
latitude to brigade and battery commanders. Formerly 
it had been considered a gross breach of camp conven- 
tions to split up a battery or to detail one section to 
engage a target of its own, as this interfered with the 
classification marking, but under the new system such 
conventions are subordinated to tactical exigencies, and 
batteries have been seen engaging three targets at once, 
to the great advantage of the training of subalterns. 
Thus far the Du Cane method has met with nothing but 
success, and it is expected to have material influence in 
changing accepted theories. 
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The findings of a G.C.M. in the Philippines, in which 
thirteen enlisted men were involved in a murder charge, 
were made public July 11 last. The cases were those of 
Sergts. George Barricman and E, R. Wheelan and 
eleven other members,of Battery E, 2d U.S. Field Artil- 
lery, charged with the murder of Private Breault, of 
that battery, at Camp Stotsenburg on March 17. The 
Manila Times reports that Privates Long and Classen 
have been sentenced to dishonorable discharge from the 
Army and to, confinement for twenty years, which sen- 
tence has been mitigated by General Funston to fifteen 
years for Classen and ten years for Long. Private 
Brasor was sentenced to dishonorable discharge and 
confinement for ten years, which was reduced by General 
Funston to five years. Sergeant Barricman was sen- 
tenced to be dishonorably discharged and to one year’s 
confinement, and Sergeant Whelan to be dishonorably 
discharged and.to be confined two years. In view of 
the long confinement already undergone by the two 
sergeants, General Funston remitted three months of 
their sentence. The other eight men were acquitted. 
On the night of March 17 a number of enlisted men and 
non-commissioned officers of Battery E, 2d U.S. Field 
Artillery, induced Breault to desert, and the following 
morning he was found beaten to death. Upon investiga- 
tion it was found that during the night a riot had 
occurred in the camp, during which Breault was literally 
beaten to death. hirteen men were accused of the 
crime. among whom were Sergeants Barricman and 
Whelan, who were accused of neglect of duty in not 
stopping the riot. The men were tried simultaneously 
before a court-martial, the findings of which are given 
above. The sentenced men will be confined in the mili- 
tary prison at Alcatraz, Cal. 





The Nimrods in our Army who may be casting around 
for a place to hunt when they get a long leave should 
not overlook the Moro country. Capt. W. H. Shutan, 
Philippine Constabulary, head man of the Tawi-Tawi 
Islands, and now in the States on leave, says there are 
more wild boars in the Moro country than in any other 
place of its size in the world. The Moro, being a 


Mohammedan, will not eat pig, and in consequence the 
porcine stock flourishes like the green bay tree. Deer 
also abound, and they and the ae one ey. ee 
of the crops. Contrary to the genera impresslo - 
th. be the murder on April 11, 1911, of Lieut. Walter 
H. Rodney, 24 U.S, Cav., in the Moro country, Captain 
Shutan says that his murderer was not _a juramentado ; 
that is, a native who kills as many Christians as he 
can so as to ensure his entrance into heaven. Captain 
Shutan was in Jolo the day of the murder. The slayev 
simply ran amuck. He was despondent and wanted to 
kill himself. According to his religion he could not die 
by his own hand and enter heaven, The approved 
method of suicide among those people is to run out and 
kill somebody, whose death would be certain to result 
in the execution of the murderer. Lieutenant Rodney, 
who was walking along the road with his little child, 
simply happened to be the first such person that the 
native encountered. Captain Shutan says that Aguinaldo 
is now one of the best citizens in the Philippine Islands. 
The American officer knows him well, and believes all 
the money he got from Spain after the insurrection of 
°96 he used in the revolt against the United States. 
While not poor, he is not rich. Aguinaldo is devoting 
himself to a ranch, where he is producing hemp. He 
has always been true to his oath of allegiance. 


Lieut. Col. Charles E. Woodruff, Med. Corps, US.A., 
now stationed in Manila, makes a plea in American 
Medicine for “artificially cooled hospitals.” To him it 
is “amazing that the medical profession has made 80 
little therapeutic use of cold producing machinery, as it 
is many years since it was discovered that there was 
some mysterious therapeutic virtue in the breathing of 
cold air. I have been informed by a physician who had 
much experience with sick soldiers in the summer of 
1864-65 that if they were stopped off at Washington or 
Baltimore it was exceedingly difficult to keep them alive, 
and an effort was made to rush the hospital trains on 
to the cool spots of New England. If we have another 
war the hospitals must be established in the cold North, 
and those in the South must be mere collecting points, 
unless they are artificially cooled and_ protected from 
light.” Whether officers of the Army Medical Depart- 
ment who agree with Col. William C. Gorgas, U.S.A., 
Chief Sanitary Officer of the Canal Zone, that with the 
elimination of malarial and yellow fever the tropics 
should produce as high a civilization as the northern 
countries, will approve the views of Colonel W oodruff 
remains to be seen. Colonel Gorgas is on record as 
saying that the children of Americans born in the Canal 
Zone are as healthy as, if not healthier than, children 
reared in the States, one reason being that they can run 
around practically unclothed, and thus bring the body 
into direct contact with the air and sun. _ Certain it is 
that the snecess of our Army sanitarians In the tropics 
has robbed the hot countries of their former terrors. 


Speaking of the personalities conspicuous in the Canal 
Zone, the New Orleans Picayune’s Panama correspon- 
dent says: “Thongh Colonel Goethals is up in the States 
he has built up such a machine down here that it runs 
smoothly even during his absence. That may be due, in 
part, to his able assistant. Lieut. Col. H. F. Hodges, 
a man in sympathy with the administration, a skilful 


engineer and one of broad experience. In fact, the canal 
aan is fortunate in having a good line of men in 
responsible positions to take the places of the chiefs 
while they are on vacation. A. S&S. Zinn, who is acting 
division engineer of the Central Division in the absence 
of Lieut. Col. D. D. Gaillard, is a case in point. He 
has been on the job in Culebra Cut six years now, and 
he knows every rock in the banks by name. Everyone 
who knew him will regret that Major Edgar Jadwin 
has been recalled to the United States. He had charge 
of the excavation by steam shovel in the Chagres River 
region until the new organization was made, and then 
he was sent to Cristobal to work under Lieutenant 
Colcnel Sibert.

Gen. Orlando M. Poe, late C.E., U.S.A., was the man 
who found and introduced General McClellan to Governor 
Dennison, of Ohio. The Governor had telegraphed for 
Lieutenant Poe, as he was then, the day of Lincoln’s first 
call for troops and Lieutenant Poe went to Columbus to 
help organize the first two Ohio Volunteer regiments. 
Governor Dennison offered him the colonelcy of the 2d 
Ohio Volunteers, but the War Department was then 
wishing to keep the few poor Regulars together. Lieu- 
tenant Poe had only a week’s leave from Detroit and he 
When Governor Dennison asked where 
he could find somebody who knew what to do Lieutenant 
Poe said he knew of a man who might be in Cincinnati, 
having recently returned from Europe. The Governor 
told him to find him and he went on an engine Sunday 
afternoon from Columbus to Cincinnati and after some 
difficulty found McClellan and took him back on the 
engine to Columbus and introduced him to Governor Den- 
nison, who at once made him major general of Ohio 
troops. McClellan asked for Lieutenant Poe to be his 
engineer officer and Poe went into western Virginia soon 
after to spy out the land, and so made ready for Mc- 
Clellan’s successful campaign there. McClellan was 
called to Washington just after the first battle of Bull 
Run to command the Army. General Poe soon asked to 
be relieved, from the staff duty and in September took 
command of the 2d Michigan Infantry. 





After a delay of more than five years since the death 
of Prof. Samuel P. Langley, who flew the first heavier- 
than-air machine and pointed the way to the present 
deyelopment of aviation, the Smithsonian Institution has 
just issued Professor Langley’s memoir on mechanical 
flight, detailing his years of labor and experiment in 
mechanical aerial construction. The memoir is in two 
volumes, the first by Professor Langley, describing the 
work up to the clese of the experimental period when 
the first steam driven model was flown in May, 1896. 
The second volume is the work of Professor Langley’s 
assistant. Charles Manley, who designed and in a large 
part built the gasoline engine that was to have driven 
the man-carrying machine built for the War Department. 
“Interesting in connection with the publication of Pro- 
fessor Langley’s memoirs,” says the Evening Post, “is 
the present serious discussion by aviators of the Army 
of a duplication of the engine of the late Smithsonian 
secretary, and placing it in one of the new Army aero- 
planes. The Langley engine is different from anything 
now in use in aviation, and is considered by experts a 
remarkably good type.”

At the invitation of Mr. Curtiss, 1st Lieut. J. W. 
McClaskey, U.S.M.C., retired, spent a month at the 
Curtiss aviation camp, Hammondsport, Ind. Lieutenant 
McClaskey is now able to handle an aeroplane, making 
circular flights at fifty feet. Lieut. T. G. Ellyson, U.S.N., 
gave Lieutenant McClaskey his first lessons. Both 
officers recently started for a five mile ride in a hydro- 
aeroplane, rising to about 500 feet, circling Lake Keuka. 
Although the wind was blowing about fifteen miles no 
special effects were perceptible on the planes. What 
may be called a narrow escape was related by Lieutenant 
McClaskey, when at one of the flights he rose higher 
than he intended to. Coming with a brisk wind, and 
realizing that the distance for landing was but a short 
one, he was obliged to dive. While he landed perfectly, 
his calculations were somewhat short, since he collided 
with a nearby stone wall, breaking the front wheel and 
forks from control. He landed head first into the wall, 
sustaining a much lacerated shoulder plus some curious 
facial decorations. 





The large number of wrecks which have occurred on 
the Pacific in the last few months has raised a storm 
of criticism regarding the present practice on the part 
of vessel owners of compelling the ship masters to 
hug the shore line to save money and time. Among 
those whose opinions have been obtained on this line- 
hugging are Rear Admiral C. Moore, U.S.N., 
commandant at the Naval Training Station, Yerba 
Buena Island, and Rear Admiral Thomas §S. Phelps, 
U.S.N., retired. They both agreed that it is highly 
unwise to hug the shore,’and that in the long run 
nothing is gained by the practice. Admiral Phelps said 
that many accidents are caused by this “shaving of the 
line, J especially when a proper lookout is not kept and 
lights picked up are not promptly reported. One of 
the accidents causing the greatest criticism was that 
which befell the steamship Santa Rosa, which went 
ashore off Point Arguello, Cal., on July 7. 





If one is not disposed to believe that the use of the name 
“Jack” as applied to sailors on warships is simply an 
abbreviation of the word “bluejackets” he may fall back 
upon the designation of the flag as the Union Jack, the 
popular tendency toward picturesqueness of appellatives 
finding encouragement in the use of the word *jack’’ 
as the name of the flag. In the Mariner’s Mirror Rear 
Admiral Sir R. Massie Bioomfield, of the British navy. 
recently sought to trace the origin of the practice of 
British roval ships flying on a flagstaff at the bowsprit 
end a small replica of the national flag. He acknowledges 
that mystery surrounds the date when the term “jack” 
was first applied to the “smawle little flagge with a red 
crosse at th’ ende of our bowlespritts.” 





Mr. William Bergen Chalfant, in a letter to the Scien- 
tific American, urges that the Panama Canal will set the 
limit to the size of warships. He says: “After having 
constructed the canal, it would be superlative madness 
to neutralize it by building ships which could not use it. 
By increasing the coefficient of fineness. a somewhat 
larger tonnage might be obtained. Hence it would seem 
that the utter limit in size of our battleships is roughly 
40.000 to 45.000 tons. From 1907 to 1911 the tonnave 
has jumped from 20,000 to 30. fifty per cent. At 
the same rate of increase, in 1915 the limit will have 
been reached, and the battle of disptacement will have 
given place to the battle of calibers.” 





Chrvstal Eastman. in his volume on “Work Accidents,” 
states that in 1906-7 528 men were killed and 509 injured

DEPARTMENT OF TEXAS. 

Asserting that the Texas maneuvers have “developed 
many ordinary soldiers into strong, self-reliant men 
capable of caring for themselves and animals «ander 
extraordinary conditions of harship,” Brig. Gen. J. W. 
Duncan, U.S.A., commanding the Department of Texas, 
in his annual report for the year ended June 30, 1911, 
says that the War Department’s general orders regard- 
ing marches and camps have been carried out with 
commendable zeal. Much interest was displayed in the 
various field exercises and problems, and inspectors 
commented on the estimates of situations, preparation 
of field orders and execution of problems generally quite 
favorably. The instruction of troops, theoretical and 
practical, was carried out according to existing orders. 
The trials for desertion were not a fair standard by 
which to judge the discipline of the department. There 
was an increase in desertions over the ratio of the 
preceding year, but many of the trials were of those 
drifting into the department from other sources. The 
increase may be ascribed in some degree to the large 
number of recruits received after the concentration of 
the Separate Brigade and Maneuver Division. 

The total number of trials by G.C.M. numbered 327, 
of which three were of officers. Summary court trials 
aggregated 3,717, and garrison courts seven. Although 
every effort has been made to decrease the number of 
summary court trials, the absence of so many officers 
especially those of experience, and the command of 
companies by inexperienced yuung officers, who are con- 
tinually changing, have much to do with unrest and the 
commission of minor offenses by the enlisted men. The 
discussion of absenteeism in the report is referred to 
elsewhere in this issue. During the joint maneuvers of 
1910 2,193 officers and men of the Regular Army and 
2,661 of the National Guard were encamped at Leon 
Springs. No officers from Arkansas or Oklahoma at- 
tended the school of instruction for Militia Infantry 
officers at Camp Mabry, Texas, in the former case 
because the date conflicted with a reunion of Confederate 
veterans, and in the case of Oklahoma because of lack 
of funds. The present water supply at Leon Springs 
is sufficient for small bodies of troops, but for large 
forces of from 6.000 to 12,000 men an increase in the 
water supply is needed. In the tests of the field ovens 
at the Springs No. 1 was superior to No. 2. During 
August, 1910, the total quantity of bread baked was 
73,672 pounds. The profit of the bakery distributed 
among organizations was $212.82. There has not been 
time to ascertain whether the style of the “K” packet 
in use is free from defects. Forty cases treated with 
the remedy “606” have shown satisfactory results, the 
patients being to all appearances cured after having 
received only one injection. 

The report recommends that Fort Bliss be increased 
to accommodate a regiment, preferably of Cavalry, on 
account of its mobility. The strategical value of this 
post was fully demonstrated during the recent Mexican 
troubles. The matter of a target range at that post 
should receive early attention. Though in the preceding 
annual report of the department the abandonment of 
Fort Clark was recommended, General Duncan says that, 
in view of its fine water supply, the large size of the 
reservation and the possibility of unrest along the 
Mexican border, it would be well to retain it, especially 
if another regiment of Infantry and Cavalry be added 
to the department. The roads at Fort Sam Houston 
should be oiled. Oiling befcre the arrival of the troops 
for the maneuvers last spring would have saved thou- 
sands of dollars. To such an extent has the depletion 
of officers extended that comparatively recently the 
acting I1.G. of the department called attention to the 
small number of officers present with the battalion at 
Fort Bliss, 'l'exas, during the solution of field problems, 
and stated that ‘‘each company, and the battalion itself, 
was commanded by a lieutenant during the field 
problems.” 

In congratulating Brig. Gen. J. W. Duncan. command- 
ing the Department of Texas, on having the largest 
command in the Army, the San Antonio Express of 
Aug. 8 said: “The placing of General Duncan in com- 
mand of the troops in camp, in addition to the wide 
range of duties he already has, comes as a recommenda- 
tion of Major Gen. William H. Carter, the Assistant 
Chief of Staff. General Carter, on returning from 
Texas. had a consultation with General Wood. and as 
a_ result of this General Duncan, in whom both President 
Taft and General Wood have the greatest faith, was 
placed in command. It is: an honor General Duncan 
hardly expected to attain so early in his command of 
the Department of Texas. It has been his ambition for 
many years to come back to Texas as the commander 
of the department. he being a ‘native son’ and never 
having lost the love for the state that gave him birth.”

MILITARY ACADEMY NEEDS. 


The War Department received on Aug. 21 from 
Major Gen. Thomas H. Barry, the ‘Superintendent, 
annual estimates for the U.S. Military Academy. The 
estimates amount to $1,700,000. Included in the esti- 
mates is a proposed authorization of an expenditure of 
$3,000.000, to be spread over a period of five years, for 
building at the Military Academy. A plan was approved 
by Secretary Root for enlarging the Military Academy 
to accommodate 750 cadets, the corps at that time being 
about 400. This plan has received the approval of 
Congress, but a limit of $7,000,000 was placed upon 
the cost, whereas if carried out the plan would have 
cost in the neighborhood of $10,000, Seven million 
dollars has been appropriated, and the request is now 
made for sufficient funds to complete the project. 

Five hundred thousand dollars of this sum is asked 
for this year, and, if appropriated, will be used for 
completing the new academic building, putting up a new 
hotel, and a small amount for a school building for the 
children of officers and enlisted men at the post. The 
money so far appropriated has been used for building 
new_ barracks, gymnasium, administration building. 
stables and other similar structures absolutely essential 
for the instruction of the cadets, but the remainder of 
the money is necessary in order to complete the project 
as originally designed. The appropriations for the en- 
larged Naval Academy have already been made, and 
that institution was completed some time ago. 

Another new piece of legislation proposed by the 
Superintendent is a provision for filling up the vacancies 
at the Military Academy. Although three examinations 
were conducted last year there still remain fifty-three 
vacancies in the corps of cadets. The Secretary of 
War and the President last year urged upon Congress 
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the enactment of a law providing that, in case vacancies 
at the Military Academy were not filled, the Superinten- 
dent would fill the vacancies by admissions from the list 
of qualified alternates, taken in their order of merit, as 
established on the entrance examination. There was a 
proviso included that this would not interfere with any 
of the regular appointments made by Senators and 
Congressmen. This provision was favorably reported by 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, but was 
thrown out on the floor of the Senate on a point of 
order during the closing days of Congress. It is very 
much hoped that this provision will become a law during 
the next session of Congress, in order that the existing 
space at the Military Academy may be fully utilized. 

Two years ago Con Ss authoetaed the purchase of 
an existing hotel south of West Point, known as the 
Ladycliffe Seater formerly known as _ Cranston’s 
Hotel, for $250,000, but General Barry, the present 
Superintendent, is of the opinion that it would be much 
better to build a hotel on the grounds at West Point, 
according to the original aged approved by Secretary 
Root. The present hotel an old wooden structure, 
wholly inadequate for the present needs of the institu- 
tion, and visitors at West Point are put to great in- 
Convenience on account of not being able to find hotel 
accommodations in the post; moreover, the site of the 
hotel is regarded as one of the most beautiful and 
valuable sites upon the whole place, and the view up 
the Hudson River—for which West Point. is so famous— 
is now obstructed by this very unsightly building.

OPINIONS OF DISTINGUISHED CAVALRYMEN. 


Thirty-three years ago, when Gen. W. T. Sherman was 
in command of the Army, he sent to the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL the letter which follows: 

“To the Editor of the Army ard Navy Journal. 

“Sir: With a view to full and free discussion of the subject 
through the columns of the Army and Navy Journal, the en 
closed paper. from the Chief of Ordnance, is, with the sanction 
of the Secretary of War, ‘*ansmitted for publication. 

“The question is one of great importance, and it is hoped that 
this course will result in eliciting the opinions of all who are 
interested in the matter, both in the Army and in civil life. 


“T am, sir, etce., 

‘‘W. T. SHERMAN, General.’’ 

The publication of General Sherman’s letter was fol- 
lowed by that of a series of letters from officers who had 
most distinguished themselves as Cavalry leaders during 
the Civil War and on the plains fighting the Indians sub- 
sequent to that war. In the paper referred to by General 
—e Gen. S. M. Benét, then Chief of Ordnance, 
said: 

“The enclosed letter from the Surgeon General’s office 
shows. that out of a grand aggregate of 253,142 cases of 
wounds that have been analyzed and recorded in that 
office, only 906 examples of saber cuts and bayonet stabs 
have been reported during the war, and of these only 
fifty-two resulted in death. This gives a percentage of 
one wound in every 279 and one death in every 4, 
And of the saber and bayonet wounds only one in every 
seventeen resulted in death. * * Bayonet charges 
are hardly possible, when ten to twenty shots can be 
delivered upon the charging party while running a dis- 
tance of 150 yards, and the records of recent wars seem 
to. show that the most effective weapon in a Cavalry 
melée is the revolver. * * * I am informed by Cavalry 
officers that sabers are now seldom ever used against the 
Indians.. They are, as a rule, neatly packed up and stored 
in garrison. he Cavalry soldier depends on his carbine 
and revolver, and even the hardy frontiersman, that in the 
past depended on his rifle and bowie knife, has replaced 
the latter by the far superior weapon, the revolver. 
+ * Tt is also a question whether the bayonet and 
saber are not most frequently used upon disarmed and 
wounded men, thus adding to the terrors and cruelties of 
war.” 


In the same line another correspondent said: 


“In the Peninsular War the English surgeons found 
that while their better mounted and more able-bodied 
cavalry rode down and knocked over the lighter French 
cavalry, in the hospitals two English cavalrymen 
died to one French cavalryman, and were not long in 
discovering the reason. John Bull flailed over the field 
as if thrashing wheat, and Johnny Crapeau riding low, 
with his hand resting on his thigh, his sword crossed 
before his body, covering it completely, was prepared for 
a parry, and by a dexterous turn of the wrist to riposte 
in tierse or quarte with his point, that slipped in between 
the ribs, or into the stomach or throat, and made a wound 
so feelingly described by Mercutio, ‘No! ’tis not so deep 
as a well, nor so wide as a church door, but ’tis enough.’ 
In our Civil War neither party knew anything of the 
use of the sword, so it was naturally cast aside for a 
weapon: they could handle, the revolver.” 

Col. J. C. Kelton, afterward Adjutant General of the 
Army, called attention to the fact that the casualties in 
the German army from the sabers of 38,000 French 
cavalry during the year 1870-1 were about 200, and that 
the total casualties in our Army from the 21,000 sabers 
of the Confederate Cavalry, during four years of war, 
could not have exceeded 800. 

General Sherman, for his part, said: 

“I would dispense with the present cartridge boxes, 
belts, sabers and all plates, and would vary the equip- 
ment of the Cavalry soldier but little, letting his horse 
carry his blanket and kit, but having him so armed that 
he could jump from his horse and fight on foot very like 
the Infantry. With breech-loading arms the ‘bo 
sabreur’ must disappear, and the horse be used chiefly 
to bring the cavalryman quickly to the point of danger, 
there to fight as other men must—on foot. Even a 
charge when possible will do more execution by the mo- 
mentum of the horse and the use of tne revolver than 
with the saber.” 

General Sheridan said: 

“The cavalryman wants, first, a good horse, a good 
Springfield rifle, such as is now made for officers; this 
rifle to be carried on the back of the trooper. Then a 
good revolving pistol and a knife similar to the model 
enclosed. Then a California saddle, with a saddle blanket 
and a soft felt mat to rest upon it. The saddle, instead 
of the present girth, should have a hair cinch of Mexican 
pattern. Then he should have a pair of strong canvas 
saddle-bags, with good and approved side-lines. At 
present we have none so perfect as to warrant approval. 
I recommend the officers’ gun because there is longer 
range, and as the cavalryman is essentially an infantry- 
man, using the horse only as a means of transportation, 
he should have a gun of equal range.” 

Two men. infused with the true Cavalry spirit took 
earnest exception to these views. General Philip St. 
George Cooke said, with evident emotion: “The Cavalry 
officers are isolated—almost lost in our colossal territory. 
Engaged constantly against Indians in mountains, among 
lava rocks, in ’bad lands,’ they invent methods of fighting 
for the occasion; ‘they regard horses,’ as one writes me, 
‘of no other value than to carry an Infantry soldier 
(armed with a short rifle, and encumbered with a saber 
and pistol, and embarrassed with a horse to take care of), 
to the point where he can get down and fight on foot. 


These people never had and can never acquire the Cav- 
alry spirit.’” 

General Wesley Merritt was even more emphatic, say- 
ing: “The statement of figures from the Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s office, referred to by General Benét, as to the num- 
ber of wounds from the saber during the war, proves 
nothing unless it is a fact that the killed and wounded 
in a battle is the just measure of the success of a vic- 
torious army. A fairer test of the effectiveness of a 
weapon is the number captured and put out of the fight 
by its use. * * * [I hold that our Cavalry should be 
armed with the saber, pistol and carbine. It may be 
armed (part of it) when large bodies are operating to- 
gether, with the saber and pistol alone, or it may be 
with the carbine and saber, but Cavalry should never be 
without the arme blanche. * * * At Five Forks it re- 
quired great efforts on the part of General Sheridan and 
other officers to make the Infantry approach within fair 
fighting distance of the enemy, while the Cavalry on the 
first charge, when. the general attack was made, advanced 
we, Feat close under the crest of the Confederate field 
works. 

“With the saber mounted troops know that they must 
be in contact to do execution, and they charge with that 
intent and have no other thought. ut pistols in the 
hands of our Cavalry as the only weapon to be used 
mounted in charging, and Cavalry charges will soon 
degenerate into harmless fusillades, at long range, with 
an inferior weapon. * * * The first Cavalry division 
of the Army of the Potomac, which came to my command 
from such accomplished Cavalry soldiers as Generals 
Cooke and Buford, was a living evidence of the falsity 
of the assertion that dragoons could not be taught to 
make thorough mounted charges. In more than one 
battle I have known this gallant command to fight splen- 
didly on foot as well as mounted on the same day. wren 
Sir Henry Havelock, in speaking of the Cavalry action 
at Dinwiddie C.H., and Five Forks, says: ‘Without one 
thought of disparagement to our splendid Cavalry, who 
have no more sincere admirer than the writer, it is not 
too much to say that no British cavalry that he has ever 
been associated with have either the arms, training, 
equipment or instruction to have enabled them under 
similar circumstances to play this part of independent 
and unsupported self-sufficing action at a distance from 
the other two arms.’ 

“We presume our claim to having graduated with 
honor in the school of war will not be disputed in this 
country. Then why cripple us by depriving us of part of 
the means by which these honors were gathered? As well 
take an arm from Hanlan, and a leg from Weston, with 
a view to improving their chances for future victories in 
their respective athletic contests. Does anyone suppose 
that Buford, the finished soldier by education, with his 
brigade commanders, Chapman and Devin, soldiers by 
experience, would not have thrown away their sabers 
early in the war if they had found them useless incum- 
brances? But it is folly to pursue this theme further. 
Either our Cavalry officers and soldiers during the war 
were without sound judgment and capacity to profit by 
their experience, or they, by not discarding the saber, 
should silence the clamors of those whose experience in 
the arm is limited.” 

General Sheridan further contributed to the discussion 
an interesting description of the defeat of a Cavalry regi- 
ment by Infantry skirmishers which he witnessed during 
the Franco-Prussian War: “I was watching,” he said, 
“the advance of the German troops through a field glass, 
and saw the whole affair distinctly. The facts are as 
follows: The German infantry, after passing through the 
village of Flowing, moved up a steep ascent, with a 
skirmish line in advance. Upon reaching the brow of 
the hill the skirmishers came upon a sort of plateau, and 
were at once discovered by the French cavalry, a small 
brigade of which, say from 1,200 to 1,300 strong, was in 
the immediate vicinity. The line bad advanced but a 
short distance upon the plateau when they were met by 
the cavalry, which charged them. As the cavalry came 
down upon them they were broken into small knots or 
detachments of men, of somewhat unequal size, the cav- 
alry having ridden completely through the line; but 
meanwhile the little groups of infantry kept up a galling 
fire upon the troopers by turning to their rear and con- 
stantly firing upon them as they broke back around their 
flanks and back through the groups of skirmishers 
toward the direction from which they had come. 

“No sooner had the cavalry fallen back than the 
skirmish line reformed, and was rapidly strengthened by 
some of the soldiers of the main body, who, as soon as 
they reached the plateau, saw at once the perilous con- 
dition of their comrades, and ran forward to their as- 
sistance. In the meantime the cavalry, which had retired 
beyond range, promptly rallied, and reforming with 
scarcely a moment’s delay again advanced to the charge. 
Once more the skirmishers received them with a volley, 
and adopted precisely the same tactics which they seem 
to have been forced to at first. Again the cavalry broke 
through the line, but practically accomplished nothing, 
for the Germans poured in a withering fire from their 
small knots or detachments, until the cavalry once more 
retired around the flanks, having lost large numbers of 
men and horses. 

“During the time occupied by this second attack the 
leading files of the main body of the Germans, which had 
naturally become somewhat broken while moving up the 
rough ground of the heights, came out upon the plateau 
and hurried forward with great speed to the skirmish 
line, which now, from constant accession, had become 
very strong—in fact, almost a line of battle. 

“Once more the cavalry rallied, and, having reformed 
for the third time, gallantly came down at a charge; but 
their valor was of no avail, for the Germans met them 
with such a terrible and destructive fire that they badly 
cut up the leading files and completely broke and scat- 
tered the French squadrons, who this time utterly failed 
to break the line and were fearfully punished. With 
scarcely any delay the German line advanced and pushed 
on to their objective point. This action was plainly seen 
by many officers who were looking at the battle, my aid, 
Gen. J. W. Forsyth, being among them.”

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MILITIA AUTHORITY AND LIABILITY. 


In a case relating to the power of the Governor tu 
order into active service the Militia of a state, and the 
civil rights and liabilities of Militiamen while so en- 
gaged, the Supreme Court of Kentucky decides as 
follows : 

“We find that the Governor is the chief civil officer 
of the commonwealth, and is charged with the duty of 
taking care that the laws of the state are faithfully 
executed. That he has authority to order the Militia 
into active service whenever or wherever he may deem 
it necessary to secure the safety or welfare of the 
commonwealth or to preserve the peace or lives or 
property of citizens of the state. 

“That the Militia can only be ordered into active 
service by him, but that it shall be at all times in strict 
subordination to the civil authorities. It will be observed 
that there is no limitation either in the Constitution 





or statute upon the. power vested in the Governor to 
order into active service the Militia of the state or to 
direct into what locality they shall or operate. He 
is made the sole judge of the aodeielt that may seem 
to demand the aid and assistance of the military forces 
of the state in suppressing disorder and_ restoring 
obedience to the law, It is only through and with the 
aid of the state Militia that he can make effective the 
authority conferred by the Constitution. 

_ “Under the sanction of this statute he may act 
independently of any other civil authority if he desires 
to do so, or he may act in conjunction. with the other 
civil authorities. e may on his own initiative order 
out the state Militia, or he may wait until requested 
to do so by the local authorities in the community in 
which they are needed. He may place the Militia at 
the disposal of the civil authorities, or he may through 
military channels control and direct within lawful 
bounds their movements and operations. 

“Conditions might be such that the civil officers would 
be in sympathy with the rioters or indifferent to the 
conditions existing, or afraid to assert authority, and 
it was to provide for a contingency in which conditions 
like this might appear that the law invested the Governor 
with the power to control and direct within legal bounds 
the operation of the Militia without subjecting them 
to the supervision of other civil officers. And for the 
reasons heretofore stated we are not disposed to adopt 
a rule of action that would under any circumstances 
prevent or interfere with the Governor of the state in 
his effort.’’ 

_ In conclusion, the court holds that the soldier called 
into active service by the Governor has authority to 
make arrests and detentions that a civil official 

and no more. A soldier in service may arrest violators 
of the law, but he must not arrest innocent persons. 
Such soldier needs no warrant from a civil official, the 
order of his superior being sufficient authority; but 
neither the military officer nor the soldier has a right 
to arrest innocent persons, and the responsibility is 
with the man making the arrest. He must see to it 
that the person arrested is a violator of the law; other- 
wise he subjects himself to fine and imprisonment for 
false arrest. 





A COUNTRY FAIR IN MOROLAND. 


The Century Magazine for September contains an 
illustrated article by Capt. Charles T. Boyd, 10th Cav., 
lately Governor of Cotabato District, P.I., now at the 
Fort Leavenworth Schools. It contains an account of 
a Moro fair and fiesta given at the time of the junta it 
was customary to hold annually at the capital of Cota- 
bato, which comprises a territory about equal in area to 
the states of Delaware and New Hampshire together. 
The citizens are mostly Filipinos, the merchants mostly 
Chinese. In response to an invitation the datos brought 
in samples of the best of their handiwork, their produce 
and their forest products. Some of the exhibits would 
have done credit to any fair at home. So numerous were 
the different exhibits that space in the district building, 
where they were displayed, was at a premium. And as 
the fair progressed, more datos with more produce kept 
arriving. In fact, Moros and Monobos were still coming 
to the fair a week after it was over. Prizes were awarded 
by a mixed committee, American, Spanish, Filipino, Moro 
and Chinese, the Tirurays securing eleven prizes, Piang 
seven, Bakee three, Kali Pandapatan two, Mastura two, 
Balabadan two, Manguda sa Talayan two, Mopuk one 
and Enrique one. 

“To enliven things field events were included in the 
exercises. First, a sack race occurred, the contestants 
being Moro, Filipino, Tiruray and Chinese boys. This 
event caused some excitement, but it was nothing to 
that aroused by the tug-of-war. The Moros on one side, 
with my orderly, Saligidan, as captain, and the Tirurays 
on the other, with some army officers backing them, set- 
tled down for a steady pull. It was quite even, first one 
side hauled the mark a trifle and then the other. The 
excitement spread. Would the sons of Mohammed be 
outdone by the pagan Wirurays? But the Tirurays were 
big fellows, and held like posts. The Moros yelled at one 
another and then at their team. Still the Tirurays held. 
This was unbearable. Hot temper came as a wave. 
Allah! they must beat the pagans! They closed their 
black, concavely filed teeth and, mad with fury, willed to 
win. A Tiruray shifted his foot ever so little, and the 
mark moved Moroward; then a nervous pull, and it 
moved farther; then, with one heart-running effort, the 
mark passed the line, and the Moros yelled like demons 
over their victory.” 

The streets of Cotabato became a mass of surging, 
half-naked brown men and women wearing bright, bar- 
baric colors. Spears and creeses were everywhere in evi- 
dence, though the constabulary, themselves Moros, had 
induced the majority of the people to leave their weapons 
in their boats. 

Along with their timuays came the Tiruray and Moro 
dancing girls. Men, women and little girls danced to- 
gether io the sounds of a stringed bamboo instrument or 
deafening tom-toms. These sounds, united with those 
of the numerous brass bracelets and anklets, as the bare 
heels stamped the ground, made pleasant music. 

Toward evening the headmen, datos, timuays and 
chiefs met with the provincial and district governors in 
a large, open room to talk of peace, prosperity and 
government by law. 

“On this last night an eclipse of the moon occurred. 
The night was clear. No one failed to witness it. The 
Moros believed a great fight was on between the sun and 
the moon, and that the moon was being eaten up. They 
got tom-toms, drums, kettles, pans and horns, anything 
to make a noise, anything to help the moon. The night 
air became saturated with sound. The din was awful; 
but finally the moon was saved. It came out whole and 
uneaten. The Moros had the satisfaction of believing 
that they had helped in this. So homeward they went, 
tired and content.”

CONSOLIDATED PROMOTION. 

“INTERCHANGEABILITY” THE STUMBLING BLOCK. 
To THE EpITOR.OF THE ARMY AND NAvY JOURNAL: 

The consolidated promotion question is so seriously 
up for settlement that, no matter how distasteful it 
may be, it seems to be a matter of duty to help settle 
it one way or another, and to have the subject well 
threshed out. The following lines are sent along, not 
with authority, but as the expression of the views of 
an interested officer. 

The keynote appears to be the separation of the ques- 
tion of “promotion” from the questions of “military 
organization and efficiency.” The discussion, if it can 
be called a discussion, up to date has certainly exposed 
the existence of much jealousy and lack of harmony 
between the branches of the Service. Interchangeability 
seems to be the rock in the roadway, and I, for one, 
see no way round it. No matter what is said certain 
facts remain. Generally I fancy it will be granted that 
an officer of one branch of the mobile Army is not fitted 
to be anything but a very junior officer of any other 
branch until after a period of schooling and instruction. 

To leave the realm of heated atmospheres and come 
to brass tacks, I do believe that an honest attempt is 
under way to equalize promotion and unify the Service, 
and as far as possible I would like to help it along. 
We certainly do need more “Army” spirit and less 
esprit de corps. It had better be the “Army” rather 
than the “Infantry” or the “Cavalry.” I do not, how- 
ever, think conditions in this particular would be bettered 
by a single Jist, unless the risk of an officer losing his 
chosen branch is eliminated. It would not affect second 
lieutenants, just the one grade which would not 
materially matter. It should not be confused with a 
plan to select young officers for detail for short periods 
of service in another branch than their own to give 
them experience, which would be a very excellent way 
to make us better acquainted with one another’s possi- 
bilities and limitations, and might we do a little 
to reduce that jealousy which we all deplore, yet help 
along. I believe a very little of the latter may be 
caused by inequality of promotion, but that the real 
cause is a psychological one, which will be always with 
us and which only can be modified by a stronger loyalty 
to the Army rather than to any branch or part of it. 
State loyalty so nearly shipwrecked the Union; too 
strong or narrow loyalty to one’s arm, rather than to 
the Service, cannot fail to be a danger to it. 

My final opinion is that consolidated promotion with 
interchangeability is wrong in principle and dangerous 
to efficiency. his is an age of specialization; if one 
is jack of all trades he is usually master of none. It is 
a good thing to transfer an officer round while he is 
young and junior, but after that experience he should 
settle down to his work and learn his arm thoroughly. 
As he rises in grade up to field rank his work. will 
properly and probably be in his own arm, which he 
should be a master of. Then as he is lieutenant colonel 
and colonel this reason for keeping him in his own 
branch becomes all the stronger. Under the single list 
interchangeable scheme, as I understand the idea. the 
possibility of transfer would increase with rank. In 
Captain Bjornstad’s letter he gives three important con- 
siderations in support of the interchangeable feature. 
The first one is that details would be few. That reason 
is very much like an excuse once given for a vital mis- 
take, “That it was such a little one.” The second seems 
to contemplate only the first lieutenants being switched 
around, and by “selection” instead of “on promotion.” 
I do not see the relation in this case, for it is not in 
the discussion. The third consideration cited to counter- 
balance the petty annoyances of a transfer on promotion 
is rather confusing to follow. but, without quite follow- 
ing it, I agree with the sentiment in the last two lines 
of the paragraph containing the third consideration, 
substituting the word “troop” for “company.” 

While I doubt if there would be much difference with 
a single list, it is possible that conditions might be a 
little better. provided the extra officers could be absorbed 
by detail, and interchange’ was not included, which I 
believe was Captain Palmer’s original idea. If this 
could be assured I would be heartily in favor of a single 
list, but if there is the slightest danger of the inter- 
changeable feature creeping in then I am absolutely 
opposed to it. 

I have mighty little patience with this eternal monkey- 
ing with lists and dragging in politics to rectify 
inequalities, ete. There is and always will_be trouble 
as soon as politics touches the Service. ere is so 
much fine work being done by our best and brainiest 
men that it does seem a pity that the shadow of the 
three questions, all so deeply charged with political 
poison, are perpetually being raised to overshadow it. 

I nearly forgot to say that the proposed scheme would 
present me with many files. but to take them at the 
price would be to me the mess of Esau’s pottage.

SPECIFIC OBJECTIONS. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
Consolidated promotion is not good for the Service. 
First—It is retrogression. It prevents the develop- 

ment of experts. It promotes a mediocre class of com- 

missioned officers. 

Second—Assuming that the Army is not an army, 
strictly speaking, in organization, and needs a balancing 
among the different arms, it is assuredly putting the 
cart before the horse to try to work out a promotion 
scheme first and doctor the organization afterward. 
Organize the mobile Army proportionally as is deemed 
best, and promotion will henceforth adjust itself. As 
the Army increases in size by the formation of a new 
division whenever needed, so each branch gets its pro- 
portional promotion at the same time, preventing any 
great differences on the relative list between suceessive 
classes.

Third—Consolidated promotion works a most decided . 


hardship cn the arm in the minority—the Field. Artil- 
jery. It is to be presumed that practically all . the 
officers in that arm desire to remain in it.. chance 
of an officer now in that branch (six regiments) is 


extremely slight that he will serve in it again when 
promoted, as there are forty-five other regiments, to one 
of which, belonging to another arm, he will most 
probably go against his wishes. Before long the higher 
grades of the Field Artillery carrying command with 
them will be filled’ by Infantry and Cavalry officers in 
the large majority, as the officers of Field Artillery have 
but six chances out of fifty-one of coming back to their 
own arm. : 

Fourth—Certain premises are assumed to make this 
scheme necessary, one of which is (to quote from _ the 
original article), “Under our present system of three 
separate lists of promotion we may be reasonably certain 
that no arm will be increased if the other arms can 
possibly prevent it.” This. I think, is an utterly mis- 
taken view. Certainly it insinuates that each arm is 
only too willing to play the part of a certain dog 
mentioned in one of Aesop’s fables. After a period of 
service of between fifteen and twenty years in the Army 
the writer feels called upon to state that such a senti- 
ment he has never heard expressed anywhere, and he is 
convinced that the belief that it is so is distinctly 
erroneous. It could be the idea of a very few individuals 
at best, and undoubtedly does not express the sentiment 
of the Army at large. 

Fifth—The fact that some officers have done well in 
more than one branch of the Service does not establish 
the rule that it would be better for the Army to have 
all officers follow this example. at an electrical 
engineer may be a good mining engineer does not estab- 
lish the rule that all electrical engineers must of neces- 
sity be mining engineers also. 

Sixth—The making of a single list for promotion 
would work havoc in time of war, when large increases 
would mean an unusually large number of officers being 
sent from one arm to another at the same time that 
a great quantity of raw commissioned material was 
entering. The development of the war armies would 
therefore be greatly retarded, especially as the commis- 
sioned personnel would also become reduced at this time, 
due to the acceptance by many of Volunteer commissions 
who still retained their commissions in the Regular 
Service. 

Seventh—lIt is urged that we attach undue importance 
to the purely technical duties of the several arms. 
believe that statement is a mistake. Subalterns must 
devote their time to this to become well qualified officers. 
While they serve in the higher grades, through contact 
with other troops in garrison, in maneuvers, study of 
military works accepted by military authorities, various 
school courses and so on, they (if efficient and studious 
officers) will learn to become good troop leaders, and 
understand the value and the limitations of, as well as 
the support needed by, each arm at the proper time 
and in the proper place in battle. R 
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ONE LIST FOR PROMOTION. 
To THE Epitor oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Having read in your recent numbers some of the 
oppositions to the one list promotion scheme I am in- 
duced to say a few words. I think nearly all wi! agree 
that being promoted from one branch to another would 
not be to the best interests of the individual officer or 
to the Service. Also, I believe most will agree that an 
equal method of promotion, besides being just and 
proper, would add materially to the efficiency of the 
Army and would make all work for its welfare, and not 
expend energy in working for an increase in their 
individual branch whether they thought it needed it or 
not. Dve to inequalities of promotion, some of us are 
now ranked by nearly all of our own class and by the 
majority of the members of two classes after us. Also 
I have seen gray-haired captains and first lieutenants 
ranked by young majors and captains of very short 
service. This does not seem right. The fruit of four 
years’ hard work at the Academy should not be snatched 
away by the turn of the wheel of luck. A cadet should 
feel free to choose a branch for which he is best fitted, 
aud in which he can do the best work. He should not 
be forced to select a different one because his choice is 
damned to eternal slow promotion. The adoption of 
any of the following ideas might alleviate somewhat 
these troubles: 

First—Promote on different lists as at the present 
time. but when promoted let the commission be dated 
the date that would have been had the promotion been 
according to one list. 

Second—Or promote on one list and remain in the 
same branch after promotion. Would it be detrimental 
to have cighteen first lieutenants and twelve second 
lieutenants in a regiment in place of fifteen of each? 
Would a junior captain mind doing the duty of a first 
lieutenant were there no company available for him, 
which would seldom be the case? 

hird—If the above two ideas are no good, tu have 
the rank on the relative list according to the date of 
original commission would help a little bit.

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THE NEPTUNE’S MACHINERY. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 21, 1911. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The item in the issue of the JourNat of Aug. 19 is 
not quite correct in regard to the performance of the 
machinery of the collier Neptune. “He who excuses 
accuses”; but in this case there is no excuse for the 
reduction gear, because it needs none. 

The ship did make her speed and nearly a knot more 
while the steam was maintained at 200 pounds per 
gauge, the expected pressure; but when it fell to 150 
pounds per gauge the speed naturally fell off. As 
regards the operation of thé reduction gear, its perform- 
ance was and is considered perfect. At all rates of 
sneed it ran comparatively noiseless. There is a 30 k.w. 
illuminating set located in the turbine rooms, and, 
although it ran as perfectly as turbine dynamos usually 
do, it drowned the noise of the main turbines and gears. 
The only disagreeable noise noticed was the whistling 
of the steam entering the turbines. In fact, the only 
machinery on board the ship that was perfect was the 
reduction gear and the Westinghouse bridge control of 
the turbines in the engine rooms. 

There is an electro-pneumatic control of the turbines 
from the bridge, and in operating it, experimentally and 
without notice to the engine room, the turbines were 
reversed from full speed ahead to full speed astern in 
from eight to fifteen seconds. This bridge control is 
really only applicable to turbine engines. No marine 
engineer would apply the system to reciprocating engines, 
as they are liable to catch on their dead centers, no 
matter how quickly the links might be thrown back 
and forth. There is no dead center to a turbine. The 
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advantage of quick control of the turbines from the 
bridge cannot be questioned in maneuvering or avoiding 
collisions, known to all seafaring men. 

As regards the economy of the turbines in water 
consumption, that is a mooted question in this case 
because of the many elements in question, however. 
The fact is that the Westinghouse Company are build- 
ing, installing and guaranteeing turbine generating sets 
of large _powers at twelve pounds of water per horse 
power; therefore there is no question of their making a 
marine installation at fourteen pounds per b.h.p., which 
is their guarantee. 

There will be no replacement of the reduction gear. 
although it is conceded that a greater economy woul 
acerue if a higher ratio between pinion and gear is 
made. Mr. Westinghouse has made his guarantees to 
the contractors and the Navy Department, and it is 
unnecessary to say that he will make them good, even 
though it be necessary to build new turbines and install 
them at his own expense. He always makes good and 
fills his contracts to the full. 

The propellers of the Neptune gave a mechanical 
efficiency of but fifty-nine per cent.; these are to be 
removed and replaced by propellers of greater diameter, 
less pitch and greater projected area, which should give 
a mechanical efficiency of at least seventy r cent., 
possibly seventy-two per cent., which alteration alone 
I believe would correct all defects or shortcomings in 
the ship’s performance. 

Still, if Mr. Westinghouse, because of the pride he 
takes in his work, will install new turbines at his own 
expense, when the Department can spare the ship for 
two weeks after the new turbines are built, it will be 
all the better for the Department and the reputation 
of Mr. Westinghouse as a turbine man. And in the 
meantime the Department can have the use of this 
magnificent vessel, and the officers of the Navy, no doubt, 
can do a good deal experimentally with the ship, her 
turbines and bridge control. and verify all that is claimed 
by Melville and Macalpine for their reduction gear.

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GEN. STEVENS GOVERNOR OF WASHINGTON. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In your issue of Aug. 19 is an interesting article on 
the “Defenses of Columbia River.” One of these is 
Fort Stevens, named, as is correctly stated, for Gen. 
I. I. Stevens, formerly an officer of the Corps of En- 
gineers, U.S.A. Referring to him- the writer says: “He 
resigned to become Governer of Oregon.” This is in- 
correct. General Stevens never was Governor of 
Oregon. He was, however, the first Governor of Wash- 
ington Territory, which territory was set off from Oregon 
in 1852 and 1853, and he resigned from the Army to 
accept this appointment. 

Also in the early part of 1853 he was placed in 
charge of an expedition for surveying a route for the 
Northern Pacific Railroad. He fitted out his expedition 
at St. Paul, Minn., and left that place with the main 
body early in 1858 to prosecute the survey and to 
assume the duties of Governor of Washington Territory 
when he arrived within its bounds. 

A smaller part of his expedition was organized at 
Fort Vancouver, W.T., in the early summer of 1853 by 
Capt. George B. McClellan, of the Engineers, which was 
ordered to cross the Cascade range of mountains and 
seek for a pass that’ would take the railroad to Puget 
Sound. I was a member of this expedition. Leaving 
Fort Vancouver, it cut its way through the timber to 
the summit of the range, then descended to the valley 
on the east side. It followed the range to a point some- 
thing beyond the forty-ninth parallel of latitude, survey- 
ing and examining the passes; then turned east, striking 
the Columbia River just opposite the fort of the Hudson 





Bay Company. Crossing the river the expedition re-- 


mained near the fort for two or three days. 

Either the night of its arrival or the next Governor 
Stevens arrived at the fort. He had heard from Indians 
the probable time of arrival of McClellan’s party, and 
he made a long ride to meet it. It was my first meeting 
with the Governor. whom subsequently I knew rather 
intimately. The Governor left the fort first and joined 
lis party. Soon afterward- Captain McClellan’s ‘party 
moved, crossed the great Spokane Plains, crossed Snake 
River near the mouth of the Palouse. thence to the 
mouth of the Walia Walla River, where a post of the 
Hiudson Bay Company was located, and thence down 
the left bank of the Columbia River to Fort Dalles, 
Ore. From Fort Dalles the expedition went by river 
to Fort Vancouver, its starting point, where it was dis- 
banded. Captain McClellan arrived at Fort Vancouver 
about Nov. 15, and left at once for Puget Sound. 
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HOW TO EFFECT CHANGES IN UNIFORM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF TIE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

he question as to what is the best uniform for our 
Army is a live issue, and being a live issue continual 
change is necessary to keep up with experience and ex- 
yeriment. 

A change may not be carried out when desirable be- 
cause of the expense. Old types of uniform must be is- 
sued by the quartermaster till the stock is reasonably 
depleted. During this period the new types must be 
issued in increasing numbers, because stock of sizes in 
old types will not be depleted uniformly. 

Recognizing the necessity for this, consider the ap- 

pearance of the organizations during the transformations: 
when changes are made independently each of another, 
or just when the change is decided on. All officers serv- 
ing with troops, especially those of the Coast Artillery, 
have noted the lack of uniformity, not only when or- 
ganizations are compared, but, what is more striking, the 
lack in the companies themselves. 
_ Change in uniform is necessary, as with every live: 
issue, but may not something be done to minimize the- 
undesirableness of transformation periods? It is sug- 
gested for purposes of change in uniform that time be 
divided into periods of five years each, the ends of the 
periods coinciding with years divisible by five. The first 
three years of a period will be devoted to considering 
changes and trying them out, the fourth year to getting 
ready for the adopted changes and the fifth year to car- 
rying out such as are adopted. Changes determined on, 
prior to the end of the third year, will be announced at 
the end of the third year. prepared for during the fourth 
and adopted during the fifth. 

The advantages claimed are: 


(a) Officers and men knowing ioet what changes are: 
to be made in the fifth year will, during the fourth year, 


govern their wardrobe accordingly. (b) The Quarter- 
master’s Department and manufacturers will have @ 
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whole year, the fourth, in which to deplete stocks of old 
types and acquire the new. (c) There will be but one 
year in five, the fifth, when the unity in appearance of 
organizations will be affected, thus reducing the time of 
nonuniformity to a minimum. (d) Time is allowed for a 
riper judgment on proposed changes and perhaps some, 
seemingly good, will, after standing the fire of criticism 
for from one to three years before final execution, 
appear less desirable or even fail of adoption, thus mini- 
mizing the change of a reversion to original type after a 
short period of trial of the new. (e) Minor changes for 
the better, proposed but not adop:ed because of the un- 
desirability inherent in any chang: of uniform, will find 
better opportunity for adoption bec: use of a specific time 
for change. (f) There will be a cutting off of the drift- 
ing feature involved in changes made independently, as to 
time, and better co-ordination will be obtained. nm 





A correspondent, after reading our editorial of Aug. 19 
bearing upén the placement of the 16-inch gun at the 
outer defense of the Panama Cenal, as has been decided 
upon by the board of experts, nas this to say: “With 
the experience gained from the Army’s 16-inch gun as 
a foundation, it is believed that the Navy.may develop 
a gun of this caliber capable of higher velocities, greater 
length and with a carriage able to stand the greatest 
strain of recoil. The advantage of guns of large caliber 
is due to the fact that sectional density of the projectile 
(ratio of area of cross section to weight) is a factor 
of absolute length, regardless of any comparative figures ; 
the absolute length of a large projectile being, of course, 
greater than that of smaller projectiles of similar figure 
or proportion. In projectiles of similar figure greater 
length implies increased weight in proportion to the 
cube of homologous lengths, whereas the ratio of area 
of cross section is as the diameters Squared. Artillery 
and ordnance experts understand this, but the layman 
does not. It follows from this that the capacity of the 
larger projectile to overcome resistance of air does not 
demand for the large-caliber long projectile so great an 
elevation as for the smaller or shorter projectile, for 
all and any range, and herein lies the great superiority 
of the 2,400-pound 16-inch projectile. Aside from long 
range and greater striking energies, this gives for the 
16-inch gun as its chief advantage a flatter trajectory. 
For an elevation of only four degrees the 16-inch gun 
gives a range of four miles, and no Dreadnought or 
lesser ship would come inside that range without being 
in the danger zone of the low trajectory. With an 
elevation of four degrees as a starter any crack gunner 
can increase his elevation by minutes and seconds, so 
as to reach anything hostile in sight beyond four miles, 
trusting to his flat trajectory, marvelous extension of 
range and increased danger zone, and all this without 
the aid of range finders. ‘The idea of a range of twenty- 
one miles on an elevation of forty-five degrees for the 
16-inch gun seems to appeal especially to the layman, 
who is ignorant of the real advantage claimed for guns 
of large caliber—flat trajectory. Should it be feasible 
for the Navy to get up a gunboat with one 16-inch gun 
or mortar, with possible elevation of forty-five or forty 
degrees, all fortified seaports could be reached by a 
projectile over all outer defenses, and this is a matter 
yet to be considered.”

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Believing that concentration in the past on the purely 
military features of the fleet has led to a one-sided 
development, with a neglect of the humanities of naval 
warfare, Surgeon Gen. Charles F. Stokes, U.S.N., has 
great confidence in the ability of the Naval Medical 
Reserve Corps to inaugurate a new era in warfare. In 
his valedictory address before the graduating class of 
Jefferson Medical College, in June last, which is pub- 
lished in full in the Journal of the American Medical 
Association of Aug. 19, the Surgeon General says that 
his plan of using the N.M.R.C. bids fair to revolutionize 


medical treatment extended in naval warfare, giving ta 
the wounded the highest type of surgical care from the 
firing line until they are finally disposed of. Dr. Stokes 
brought out the close relation of the surgeon to the 
fighting efficiency of the ship. “Side by side stand 
the lieutenant and the surgeon; the one by drilling and 
discipline striving to attain a high grade of efficiency, 
the other, who has selected at the recruiting station the 
physical type best fitted to meet the peculiar a 
ments, watches intently for effects that are likely to 
impair efficiency. For example, recently, on an endur- 
ance run, thirty-odd men, utterly prostrated, were 
carried out of the fireroom of a ship. What was the 
cause of this serious breakdown in the personnel? Was 
it due to excessive heat, to contaminated air, to improper 
food or water? Or was it due to the assignment to 
duty in the fireroom of a type physically unsuited to 
the arduous exactions of that station? It is along these 
lines that the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery is better- 
ing conditions. 'The activities of the Medical Department 
are by no means confined to the personnel. The plans 
of new ships are always referred to the Surgeon General 
before they are finally approved by the Navy Depart- 
ment. ‘These recommendations are not in any sense 
prompted by humenitarian considerations; they are made 
solely to promote and maintain military efficiency.”

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Capt. Guy V. Henry has been detailed for duty at 
the School of Equitation at Fort Riley, relieving Capt. 
W. C. Short. Captain Short, who has played such a 
leading part in bringing the school to a high state of 
efficiency, has placed the mounted service of the Army 
under a debt through his splendid work. Captain Short 
is recognized not only as a horse master in equitation, 
but he possesses a knowledge of developing and training 
young horses rarely found. During the progress of his 
work at the Mounted Service School he attended the 
celebrated French cavalry school at Saumur, and 
achieved such success that at the termination of the 
year’s instruction Captain Short was highly compli- 
mented by the commandant of the school. It is believed 
that this is the first instance in which any foreign 
officer has been given so signal a compliment. Captain 
Short is also entitled to no small part of the credit in 
the development of the School for Farriers and Horse- 
shoers at Fort Riley. A much higher standard of 
horsemanship and horse knowledge exists in the Service 
by reason of the establishment of the School of Equita- 
tion. The mounted service is to be congratulated that 
it now possesses several officers who have received special 
training in equitation and have shown particular ability 





in that line available for tours of duty at the Mounted 
Service School. 
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The West Side Young Men’s Christian Association, 
318 West Fifty-seventh street, New York city, enters 
an entirely new field on Sept. 5, when it will undertake 
the training of seafaring men in the New York Nautical 
College, which was. bought for the association by a 
number of wealthy yachtsmen—friends of the association 
—and is now a part of the educational work. Capt. 
Howard Patterson, who founded the Nautical College 
in 1882, continues as head of the school under West Side 
management. He will have with him his old staff of 
instructors. The advisory committee consists of Robert 
W. Tod, George S. Runk and Arthur C. James. The 
college will do more than provide instruction for yacht 
owners. The curriculum includes every branch of sea- 
manship, and there are special departments for the 
seafaring man who wishes to leave the forecastle for 
the quarterdeck. The college will be conducted in the 
new fireproof building at 40 West Sixty-sixth street, 
recently acquired by the West Side Y.M.C.A. This 
building will house the Nautical College, the Automobile 
School and Motor Boat School. The equipment of the 
Nautical College is valued at $20,000. In the seaman- 
ship department there are perfect working models and 
detail of vessels of every class, from the catboat to the 
full-rigged ship. Some of the models are thirteen feet 


in length, and the collection alone represents a value 
of $10,000. 
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A contract for a second experimental motor escort 
wagon has been made by the War Department with the 
White Company, of Cleveland. Another wagon of this 
character is being built by the Sampson-Alden Truck 
Company, of Detroit. While the armies of other coun- 
tries have decided not to make any attempt to develop 
motor cars that will take the place of four-mule wagons 
in an Army train, the offizers of the Army Quartermas- 
ter’s Department are convinced that one can be produced 
which will render this service. The motor wagons that 
have been used in other armies are similar to the auto- 
mobile trucks which are now quite common in the large 
cities. It is admitted that they cannot transport freight 
over country roads through rough country. The plans 
which have been prepared by Captain Williams, of the 
Quartermaster’s Department, call for a light motor wagon 
which will carry about the same load that is transported 
in the regulation escort wagon. An effort will be made 
to give the new motor wagon a service test with the 
two troops of Cavalry which are to try out the new 
Cavalry equipment. This is to be a march of 500 miles 
and will afford the severest test for the motor wagon. 
On the same march three modified types of the regulation 
escort wagon will be given a test. 
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We welcome to our exchange table the first number 
of the Sulu News, a monthly newspaper published in 
English and Sulu (Moro) at Zamboanga, capital of the 
Moro Province, P.I. The Oriental character of the 
editorial staff may be judged from these names at the 
head of the editorial columns: Associate editors, Sheik 
Mustafa Ahmad and Datu Raja Muda Mandi. The date 
of this initial issue is June 30, 1911. It is a small 
four-page sheet, of which the first page is in English, 
the other three in Arabic. Brig. Gen. John J. Pershing, 
U.S.A., Governor of the Moro Province, has half of the 
first page for an appeal to the natives under the title, 
“A Few Words of Advice.” After telling the Moros 
that they should devote all their energies to the develop- 
ment of their farms, the Governor announces that the 
government is planning to establish a special kind of 
school, known as an agricultural school, in each of 
the five districts of the province. In these schools fifty 
or one hundred Moro boys will be taught the best methods 
of planting, harvesting .and marketing crops of all kinds, 
ete. 
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The announcement of the Navy Department that by 
coating the propellers of the U.S.S. Louisiana it was 
expected to obtain data as to the best method of reducing 
the frictional loss of the screws inspires Shipping Illus- 
trated to say: “Nothing but praise is due the officials 
of the Navy for their laudable experiments in this case; 
unfortunately, the results said to have been obtained 
by the Department are received in shipping circles with 
the proverbial grain of salt. ile marine growth on a 
ship’s bottom will seriously interfere with her speed 
performances, it remains to be shown how serious is 
the risk of fouling on the surface of propellers. In 
mercantile practice this is regarded as negligible, and 
it is hard to conceive how the experience of every-day 
shipping ‘s so much at variance with that of naval 
vessels. However, it is a steadfast rule of the Navy 
Department to disregard all outside data, and, when 
viewed in this light, the above propeller coating experi- 
ments become of mere academic import.” 








The Army Ordnance Department is developing a new 
system for drying smokeless powder, with a view to 
shortening the time that is required to do this work. 
Although the experiment has not been completed the 
officers in charge are convinced that the time for 
drying powder for the 12-inch guns can be reduced 
from four months to at least two months. After trying 
a process for drying powder in oil it has been demon- 
strated that the quickest method is in air of a high 
temperature. At present smokeless powder is dried in 
the government arsenal.in air of a low temperature. It 
is not proposed to change the present system of drying 
smokeless powder during peace times, but the Chief of 
Ordnance is anxious to develop a quicker process of 
manufacturing powder that could be used in the event 
of war. It is apparent that a situation might develop 
in which it would be of the highest importance to the 
Army to turn out vowder with greater rapidity than is 
possible under the present system. 
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At an enthusiastic meeting of the Veteran Army of 
the Philippines, held in Manila on June 11, a resolution 
was adopted protesting against the proposal brought 
forward in Congress looking to the neutralization of the 
Philippines as tending to premote a feeling of unrest 
and uncertainty, and to keep t e local politicians excited. 
Also a resolution was adopted condemning field sports, 
excursions and prize fights on Memorial Day. In regard 
to the latter action, it is difficult to see how the V.A.P. 
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expects to make any change, when in the homeland 


Decoration Day has come to be ed as a 
for sport pom 4 outings, rather than as a day for 
affectionate honoring of the dead. In the United States 


patriotic societies have taken similar ground against 
=o pod been called a desecration of the day, but with 
ittle effect. 


There was a quiet celebration at marine headquarters 
when a private telegram was received announcing that 
Corpl. Calvin Arthur Lloyd, U.S.M.C., had won the 
President’s Match at Camp Perry. Wspecially were the 
officers gratified as Sergeant I are of the Marine 
Corps, won this prize at the last National Match. Col. 
James Edward Mahoney, U.S.M.C., acting commandant, 
immediately began preparation of a letter congratulating 
Corporal Lloyd, and later he will receive a letter from 
President Taft. Corporal Lloyd is a native of New 
York, having enlisted at the New York Navy Yard. He 
is the son of De Alton L. Lloyd, of Sherborn, N.Y. He 
is only twenty-four years of age, and is serving his first 
enlistment. During his service he has been on the 
North Dakota, and has been stationed at the New York 
Navy Yard, Boston Mariue Barracks and at Newport.

The Navy Department has ordered the young officer to 
the Government Hospital for the Insane at Washington 
for observation and treatment. 


Preliminary trials of the aerial gun designed by Rear 
Admiral N. C. Twining, U.S.N., which have been held at 
Indian Head, were repérted to the Navy Department 
Aug. 24. At an elevation of eighty-five degrees the gun 
sent a shot 2,000 yards in the air, and it fell within a 
zone of 600 yards. The trials next to be attempted will 
be for the discovery of a suitable sight. The Twining 
gun is a one-pounder, but when its efficiency is clearly 
determined its caliber can be increased, and its purpose 
will be to destroy aeroplanes and other air craft.

PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Lieut. Col. Webster Vinson, Deputy Paymaster Gen- 
eral, promoted to be Assistant Paymaster General, with 
rank of colonel, from Aug. 16, 1911, vice Comegys, 
retired, was born in the District of Columbia April 29, 
1856, and entered the Army as a second class private 
in the Signal Corps July 10, 1878. He was appointed 
major and paymaster April 3, 1899, and reached the 
grade of lieutenant colonel and Deputy Paymaster 
General Sept. 4, 1907. 

Col. Hobart K. Bailey, 29th U.S. Inf., who retires 
Sept. 5, 1911, for age, is at Bridgeton, N.J., where he 
will make his home. Colonel Bailey was born in 
Indiana Sept. 5, 1847, and was appointed a second 
lieutenant in the 5th U.S. Infantry from civil life July 
27, 1872. He saw considerable experience on the 
frontier, and was awarded the brevet commission of first 
lieutenant Feb. 27, 1890, for gallant services in action 
against Indians on McLellan’s Creek, Texas, Nov. 8, 
1874. He reached the grade of major, 5th Infantry, 
Feb. 2, 1901, and up to May 4 of the latter year, when 
he was detailed as inspector general, had always served 
in the 5th Infantry. He was promoted lieutenant colonel, 
25th Infantry, Oct. 31, 1903, and was for some time 
in command of the Porto Rico Provisional Regiment of 
Infantry. Colonel Bailey has also served in Cuba and 
the Philippines, and his last post of duty was at Fort 
Jay, N.Y. 

Lieut. Col. Walter L. Finley. 13th U.S. Cav., pro- 
moted colonel Aug. 11, 1911, with Lieut, Col. John C. 
Gresham, 14th Cav., by the retirement of Dorst on 
Aug. 10, was born in Pennsylvania Jan. 21, 1857, and 
is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1879, when he 
was promoted in the Army to second lieutenant, 9th 
Cavalry. Colonel Finley is an old Indian fighter, and 
also served in the campaign in Cuba in 1898. After his 
graduation leave he was ordered to duty in New Mexico, 
where the Indians were very troublesome. He did a 
great deal of scouting work, and had an engagement 
with Apaches Oct. 28, 1879, and also on Jan. 12, Feb. 
17 and 28, 1880. He was in the field in New Mexico 
until Nov. 19, 1881, and was next ordered to Indian 
Territory, and was in the field at Fort Gibson to Oct. 
31, 1883; at Fort Sill to Nov. 18, 1883, and was at 
Fort Riley, Kas., to June 10, 1884. His subsequent 
service included duty in Oklahoma, Kansas, Wyoming 
and Nebraska. He was adjutant of the 9th Cavalry 
to April 22, 1891, and participated in the Sioux cam- 
paign of 1890-91 with his regiment. He was also Q.M. 
and commissary and in command of the escort of the 
international boundary survey between the United States 
and Mexico during the autumn and winter of 1891-92. 
Early in 1898 Colonel Finley, who then held the rank 
of captain, 9th Cavalry, was relieved from duty at his 
own request in order to join his regiment for the cam- 
paign in Cuba. He was in command of Troop B in 
the action before Santiago July 10 and 11, 1898. He 
declined the appointment of a majorship in the Ist 
Maryland Volunteers early in 1898. After the war he 
went with his troop to Fort Grant, Ariz., for duty, and 
to other posts, his last assignment being at Fort Riley, 
Kas. He was promoted major, 11th Cavalry, Feb. 28, 
1901, and was detailed in the Adjutant General’s De- 
partment Dec. 8, 1902. He was assigned to the 9th 
Cavalry Dec. 8, 1906, and was promoted lieutenant 
colonel, 13th Cavalry, April 18, 1907. 

Col. William H. Comegys, Pay Dept... U.S.A., who 
was retired at his own request Aug. 15, 1911, after 
more than thirty years’ service, was born in Ohio Feb. 
15, 1853, and was appointed a major and paymaster 
in the Army Feb. 18, 1881. He was promoted lieu- 
tenant colonel and Deputy Paymaster General Feb. 20, 
1902, and colonel and Assistant Paymaster General 
Sept. 13, 1906. His last post of duty was at the Army 
Building, New York city. The orders first issued gave 
the date of retirement of Colonel Comegys as Sept. 10, 
1911. These were later amended to retire him from 
Aug. 15, 1911. 

Lieut. Col. Hugh L. Scott, Cav., unassigned, promoted 
colonel Aug. 18, 1911, under the provision of the Act 
of Congress approved March 3, 1911, has had a very 
exceptional experience among the Indians, and he is 
one of the greatest, if not the greatest, authorities on 
Indian languages and also the sign language in the 
United States. He is also known as one of the most 
competent all round officers in the Army. Colonel Scott 
was born in Kentucky Sept. 22, 1853, and is a graduate 
of the U.S.M.A., class of June 15, 1876, when he was 
promoted in the Army to second lieutenant, 9th Cavalry. 
He was transferred to the 7th Cavalry sixteen days 
later. His first service after his graduation leave was 
on the frontier at Fort Lincoln, Dak. He took part in 
the Nez Percés expedition to Nov. 20, 1877, and was 
scouting at Bear Butte, Dak., from July 4 to Nov. 12, 
1878. While on duty at Fort Totten, Dak., he was 
engaged in constructing telegraph lines during April, 
July and August, 1882, and then went on detached 
service at Devil's Lake, Dak. Among many other duties 
he was on an exploring expedition June 27 to Sept. 28, 
1884. He was on frontier duty at Fort Sill, Indian 
Territory, from April to the middle of October, 1889, 
where he took part in considerable scouting. He joined 
his troop at Fort Sill in February, 1889, and served 
with it at Percell, I.T., at the opening of Oklahoma, in 
April, 1889. He was in the field in Indian Territory 
and at the camp of instruction at Chiloceo for six 
months and one day from April 19, 1889. He was on 
garrison duty at Fort Sill until May, 1890, and he was 
in the field guarding cattle trails on the Comanche 
reservation to May, He was again on garrison 
duty at Fort Sill, with tours of field duty settling 
intricate Indian questions. Among these was the killing 
of Bolante, a Kiowa Indian; the allaying of the excite- 
ment incident thereto in Green county, Texas; the 
excitement over the freezing to death of three Kiowa 
children, who had been whipped at the school at 
Anadarko (his services in allaying this excitement were 
honorably mentioned in G.O.. War Department), and 
notably the keeping of the War Department informed 
of the feeling and intentions of the Kiowa, Comanche, 
Apache, Wichita. Caddo, Delaware and other Southern 
Indians during the excitement over the Messiah Dance. 
He organized a mounted troop L, 7th U.S. Cavalry, 
composed of Kiowa, Comanche and Apache Indians, 
until it was mustered out at the expiration of five years’ 
service at Fort Sill. He was in charge of Geronimo’s 
band, Chiricahua, Apache prisoners of war from Oct. 4, 
1894, to Dec. 7. 1897, at Fort Sill, Okla. He was de- 
tailed in the Military Information Bureau, Adjutant 
General’s Office, Dec. 7, 1897, in connection with the 
work on the sign language of the plains Indians for 
the Smithsonian Institution, until the breaking out of 
the Spanish War. He was appointed major and assistant 
adjutant general of U.S. Volunteers May 12, 1898. He 


served as adjutant general, 3d Division, Ist Army Corps, 
until the 3d Division was changed to the 2d Division, 
1st Corps, at Chickamauga Park, Ga., Lexington, Ky., 
and Columbus, Ga., until the Ist Corps was broken up 
in February, 1899. He then served as adjutant general, 
Department of Havana, in Cuba, to May, 1900. He 
was appointed lieutenant colonel and assistant adjutant 
general, U.S. Volunteers, Aug. 17, 1899. He served as 
assistant adjutant general, Division of Cuba, from May 
to August, 1900, and as adjutant general until Nov. 15, 
when the Division of Cuba was changed to Department 
of Cuba. He served as adjutant general, Department of 
Cuba, under Major Gen, Leonard Wood, Military Gov- 
ernor, during 1 and 1902, and took part in turning 
over the government of Cuba to the Cubans, May 20, 
1902. His next tour of duty was out in the Philippines, 
where he served as Governor of the Sulu Archipelago 
and as commander of the pest of Jolo Sept. 3, 1903, to 
July 9, 1906. During his service there he abrogated 
slavery in that archipelago. He was appointed Superin- 
tendent of the U.S. Military Academy Aug. 31, 1906, 
serving there until relieved by —- -f Gen. Thomas H. 
Barry. He was promoted major, 3d Cavalry, Feb. 25, 
1903, and was transferred to the 14th Cavalry March 16 
of the same year. His nomination was confirmed by 
the Senate Aug. 21. ‘ 

Lieut. Alexander F. H. Yates, U.S.N., who was re- 
tired on Aug. 18, 1911, with the rank of lieutenant 
commander, was the first application by the Navy 
Department of the new law which provides that if an 
officer fails in an examination for promotion on account 
of physical disability contracted in the line of duty 
he shall be retired with the rank to which his seniority 
entitled him to be promoted. Lieutenant Yates is a 
native of Maine, and entered the Navy May 20, 1895, 
and became a lieutenant Jan. 1, 1905. His last assign- 
ment to duty was on the U.S.S. Wisconsin. 

Chief Btsn. P. Herbert, U.S.N., who was retired on 
Aug. 17, 1911, is a native of England, and was appointed 
a boatswain in the Navy Jan. 25, 1900, after a previous 
service of seven years and four months as an enlisted 
man. He was commissioned chief boatswain Jan. 25, 
1906.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Col. Stevens T. Norvell, ™.S.A., retired, father of 
Capt. Guy S. Norvell, Sth U.S. Cav., died at Ogunquit, 
Me., Aug. 20, 1911, in the seventy-seventh year of his 
age. He was born in Michigan Feb. 14, 1835, and first 
joined the Army as a private in the 5th Infantry, Jan. 
23, 1858. He was appointed acting second lieutenant, 
5th Infantry, Jan. 28, 1862, and was commissioned 
second lieutenant, 13th Infantry, Feb. 19, 1863, serving 
all through the Civil War. He was transferred to the 
31st Infantry Sept. 21, 1866; was placed on the un- 
assigned list May 15, 1869, and was assigned to the 
10th Cavalry Jan. 1, 1871. He was promoted lieutenant 
colonel, 9th Cavalry, July 1, 1898, and was retired 
Feb. 14, 1899, for age. He was advanced to colonel on 
the retired list April 28, 1904. 

Bvt. Lieut. Col. Allan H. Jackson (major, U.S.A. 
retired, died at his home, Séhonecteay. NY. Aug. ay 
1911. He was born in New York Jan. 24, 1835, and 
was appointed captain of the 91st N.Y. Volunteers 
Dec. 18, 1861, and lieutenant colonel, 134th N.Y. Volun- 
teers, April 3, . He was appointed second lieu- 
tenant, 7th U.S. Infantry, May 11, He was 
appointed major and paymaster Noy. 17, 1896, and was 
retired at his own request Oct. 29, 1898, after over 
thirty years’ service. He received the brevet of lieu- 
tenant colonel for gallant services in action against 
Indians at Big Hole, Mont., Aug. 9, 1877. He also 
received the brevets of first lieutenant, captain and major 
for gallant and meritorious services in the battles of 
Chancellorsville, Gettysburg and Chattanooga, respec- 
tively. He was wounded at the battle of Peach Tree 
Creek. He took part in Sherman’s march to the sea, 
and was présent at the capture of Savannah.

Miss Martha Le Barron Russell, of Washington, D.C., 
Boston and Plymouth, a sister of the late Col. George 
BR. Russell, U.S.A., and of Col. Andrew H. Russell, 
U-S.A.., retired, died suddenly Aug. 20, 1911, at the 
home of Benjamin A. Hathaway in Plymouth, Mass.

’ Lieutenant Whittier was returning to his vessel through 


the North End, intending to board one of the launches, 
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at half-past eleven o’clock. All four were, suddenly set 
upon by the men when passing. the corner of Richmond 
street, in North street, and all knocked down. Lieu- 
tenant Whittier had been dealt a terrific blow _on the 
side of the head with a blackjack. Lieutenant Whittier 
became ill and was taken to a_hotel, and was there 
ordered to be sent to the Relief Hospital, where he died 
on the afternoon of Aug. An examination of the 
body revealed a clot on the brain, the result of a blow 
from a blackjack. The assailants got away. Lieutenant 
Whittier was thirty-one years old, and leaves a wife 
and nine-year-old daughter, who live at North Berwick, 
Me. He entered the Service as a cadet June 18, 1900, 
and was born in Maine. sal 

Capt. Frank T. Thornton, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
was found dead in his quarters at Fort Worden, Wash., 
Aug. 20, 1911. He was under arrest, it is reported, for 
some alleged infraction of military discipline. Death 
apparently was due to an overdose of a drug used by 
Captain Thornton for insomnia. He was born ‘in 
Indiana April 18, 1878, and was appointed in the Army 
as a second lieutenant, Artillery Corps, Feb. 2, 1901. 
He had previously served as a private and sergeant in 
the California Heavy Artillery in 1898, and as a private, 
sergeant, first sergeant and sergeant major of the 40th 
U.S. Volunteer Infantry in the Philippines 1899-01. 

The funeral of Asst. Engr. Darwin R. Merritt, U.S.N., 
who lost his life when the battleship Maine was blown 
up in 1898 at Havana, Cuba, was held at Red Oak, 
Iowa, Aug. 18, 1911. Business was suspended, while 
the old neighbors and friends of the family, who knew 
him in his youth, attended the services. The military, 
executive and legal branches of the state of Iowa were 
represented in the funeral cortége, which wound its way 
from the Chautauqua pavilion to the cemetery, with 
Company M of the 55th I.N.G. acting as escort for the 
body. Justice Horace BH. Deemer, of the Supreme Court, 
delivered the funeral oration. roe 

Major William P. Atwell, U.S.A., retired, who die 
at Ghent, Belgium, July 28, 1911, was born in Ohio 
Jan. 22, 1845, and during the Civil War served as a 
first lieutenant in the 37th Wisconsin Volunteers from 
May 13, 1864, to Nov. 18, when he was promoted cap- 
tain. He lost his right leg from a ‘wound received in 
the war, and received the brevets of captain and major 
of Volunteers March 13, 1865, for gallant and meritorious 
service in action before Petersburg, Va.

ARMY SIGNAL CORPS NOTES. 


Capt. Charles de F. Chandler, of the Signal Corps, left 
for Dayton, Ohio, Aug. 21, where he will remain until 
Sept. 5 to study the Wright brothers’ method of instruct- 
ing aviators. It appears that the Wright brothers have 
the best system of instruction for aviators, and Captain 
Chandler, who is superintendent of the Army Aviators’ 
College at College Park, Md., wishes to introduce their 
methods into the Army. - 

The Signal. Corps is revising its manual covering the 
management and operation of the Washington-Alaska 
Cable Telegraph Company. On account of the installa- 
tion of wireless telegraphy in the territory of Alaska it 
is necessary to make a number of important changes 
in the management. < 

A modern one-kilowatt quenched spark wireless set 
will shortly be installed by the Signal Corps at the Coast 
Artillery School at Fort Monroe. This is the same 
type of wireless equipment that has been placed on the 
Cyrus W. Field. { : 

The Signal Corps has begun to issue the new wire 
cart for field service which was designed by the board 
at Fort Leavenworth. It carries five miles of insulated 
wire, which can be reeled while the horses are at a trot. 
There is also an attachment by which a driver while 
laying the wire can send messages to the other end of 
the wire. This, it is thought, will add much to the 
efficiency of field telegraphy. i 

The first delivery of the new Field Artillery type of 
telephone has been mede for the Signal Corps. Three 
hundred and ninety sets of this telephone are to be issued 
to the Army and Organized Militia. The instrument of 
this type of telephone will be strapped on the breast 
of the soldier. so that he can talk into it without using 
his hands. At the same time a man can use a field 
glass or write a message and talk into the telephone. 
It has an attachment by which the operator can attach 
his instrument to any point on a telegraph line and 
communicate with the central office. 


ARMY ITEMS. 


It has been announced at the War Department that 
Col. George R. Cecil will be appointed commander of 
the 29th Infantry upon the retirement of Col. Hobart 
K. Bailey on Sept. 5. In all probability Col. Hugh L. 
Scott will be assigned to the command of the 3d Cavalry, 
vice Col. Joseph H. Dorst. 


Brig. Gen. T. H. Bliss has reported at Fort Totten 
and assumed command of the Department of the East. 


It has been decided not to move the headquarters of the 
Department of the Columbia from Vancouver Barracks. 
Brig. Gen. Marion P. Maus, commander of the depart- 
ment, recommended that the headquarters be removed 
either to Seattle or Portland, but the War Department 
decided not to make the change on account of the ad- 
ditional expense that would be incurred. The Govern- 
ment owns its own buildings at Vancouver Barracks, 
while it would be compelled to pay rent either at Port- 
land or Seattle. 

The recommendation of the Surgeon General of the 
Army that the pay of the non-commissioned officers in 
the Medical Corps be advanced to the scale paid to the 
non-commissioned officers in other staff departments has 
been approved by the General Staff. When the non- 
commissioned officers of other departments received their 
last increase in pay these in the Medical Corps were not 
increased. 

The Militia Division of the War Department, of which 
Brig. Gen. Robert K. Evans is chief, on Aug. 24 was 
moved from the building at the corner of Eighteenth and 
G streets, where it has been located since the creation of 
the. division, to the building on the corner of Pennsyl- 
vania avenue and Seventeenth street. Both of these 
buildings are of historic interest. The old quarters of 
the division was a fashionable dwelling before the Civil 
War and was the scene of many brilliant social functions 
when it was occupied by Jefferson Davis as Senator 
from Mississippi before he resigned to become President 
of the Confederacy. On that account it is now popularly 
known as the Jeff Davis Building. The new quarters of 
the division were formerly occupied by the Government 
of the District of Columbia when the District had a ter- 
ritorial form of government. 

An interesting polo contest for the Velie Cup, to be 
held at Fort Sam Houston, Texas, Aug. 24, 26 and 28, 
is now engaging the attention of the polo players. Regi- 
mental teams to compete will be from the 3d and 1ith 
Cavalry and the 3d Field Artillery, U.S.A. The cup 
is now in possession of the 3d Field Artillery, and the 
only player of its team of last season who can take part 
in the coming contest is Capt. A. McIntyre. Capt. F. 
C. Johnson, 3d U.S. Cav., has been elected manager of 
the Fort Sam Houston Polo Club, succeeding Captain 
Hennessy. General Duncan, the commander of the 
department, is the president of the organization, and 
Lieut. Col. R. D. Read, 3d Cav., vice president. 
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The organization of the U.S. Cavalry is the theme of 
an essay by Capt. Charles W. Fenton, 2d Cav., in the 
Journal of the Military Service Institution for Septem- 
ber-October. He says that the Cavalry regiments of this 
country are about twice as large as those of the other 
great military nations, and that the tactical unit for the 
employment of our Cavalry, the so-called squadron, is 
not a squadron, but a battalion. In 1873 General Upton 
was president of a board for assimilating Cavalry to 
Infantry tactics, and in this assimilation the word squad- 
ron disappeared ; but in 1896 the word reappeared, having 
been substituted for the word battalion, so that the 
squadron used in our drill book of to-day is a battalion. 
He asks to be corrected if he is wrong. as he is disap- 
pointed at the confusion about an old Cavalry organiza- 
tion like the squadron. Captain Fenton lays out a new 
scheme of organization in which the regiment would be 
tactically better suited to the conditions of modern war- 
fare than the present regiment. There is one remark 
toward the close of his paper that may make some per- 
sons shy at the proposed change. He says, “Everybody 
will have a little more work to do than under the present 
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organization, but not more than can be accomplished.” 
One instance is that in the present Cavalry of fifteen 
regiments there are 360 trumpeters. In the proj 
regiments, which would number thirty, there would be 
180 trumpeters. Some who believe that reorganization 
means simplification, and that the present-day tendencies 
are toward the lessening of work rather than the in- 
creasing of it, may not like the prospect presented by 
Captain Fenton’s plan. Other papers in this issue are 
“Emergency Rations,” Major W. H. Hart, commissary ; 
“Equipment and Tactics of Our Infantry in 1861-65 
Compared with Those of To-day,” Capt. H. L. Threlkeld, 
30th Inf.; “A = A Means of Increasing Marching 
Capacity,” Major William W. Reno, Med. Corps, U.S.A. ; 
“The Second Dragoons,” commemorative address, Chap- 
lain David Fleming, 2d Cav.; “Telegraph Battalions and 
Semi-Permanent Lines,” Capt. C. de F. Chandler, Signal 
Jorps; “Belgian Barracks” and “German Barracks,” by 
an American officer; “Short History of the Military Oc- 
cupation of Porto Rico and Government of Porto Rico 
by the U.S., Capt. Palmer E. Pierce, 13th U.S. Inf.; 
“The Relief of Fort Phil Kearny,” Brig. Gen. D. S. 
Gordon, U.S.A., and “The Battle of Antietam,” by Capt. 
William H. Monroe, C.A.C. The latter is an exhaustive 
study of one of the bloodiest conflicts of the Civil War. 
Maps give the position of the forces at different hours of 
the day and indicate the chara -ter of the ground, whether 
plowed, grass, etc. Upon the issue of this battle hung 
the issuing of the Emancipation Proclamation. As soon 
as President Lincoln heard of the retreat of the Con- 
federates he decided to issue the proclamation. 








CAMP JOSSMAN NOTES. 


Camp Jossman, Guimaras, P.I., July 10, 1911. 

In the parlance of the home country a ‘sane’ Fourth of July 
was observed by Camp Jossmanites. With the exception of the 
thundering of the saluting gun at midday, with a boom for each 
state in the union, there were scarcely any fireworks save those 
set off by native urchins in the adjacent villages, and within 
the camp itself “skyrocket” tendencies were limited to the fans 
and bleachers at the baseball game in the afternoon. 

Lieut. Roderick Dew, athletic officer, had arranged a program 
of excellent scope, combining athletic and military features, and 
long before the hour set for its commencement the side lines of 
the athletic field and grandstand were thronged, many visitors 
from Iloilo being included in the crowd. Interest and enthusi- 
asm among the natives were evidenced by the presence, seem- 
ingly, of every Filipino for miles around. 

In the military events every one of the twelve companies of 
the 19th Infantry was represented by contestants, while the 
athletic events drew competitors from a majority of the organi- 
zations. In the running events the number of entries necessi- 
tated many heats, but Sergeant Smith, of Co. L, in the 100-yard 
dash, and Sergeant Pauling, of Co. B, in the 220-yard dash 
both of them veterans of soldier cinder-paths, easily distanced 
all competitors. In the military events the signal contest was 
without question the most interesting and spectacular, partici- 
pated in by a squad of four men of each company, arranged in 
two opposing lines, with flag flashing with a rapidity that baffled 
the ordinary onlooker in his efforts to intercept a word, or even 
a letter, at times, of the messages being sent. Sergeants Justice 
and Enright, with Corporal Robin and Private Tommy” Atkins, 
comprising the squad of Co. B, won the contest by several 
seconds from Co. A. Perhaps the events which afforded most 
amusement to spectators and eo as well were the 
greased pole contest, limited to Filipino boys, and the greased 
pig chase, participated in by the soldiers. In the former the 
native boys developed and exhibited team work and organiza- 
tion, which augurs well for the coming generation. Individually 
they found it absolutely impossible to climb the pole, at whose 
top was a bag containing ten, pesos; and, after many strenuous 
attempts, ending always in a sudden descent to earth on the 

art of the ambitious climber, to the accompaniment of much 
aughter. Some of the older boys conceived the scheme of 
forming a pyramid at the base of the pole and hoisting their 
smaller and lighter companions up, forming successive pyramids, 
until the prize was within the reach of the topmost urchin. In- 
stantly the pyramid collapsed, resulting in a wild scramble for 
the youngster with the money bag, but wise counsel prevailed, 
and when order was restored to the struggling chaos of brown 
humanity the a ag tongs divided pro rata among those who 
had participated in its capture. In the greased pig contest it 
is a question as to whether the successful participants or the 
poor pig fared the worse. Instantly after its release from 
ey the puerco was descended upon by an avalanche of 
wildly yelling soldiers, and for what seemed an interminable 
period a battle royal waged and raged to and fro across the 
parade ground, leaving at its conclusion contestants exhausted 
and piggie almost moribund. When one of the judges, Lieu- 
tenant Fleet, with helmet battered in and uniform almost torn 
off, managed to gain access to the inner circle of the contestants 
he found three men hanging on to piggie for dear life (for their 
own and the pig’s). He selected one of them as the winner, but 
when all three arose they proved to be Co. K men. “Oo. K 
simply had to have that pig,” was the verdict of the disgusted 
losers. “Three of ‘em on him.” ‘Ah, pshaw! Co. K is on the 
hog.” But the victorious contestants dragged piggie away with 
a smile toward Co. K’s kitchen.

POST EXCHANGES. 


G.O. 109, AUG. 11, 1911, WAR DEPT. 

Par. 17, pages 17-19, G.O. 176, War D., Aug. 14, 1909, is 
amended to read as follows: 

17. Distribution of Profits—-When an exchange is abso- 
lutely free from debt a sum sufficient to cover all anticipated 
expenses for at least one month will, at the end of each quar- 
ter, or oftener if deemed advisable by the council and com- 
manding officer, be taken from the cash on hand and set aside 
as a reserve fund, and the remainder, which will represent the 
net profits of the exchange for the period specified, will be 
disposed of in the following manner: 

_a, Five per centum will be set aside as a fund which will be 
divided among the members of the exchange proportionately 
to the strength of the enlisted membership. This amount may 
be increased by the council, with the approval of the com- 
manding officer, but will in no case exceed ten per centum. It 
will be distributed as follows: 

(1) Where the members belong to regiments, the share of 
such members will be paid into their regimental fund, wherever 
the headquarters of the regiment may be stationed. 

(2) Where the members belong to the Corps of Engineers, 
it will be paid to the engineer band. 

(3) Where the members are units of the Coast Artillery 
Corps, it will be paid to the Coast Artillery band if there be 
one at the post; otherwise to such members. 

(4) Where the members belong to organizations having no 
band, it will be paid to the band serving at the post, if there 
be one; otherwise to such members. 

(5) When troops holding membership in the exchange are 
temporarily absent the five per centum, or the amount set 
aside, will be divided among the members of the exchange 
proportionately to their dividends and distributed as provided 
for above. 

b. Such sum as the council, with the approval of the com- 
manding officer, may determine will be appropriated for the 
benefit of the entire garrison to all or any of the following 
purposes: Laying out and preparing and cultivating gardens 
and supplying seeds, roots or plants for the same; the pur- 
chase of books, newspapers, periodicals, stationery, etc., for 
the post exchange or post library; the purchase of gymnastic 
appliances when there is no gymnasium connected with the 
exchange; prizes for athletic sports. The expenditure of 
profits for purposes other than these requires the approval of 
the division commander. 

c. The remaining money may be divided among the organi- 
zations contributing to the exchange on such equitable basis 
as shall be determined by the council with the approval of the 
commanding officer. Normally the distribution should be made 
to organizations according to the number of rations drawn by 
them for ‘the period covered by the distribution. Where dif- 
ferences in this respect arise between the council and com- 
manding officr the decision of the division commander will be 
final. The money thus distributed will be paid into the com- 
pany or detachment funds. In addition to the dividends for 
the hospital detachment, the exchange council, with the ap- 
proval of the commanding officer, siall determine the amount, 
if any, to be turned over to the surgeon for the sick in the 
hospital. 

Any variation from these rules requires the sanction of the 
Secretary of War. 

A division of the cash resources after all debts have been 
paid will also be made whenever the troops, or any part of 
them, being members of the exchange station; in this event no 
deduction on account of the reserve fund will be made from 
the share of the withdrawing troops. 

The amount of any loss that an exchange may sustain in 
consequence of the failure of a soldier to pay for articles 
properly bought on credit, whether by his discharge without 
sufficient money due on his final statement to pay the debt, 
or by his desertion, will be deducted from the share of the 
profits of the company or organization to which the defaulter 
belongs. Losses by fire or other casualty, death of the debtor, 
depreciation of value of the fixtures, and deterioration of 
articles kept for sale, and the accfiental breakage of fixtures 
or other property will be borne by all the participating or- 
ganizations in common, and should be deducted from the gross 
receipts before dividing the profits. Credit accounts should be 
treated as bills receivable until they are settled or found to 
be a loss, but bills receivable should not be included in the 
gross amount from which profits are resolved. The amount of 
cash on hand on the dates specified, after all matured debts 
are paid and after setting aside as a reserve fund a sum suffi- 
cient to meet anticipated debts for a period not less than one 
month, constitutes the sum subject to distribution.

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Though it has been published broadcast that the 
Army-Navy football game would again be played at 
Philadelphia this year, and on either Nov. 25 or Dec. 2, 
our Annapolis correspondent informs us that it was 
stated authoritatively at the Naval Academy on Aug. 23 
that no final arrangements had been made, and that the 
representatives of the two institutions had not even 
agreed that the game should be played, much less selected 
the date and place of playing. At previous conferences 
of the representatives of the Military and Naval 
Academies no agreement could be reached upon which 
to make an arrangement to take the place of that which 
covered the three years ending with last season’s game. 
It is hoped, however, that an understanding! will be 
reached at a conference which is to be held shortly, 
though the date has not been fixed. It is thought likely 








that the failure of the Army and Navy representatives 
to get together is due to the difference of opinion as 
to the date of the game. The Navy favors the Saturday 
after Thanksgiving Day, while the Army has always 
favored, and now favors, the Saturday before that holi- 
day. Neither team has scheduled a game for either of 
these dates, so it is still possible that the choice of 
either Service will be selected. Some months ago it was 
stated that the game would be played at the National 
League Park, Philadelphia. That this arrangement had 
been made was also denied at the Naval Academy. It 
was stated most positively that no arrangement would 
Le made until the date and other details of the game 
had been fixed. The wish of practically the whole Navy 
contingent is that the game should again be played on 
Franklin Field, and this will undoubtedly be the arrange- 
ment if an understanding can be reached by which a 
larger number of seats can be placed at the disposal of 
ihe two branches of the Service.

Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson and Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood, U.S.A., Chief of Staff, have arranged to 
start on an inspection trip of Southern and Western 
posts about Sept. 15. They will go as far West, accord- 
ing to present plans, as Fort Huachuca. On their return 
they will visit Fort Riley and Fort Leavenworth. Just 
where they will stop on their way South has not yet 
been determined, but in all probability Fort McPherson 
and Fort Oglethorpe will be visited. The Secretary and 
General Wood will probably inspect a number of the 
Southern coast defense forts. Some time will be spent 
at San Antonio, Texas. 
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WEAKNESS OF THE ARBITRATION TREATIES. 


That the arbitration treaties with France and Great 
Britain which the U.S. Senate refuses to accept do not 
hold within them the promise of permanent peace, as 
we suggested in our last issue, is shown by the admis- 
sion of President Taft himself in his address before the 
national G.A.R. encampment at Rochester, N.Y., on Aug. 
23. Speaking of the treaty with England, the President 
said: “Objection has been made to the agreement of 
this treaty that under the first section it might be 
claimed that we would be called upon to submit to 
arbitration the Monroe Doctrine, our right to exclude 
foreign peoples from our shores, or the question of the 
validity of the Southern bonds issued in reconstruction 
days. These suggestions have nothing in them. The 
question of the Monroe policy is not a justiciable one. 
It is one of purely governmental policy, which we have 
followed for a century, and which the countries of 
Europe have generally acquiesced in. Certainly, with 
respect to this very matter, Sir Edward Grey, the Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs, has announced publicly 
that the Monroe policy could not be disputed by them 
under this treaty, and would not come within its terms.” 

The impotence of the arbitration treaties, it will be 
seen, lies in the meaning of the word “justiciable.” It 
will be as hard in the future, as it has been in the past, 
to determine what questions should be arbitrated, and 
nothing has been gained by all the publicity given to 
these treaties as panaceas for war. It will still remain 
for this and other countries to. say what they consider 
justiciable questions. In our issue of Aug. 19 we asked 
what would be the limitation of “questions of national 
policy,’ which Mr. Taft said would be exempt from 
the operations of the treaties. It will be the simplest 
thing for nations to class all questions which they do 
not wish to submit to arbitration as “national,” and 
thus evade the provisions of the treaties. 

Mr. Taft gives his case away utterly when he says 
that the Monroe Doctrine “is one of purely governmental 
policy which the countries of Europe have generally 
acquiesced in.” ‘The reason why the nations of Europe 
have acquiesced in the Monroe Doctrine is that the 
United States has stood ready to fight for the mainte- 
nance of it. Several times since the adoption of the 
Monroe Doctrine has this country been compelled to 
show its teeth, and that, too, in the case of the very 
nations with which it has now arranged treaties of 
arbitration. The strength of the Doctrine lies not in 
the nations’ recognition of its justice, but in the 
willingness of this country to go to war for it. Let 
this case be supposed for example: A South American 
republic is torn by civil war. The financial interests 
of many Germans are grievously injured, and the domi- 
nant party in the republic asks the German government 
to step in and restore order, agreeing that the republic 
shall become a dependency of Germany. Let us imagine, 
further, that the question of becoming a German 
dependency has been submitted to a plebiscite and over- 
whelmingly adopted by the people. Would the United 
States, in the eyes of Germany and the South American 
republic, have the right to interfere and prevent the 
people of the republic from deciding how they should 
be governed in the future? In other words, would 
Germany acknowledge our claim to dictate to other 
countries how they should be governed? Would she 
not insist that the Monroe Doctrine in such an instance 
was wholly a justiciable question? 

The classing by the President of the exclusion of 
foreign peoples from our shores with the Monroe Doc- 
trine has a peculiar significance when we consider that 
one of the most scrious international situations in our 
recent history arose over the treatment of Japanese 
citizens by California only a few months ago. If such 
questions as that are to be considered as “national 
policies” with which the arbitration treaties are not 
to deal, it is difficult to see in what respect these much 
heralded forerunners of universal peace are to be more 
effective in furthering international amity than the old 
diplomatic and old treaty arrangements between nation 
and naticn, without the intervention of “joint high 
commissions” and other ponderous machinery of arbitra- 
tional Utopias. 

The statement of President Taft as to the Monroe 
Doctrine in nowise accords with the views of Major 
James A. McAndrew, 8th U.S. Inf., ably set forth in an 
essay in the Infantry Journal on “The Monroe Doc- 
trine.” This paper is altogether one of the most careful 
analyses of the doctrine that have been presented since 
the Venezuela message of President Cleveland in defiance 
of Great Britain in 1895. Major McAndrew, whose 
paper reveals close study and conscientious, intelligent 
use of all historical sources of information, repeatedly 
asserts not only that the nations of Europe have not 
recognized the Monroe Doctrine, but that the only thing 
that makes the doctrine of any value at the present time 
is that the United States has the military force to make 
it effective. These are some of the statements of Major 
McAndrew relative to the unwillingness of the Powers of 
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Durope to accept the American dictum as to the doctrine: 
“Because of the armed strength of the nation at that 
time (1866) no necessity existed to invoke a shadowy 
principle [the doctrine] that the world had never ac- 
cepted. * * * The sanction the Monroe Doctrine has 
never received from the nations of the Old World. The 
contention that it has been tacitly accepted by England 
and Germany is not borne out by the facts. * * * As 
foreign nations have never accepted the original doctrine, 
it would be inconsistent for them to recognize any altera- 
tion or extension therein. * * * Without a military 
policy, without the armed strength that alone gives eifect 
to the dicta of a nation, the United States cannot main- 
tain in the face of the world a doctrine that to all other 
nations appears as an unwarranted assumption of srro- 
gant powers. * * * It is actual, ‘not potential, armed 
strength, the ability to strike quickly and effectively in 
its defense that alone gives worth to the Monroe Doc- 
trine. Old World Powers recognize no other arguments 
in its behalf. * * * It is the military strength back of 
the doctrine that gives it value. In other words, the 
Monroe Doctrine is just as strong as the armed force 
behind it, and not one whit stronger.” 

These are much healthier views of the sentiment of the 
European nations in respect to the Monroe Doctrine than 
that entertained by the President, which savors of an 
altruism not entirely in harmony with what we know of 
the commercial and political rivalries of the Twentieth 
century, and we take the liberty of indulging the hope 
that, before the President shall make any more public 
utterances on that subject he will study carefully this 
illuminating exposition of the European attitude toward 
the doctrine.

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EFFICIENCY OF TORPEDOES. 

The Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy Department 
has just completed the development of two torpedoes 
which will have an effective range of over 9,000 yards. 
There is at present abroad a purchasable torpedo with 
a range of 8,000 yards, but the Navy Department is not 
satisfied with this, and has developed two types that 
can be fired with accuracy at even a longer range, 
approximating 10,000 yards. These new torpedoes can 
be handled on battleships, torpedoboats or submarines. 
It is thought that it will not be necessary for submarines 
to begin firing at a longer range than 2,000 yards, as 
they can approach a battleship even closer than this 
before they are detected. 

A special type of torpedo has been constructed and 
has been tested for use with submarines which has a 
speed of thirty-five knots, and in the hands of experts 
has had an accuracy almost equal to that of gun fire. 
This has been demonstrated within the past month by 
actual firing over 2,000-yard ranges. When a weapon 
of such a character is placed in the hands of competent 
officers in submarines there must be developed some 
other method of defense for battleships, as the present 
method of defense against torpedoes will be totally 
inadequate when repelling a submarine attack. The 
latest plan for submarines is to equip them with twelve 
torpedoes. With such an armament it is believed that 
a modern battleship would be practically helpless against 
the attack of a submarine. No plan has been suggested 
by which even the largest battleships can cope with 
the submarines. It is contended that torpedo nets will 
not stop specially fitted torpedoes when fired from 
submarines. If this is true there is nothing that will 
prevent a submarine from approaching so close to a 
battleship that her twelve torpedoes can be driven below 
the water line with the greatest accuracy. 

The new type of long range torpedo for battleships 
is of the 21-inch type, twenty-one feet long, which 
carries a much heavier explosive charge than heretofore, 
and will have a speed approximating twenty-eight knots 
over a range of 10,000 yards. This type of torpedo is 
now being run for observation by the Bureau of 
Ordnance. The smaller type, designed for destroyers 
and submarines, will also have an extreme range of 
10,000 yards, and is of the same diameter and length as 
those now in use in the Service for destroyers and 
submarines. 

Curiously enough, at the time when the Bureau of 
Ordnance is making these important developments in 
the efficiency of torpedoes the daily press is filled with 
stories of the ineffectiveness of torpedoes. It is to be 
regretted that the sources of information from which 
these despatches have emanated have not been more 
fully informed on the subject of torpedoes and the 
torpedo situation of the present day. By the statements 
made in the daily press it might be inferred that the 
Navy Department is about to abandon the use of 
torpedoes. ‘The contrary, however, is true, as such 
progress has been made in increasing the range and 
accuracy of torpedo fire that the ‘ordnance officers of 
the Navy are convinced that there never was a time 
when torpedoes were as an important a part of the 
strength of the Navy as at present. 

The most troublesome problem which is to be solved 
by the Navy is to secure an efficiently trained , per- 
sonnel to handle torpedoes. The torpedo of the present 
day is a complex mechanism, delicately constructed, self- 
contained, and when once launched in the water it must 
depend upon the proper functioning of its internal 
mechanism for its precision and accuracy of perform- 
ance. Naturally, a mechanism of such a complex 
character requires the greatest of care and handling, 
and those chargeable with its performance must be 
thoroughly familiar not only with the design, but with

In commenting on the reports appearing in the daily 


press the Bureau of Ordnance has given out the follow- 
ing: Types of torpedoes used in the U.S. Navy at the 
present time have an extreme range equal to that of any 
torpedo used in foreign services. If properly handled, 
overhauled, adjusted and in the hands of competent 
personnel familiar with the weapon, these torpedoes are 
an accurate and reliable weapon; if not properly ad- 
justed, handled and cared for, or placed in the hands 
of personnel who are not familiar with or have not 
given the torpedo sufficient study, they are a totally 
unreliable weapon. Casual attention or periodical over- 
hauling and tuning up are not sufficient. Close attention 
must be given by those in charge to every detail and 
operaticn in the care of these powerful weapons. 

What may be accomplished by an efficiently trained 
personnel is illustrated by reports from the Bureau of 
Ordnance experimental work with torpedoes. These 
reports show that in over 2,000 shots fired in the past 
at the Naval Torpedo Station and by the U.S.S. Mont- 
gomery, in experimental work, not a single torpedo has 
been lost; and that less than ten per cent. of all shots 
fired were erratic. These firings were done by officers 
and enlisted personnel under instruction, and all types 
of torpedoes were used. 

A new type of torpedo has been developed, and is 
now receiving its preliminary runs for observation by 
the Ordnance Bureau. This torpedo, as noted above, 
is twenty-one inches in diameter, twenty-one feet in 
length, and, besides carrying a much heavier explosive 
charge than heretofore, is expected to have a range 
approximating 10,000 yards. A new type of 18-inch 
torpedo has been developed, which is expected to have 
a range of not less than 9,000 yards at a moderate speed. 

A careful consideration of all reports from abroad 
leads to the conclusion that in the matter of torpedoes 
and torpedo appliances the progress made by the U.S. 
Navy is equal to, if not in advance of, that made by 
any foreign service. 

The new types of torpedo will be manufactured at 
the Naval Torpedo Station. The daily papers have given 
much space as a new development to the placing of an 
order by the Navy Department with the Whitehead 
Torpedo Company of England for 180 torpedoes. The 
order was, as a matter of fact, placed last March, and 
is not a result of recent developments. Comdr. Volney 
O. Chase, who has been in command of the torpedo 
practiceship Montgomery, has been detached from that 
duty and ordered to England to personally superintend 
the construction of the torpedoes. Approximately a year 
will be required for their manufacture and delivery. An 
order for 100, placed a year ago with the Bliss-White- 
head Torpedo Company, of Brooklyn, is now about 
one-fourth delivered, and the remainder will be delivered 
by the first of next December. 

NAVAL NOTES. 

The target experiments by the Delaware will be 
started on Aug. 28, while the regular battle practice 
of the fleet will begin Sept. 1. Great interest is being 
taken in military circles not only of this country but 
in others in the outcome of the Delaware experiment. 
It is expected to definitely determine at just what range 
it is practicable for a modern battleship to open fire. 
The San Marcos has been overhauled and placed in 
condition to represent as nearly as possible a modern 
ship. The Delaware will start firing at the San Marcos 
from a distance of 6,000 yards and gradually increase 
the range, until it is determined just how far she can 
make hits when her guns are directed at an actual ship. 
The result of the test may entirely change the system 
of target practice of the future. 

Some very important experiments will be conducted 
during the month of September by the Ordnance Bureau 
of the Navy. It is expected that both the caisson and 
the decapping target which have been constructed at 
Norfolk will be delivered at Indian Head Proving 
Grounds during the first week of September. At that 
time the Tallahassee and Montgomery will be at the 
disposal of the Ordnance Department, and the experi- 
ments with the caisson will be started as soon as it 
can be properly placed. The result of the decapping 
experiments may completely revolutionize battleship 
construction. As has been previously stated in the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, the theory is advanced by 
eminent ordnance officers that the modern shell can be 
stripped of its cap by placing a thin sheet of steel 
around a battleship. After a projectile has passed 
through this steel sheet it is claimed it will break when 
it strikes the main armor, instead of penetrating it. 
If this proves true it will be possible to reduce materially 
the thickness of armor plate on battleships. The prin- 
cipal purpose of the experiment with the caisson is to 
determine the effectiveness of submarine firing. A test 
of the Davis gun will be made against the side of the 
caisson, which is modeled after a modern battleship. 

The test of the Western coal by the West Virginia 
and Colorado has been interrupted owing to the ordering 
of the ships on the Honolulu cruise. When the ships 
return from their cruise the test will be resumed. It 
is understood that the British Columbia coal has made 
a very fair showing, and in the opinion of some of the 
officers would be suitable for use in the Navy. No 
economy would result from the use of this coal, however, 
as it is held at about the same price as Pocahontas and 
other smokeless Eastern coal delivered on the Pacific 
coast. Another objectionable feature to the British 
Columbia coal is that it comes from a foreign country 
and might not be available in the event of war, when it 
is most needed. Of course, it could be purchased in 
time of peace and stored, but the deterioration of the coal 





would greatly increase its cost. Preliminary reports 
from the test do not indicate that the other Pacific coal 
will come up to the standard required by the Navy. 
The engineering trophy will be presented to the North 
Carolina at Hampton Roads on Ang. 26. Lieut. Comdr. 
Leigh C. Palmer, Director of Target Practice, will 
represent the Secretary of the Navy on this occasion. 
Owing to the change of the schedule of the fleet and the 
rough weather it was impossible to conduct the exercises 
on Aug. 20 at Provincetown, as was originally planned. 





Congress remained in session so long that there is 
no prospect of a meeting of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee before the regular session to take up per- 
sonnel legislation. Chairman Padgett would have been 
pleased to have called a meeting of the committee during 
the recess, say about Nov. 15, to thresh out all the 
personnel legislation that is now pending before the 
House, but upon consulting his colleagues he found that 
it would be impossible to get a quorum or even a sub- 
committee back into Washington before Congress con- 
venes in regular session. Aside from being wearied by 
the long extra session, most of the members have private 
business at home which needs their attention. Some 
of the members refused absolutely to stay until Congress 
adjourned, and for the past ten days there was not a 
quorum of either House in Washington. Twenty-four 
hours after Congress adjourned the extra session, on 
Aug. 22, there were not fifty members of Congress in 
Washington. Not in recent years was there such a 
sudden exodus of statesmen from that city. In the next 
session it will be necessary for the friends of the greater 
Navy to make their fight for two battleships in the 
Senate. It is altogether probable that there will not 
be enough battleship advocates in the House Committee 
to report out even one battleship. One of the most 
influential Republican members, a consistent advocate 
of the larger Navy, believes that no effort should be 
made at the next session to secure a battleship. He 
thinks that large appropriations should be made for 
auxiliary ships, such as colliers, repairships, submarines 
and torpedoboat destroyers. There is a belief held by 
a number of the members of the committee that the 
Navy is top-heavy, and should have more auxiliary ships. 

It is a common practice to make Navy officers Acting 
Secretary during the absence of the Secretary and 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy, but not in recent years, 
if ever, has an officer been calléd upon to sit as a 
member of the Cabinet. There is a difference between 
signing routine papers as Secretary and acting as a 
member of the Cabinet. as did Rear Admiral Nathan C. 
Twining, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, on the day 
that Congress adjourned. It has been the custom from 
the foundation of the Government for the President and 
the members of his Cabinet to go to the Capitol to pass 
upon legislation which goes through Congress at the 
eleventh hour. It so happened that Rear Admiral 
Twining was Acting Secretary on Aug. 22, when Con- 
gress adjourned, and he went to the Capitol with the 
President as a member of his official family. Rear 
Admiral Twining was also called upon during the closing 
days of Congress to sign forty commissions of officers 
who had been confirmed by the Senate. It is doubtful 
whether any officer of the Navy has had the honor of 
having his name appear upon so many commissions as 
Acting Sécretary of the Navy. 
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Although there are now forty-seven officers serving as 
instructors with the Organized Militia there is only an 
increase of thirty officers on detached service since the 
passage of the Extra Officers bill. Last year at this 
time there were 728 officers on general detached service, 
while at present there are but 758, despite the fact that 
the War Department is furnishing the Militia with all 
of the instructors that it is demanding. And the end 
is not yet. It is the policy of the War Department to 
return as many officers as possible to their regiments. 
Wherever it is possible to relieve them from de’* hed 
service officers are being sent to their regiments. A 
great many requests for military attachés by the State 
Department are being received by the War Department.

Brig. Gen. Joseph W. Duncan, U.S.A., commanding 
the Department of Texas, has written the War Depart- 
ment that conditions are now so favorable along the 
Mexican border that he would recommend that all 
restrictions previously placed on officers and enlisted 
men with regard to making short trips into Mexico be 
now removed. After conditions improved and fighting 
ceased these restrictions were generally withdrawn, except 
in certain sections, notably around El Paso. General 
Duncan's present recommendation is to do away with 
all restrictions whatsoever. 





For the present the camp of the Maneuver Brigade 
at San Antonio, Texas, will remain on its present site. 
Colonel Van Orsdale talked the matter over with Gen- 
eral Duncan Aug. 14, and, as the Colonel thinks the 
camp is satisfactory as it is, and in no wise a menace 
to health, it will remain at its present location. Were 
the camp moved now it would mean the tearing away 
of a number of screened kitchens, which have proved 
very valuable factors in the health of the camp. 


A large number of applications to take the examina- 
tion fo. commissions in the Philippine Scouts on Nov. 1 
have been received at the War Department. A majority 
of the candidates are non-commissioned officers who are 
now serving in the Philippines. 
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THE SIXTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 
FIRST (SPECIAL) SESSION CLOSES. 


The special session of the Sixty-second Congress, which 
convened on April 3, 1911, adjourned Aug. 22. While 
many Service measures were introduced during the ses- 
sion, but few of them were considered, as the Congress 
was convened by the President for special consideration 
of the subject of Canadian reciprocity. At the outset 
the Democratic caucus of the House formulated the 
following as its legislative program: 

‘*‘Resolved, That the Democratic members of the various 
committees of the House are directed not to report to the 
House during this first session of the Sixty-second Congress, 
unless hereafter directed by this caucus, any legislation ex- 
cept in reference to the following matters: 

‘*Election of U.S. Senators by vote of the people. 

‘‘Legislation referring to the publicity of campaign con- 
tributions before and after election. 

‘‘The Canadian reciprocity agreement, general tariff legisia- 
tion and legislation affecting the revenues of the Government. 

‘The reapportionment of the House to conform to the thir- 
teenth census. d . 

‘*Resolutions of inquiry and resolutions touching upon in- 
vestigations of the executive departments. 

‘‘The admission of the territories of Arizona and New 
Mexico. 

‘*And deficiency bills that the exigencies of the Government 
may require to be considered at this time and bills to correct 
the enrolling of the appropriation bills passed March 4, 1911. 

‘‘Legislation relating to the District of Columbia.’’ 

The session’s record of measures introduced is 14,038 
bills and 484 resolutions in the House, and 3,296 bills 
and fifty-eight resolutions in the Senate. Oniy a few 
of these were passed. 

One Service measure that becomes a law after knock- 
ing at the door of former Congresses is H.R. 7604, 
introduced by Mr. Hobson, which grants to officers who 
have been or may hereafter be retired with advanced 
rank the commission of said higher rank. The issuance 
of this parchment does not affect rank or pay, but is 
merely given on sentimental grounds. ‘ 

The Urgent Deficiency bill enacted at this session 
appropriated $150,000 for the completion of the Army 
supply depot at Fort Mason, Cal. 

The arbitration treaties with England and France 
failed of approval by the Senate and go over to the next 
session. 

The President signed the bill admitting New Mexico 
and Arizona as states of the Union, though in the case 
of Arizona there is a proviso that she shall eliminate 
from her Constitution the ng! recall clause. _ 

This session was notable for its many resolutions 
authorizing investigations of executive departments. All 
legislation passed affecting the revenues was vetoed by 
the President. 

The reapportionment of the House to conform to the 
thirteenth census was consummated, and the increase of 
Representatives authorized will bring the number in the 
House for the next Congress to 433. ; 

There was more or less pension talk, but no pension 
bills were passed. , 

One paragraph of the Urgent Deficiency bill as 
enacted amends a paragraph of the last Naval Appro- 
priation Act to read: “Clerks to paymasters at yards 
and stations. general storekeepers ashore and receiving- 
ships and other vessels; two clerks to general inspectors 
of the Pay Corps; one clerk to pay officer in charge of 
deserters’ rolls: not exceeding ten clerks to accounting 
officers at yards and stations; and not exceeding ten 
clerks to general storekeepers afloat.” 

The law enacted in the closing days of the session 
which authorizes the partial payments on warship con- 
struction reads: 

Be it enacted, etc., That the Secretary of the Navy be, and 
he hereby is, authorized, in his discretion, to make partial 
payments from time to time during the progress of the work 
under existing contracts and all contracts hereafter made 
under the Navy Department for public purposes, but not in 
excess of the value of work already done; and the contracts 
hereafter made shall provide for a lien in favor of the Govern- 
ment, which lien is hereby made paramount to all other liens, 
upon the articles or thing contracted for on account of all 
payments so made: Provided, That partial payments shall not 
be made under such contracts except where stipulated for, and 
then only in accordance with contract provisions. 

Reciprocity with Canada was given effect by Act of 
Congress, and it now remains to be ratified by vote of 
the Canadian Parliament. 

Congress made it easier for homesteaders to hold their 
lands by granting them leaves of absence during the 
term of their required residence thereon. 





The Senate on Aug. 19 passed S. 1098, appropriating 
$25,000 for a monument to Gen. William Campbell and 
comrades at Abingdon, Va. 

The Senate on Aug. 22 passed S. 1995, to restore 
Capt. Alpha T. Easton, retired, to the active list of the 
-Army, with the same rank and relative position he would 
hold if he had not been retired. 

S. , passed by both Houses, amends Sec. 1505, 
Rev. Stats., providing for the suspension from promotion 
of officers of the Navy if not professionally qualified. 

The bill for the erection of a statue to the American 
Indian in New York Harbor passed both Houses, but 
too late for final signature. 





MESSAGES FROM THE PRESIDENT. 
On Monday, Aug. 21, the President sent to Congress 
the following messages: 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

I transmit herewith a report by the Acting Secretary of 
State concerning the ownership of the wrecks of the Spanish 
vessels which were destroyed by the American Fleet off San- 
tiago de Cuba. 

It appears that a Norwegian company has applied to the 
Cuban government for permission to raise these wrecks and 
that before considering the proposition the Cuban government 
desires to receive the views of the United States in regard 
thereto. 

The Navy Department has no objection to the proposed 
salvage operations, but the Department of State holds the view 
that these wrecks are public property of the United States, 
which may be alienated only by an act of Congress or by a 
convention having the force of law. 

The matter is therefore submitted to the Congress, in ac- 
cordance with the recommendation of the Acting Secretary of 
State, with a view to its considering whether the President 
shall be authorized to relinquish to Cuba all right and claim 
of right of the United States to these wrecks.

To the Senate and House of Representatives: 


On July 26, 1911, there was transmitted to the Congress by 
my direction a report by the Acting Chief of Engineers en- 
closing a report of the board charged ‘‘with the work of 
raising or removal of the wreck of the battleship Maine in 
Havana Harbor.’’ Since that date the Secretary of War, at 
my request, has visited Havana Harbor and personally in- 
spected the wreck, and has reported to me the result of his 
inspection and conference with the said board of engineers in 
charge in Havana. I transmit herewith his report with the 
accompanying documents. 

I concur fully in the conclusions which the Secretary of 
War has reached and in the recommendations which he makes 
in respect of an additional appropriation for this work, in 
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order that nothing may remain undone to enable the world to 
know the original cause of the explosion of the Maine. Of 
course, if it shall turn out that the most thorough excavation 
will not disclose the cause, we must be content, but as long as 
there remains unexcavated any portion of the mud and débris 
witHin the wreck or its neighborhood from which evidence 
may be had of the original cause of the disaster we shall be 
derelict in our duty in not prosecuting a further search. The 
issue is not now whether we ought originally to have begun 
this investigation, but it is whether, having expended a very 
large part of the necessary amount to do the full work, we 
ought to break it off for lack of a comparatively small addi- 
tional appropriation. 

I earnestly hope that Congress will take immediate action 
in this regard, as recommended by the Soontinry of War.

AERONAUTICAL NOTES. 


Brig. Gen. James Allen, Chief Signal Officer, has 
approved recommendations for the purchase of two more 
aeroplanes at an early date. One will be a new model 
of Wright machine, and Capt. Charles de F. Chandler, 
in charge of the Army aviation school at College Park, 
Md.. has gone to Dayton, Ohio, to inspect the machine 
to be bought. Captain Chandler will spend about a 
fortnight at Dayton, receiving instructions as to the 
handling of the new machine. 

The other machine, which is to be bought soon, is a 
high power, double control Curtiss aeroplane, with a 
speed of seventy-five miles an hour. The Army machine 
will be a duplicate of the Navy Triad, with the exception 
of the hydroplane features. 

It is not certain just when these machines will be 
added to the three machines already owned by the Army 
and making daily flights at College Park. One of these 
is the old Wright aeroplane, which was damaged in a 
fatal accident at Fort Myer in September, 1908, and 
was accepted by the Army in the summer of 1907. 
Another is a new model Wright machine and the other 
a Burgess-Wright. 

The first night landing ever made in an aeroplane 
at the Army aviation field at College Park, Md., was 
accomplished Aug. 21 by Lieut. T. DeW. Milling, 15th 
U.S. Cay., and Lieut. Roy C. Kirtland, 14th U.S. Inf. 
Guided by signal fires, the aviators brought their ma- 
chines down out of the dark to the cheers of the other 
members of the Army aviation school, who awaited them. 
They fiew from the park to the Chevy Chase Club, four 
miles distant. Lieutenants Milling and Kirtland started 
out in the morning of Aug. 22 to fly to Frederick, Md., 
with Capt. Charles De F. Chandler and Lieut. Henry 
Arnold, U.S.A., to visit the District National Guard 
officers encaniped there. At Kensington, Md.. however, 
they ran out of cylinder oil, and were obliged to land. 
In alighting their machine was slightly damaged and 
had to be carried back on a wagon to College Park to 
ke repaired. Cantain Chandler and Lieutenant Arnold, 
after a successful flight to Frederick, were returning to 
College Park when a strong wind and oncoming darkness 
compelled them to land at Gaithersburg, Md. The 
officers covered the forty-two miles between the Army 
aerodrome at College Park, near Washington, and 
Frederick in forty-seven minutes. The trip was arranged 
to demonstrate the practicability of the aeroplane in 
Army maneuvers in connection with the District of 
Columbia National Guard encampment there. 

Relaxing its faith in dirigibles, Germany has taken 
up the study of the aeroplane, and has allotted $20,000 
for the purchase of four machines, all of different types. 
These are to be of German construction, but the engines 
may be foreign. The only test imposed is to fiv with 
a passenger at a height of not less than 1,350 feet. 
The Minister for War is further giving prizes aggre- 
gating $17,500. to be competed for by aviators at seven 
different meetings. 
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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


On the appeal of Mrs. Margaret W. Bermingham, 
widow of Charles L, Bermingham, late lieutenant, junior 
grade, U.S.N., temporary force, war with Spain, the 
Comptroller grants the claimant the difference between 
one month’s waiting orders extra pay of a lieutenant, 
junior grade, $100, and one month’s sea duty extra pay, 
$150. The claim had been mistakenly disallowed by the 
Auditor on the ground that the extra pay to officers and 
men of the temporary force in the Spanish War is a 
gratuity. and if not received by the beneficiary during 
his lifetime could not be collected by his heirs or legal 
representatives on his death. 

The Comptroller grants the sum of $2,094.60 to Mrs. 
Alice A. Johnson, administratrix of the estate of James 
W. Walsh. former captain, 10th U.S. Cav. Captain 
Walsh joined the Service ir 1862 as a captain in the 
Pennsylvania Cavalry, and in the settlement no allow- 
ance was made for his service as an enlisted man of 
the Army from 1850 to 1860. This period of service 
changed his longevity rating. 

The estate of former Major Edmund K. Webster, 
U.S.A., requested a rehearing on the ground that proper 
credit had not been given for longevity pay in failing 
to count cadet service, but the Comptroller denies the 
rehearing, as the laws and decisions in force at the time 
of the settlement, in 1886, did not recognize service as 
a cadet as service in the Army, as claimed by the estate. 

Comdr. C. B. Brittain, U.S.N., appealed from the 
decision of the Auditor disallowing his claim for commu- 
tation of quarters. He was ordered to vacate his 
quarters at the Naval Academy on April 25, 1910, and 
te report at New York the following day for temporary 
duty in connection with the commissioning of the U.S.S. 
Massachusetts. On Mav 13 he resumed his duties at 
the Academy, with additional duty in command of the 
Massachusetts. The Comptroller decides that from April 
26 to May 13 the appellant was temporarily absent from 
his station on duty in the field within the meaning of 
the Act of Feb. 27, 1893, and from May 18 to the 





beginning of the summer practice cruise of the midship- 
men, June 6. he was on duty at the Academy with 
additional duty as C.O. of the Massachusetts. As he did 
not, while at Annapolis live and mess on the Massachu- 
setts he is not entitled to additional pay for sea duty 
during the period May 13-June 5, but is entitled to 
commutation of quarters from April 26 to June 5. The 
claim before the Comptroller being only for the first 
five days of June, Commander Brittain is awarded 
commutation for that time less the additional ten per 
cent, for sea service already paid him. 


ARMY ESTIMATES FOR 1913. 

Estimates for the Army for the next fiscal year, it 
was announced on Aug. 23, will bein the aggregate 
about the same as the amount appropriated by Congress 
for the Military Establishment during the current year, 
which was $94,210,400. There will be an increase of 
about a million dollars in the pay of the Army, which 
is due largely to the Extra Officers bill, which was pa 
at the last regular session. No new construction will 
be provided for, with the possible exception of barracks 
and quarters for the Coast Artillery. 

The largest item of increase will be for field artillery 
and ammunition. Of the great need of field artillery 
General Wood said in his last annual report to the 
Secretary of War: “The existing deficiency in the 
Field Artillery constitutes one of the great menaces to 
cur country in *ase of war. If the Regular Army and 
Organized Militia. at war strength, were called to arms 
to-day there wovld be a shortage of over fifty per cent. 
in the field artillery necessary to equip them. As this 
force would only represent a portion of the force called 
to arms in «ase of war with a first class Power, the 
gravity of the situation becomes at once apparent.” 

The estimates propose an increase of the number of 
field pieces by a large per cent., with the substitution 
of about half of those now in use by new modern guns. 
This will mean an expenditure of several millions of 
dollars. General Wood, in going over the estimates for 
the fiscal vear 1913. decided to approve the recommenda- 
tions that have been coming in from commanding officers 
of the Field Artillery. While this will mean a consider- 
able increase in the budget for the maintenance of the 
Military Establishment, General Wood hopes to be able 
to reduce other items, so as to hold the estimates within 
the figure appropriated for the current year. 

It is pointed out that within the last three years the 
Field. Artillery, working quietly along, has increased 
its marksmanship by more than 100 per cent., even with 
the old ordnance in use. 
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DEPARTURE OF ADMIRAL TOGO. 


On account of the attack of indigestion on Aug. 17 
Admiral Togo was compelled to curtail his program in 
Boston. He received a call in the morning of Aug. 19 
from Capt. DeWitt Coffman, U.S.N., commandant of 
the Boston Navy Yard, but could not find time to visit 
the yard. In the afternoon Rear Admiral Hugo Oster- 
haus. U.S.N., commanding the North Atlantic Fleet, 
called and expressed the regret of his officers and men 
that Admiral Togo was unable to visit the fleet. Before 
starting for the West later in the day Admiral Togo 
issued a statement, thanking the people of Boston for 
their hospitality, and saying. “Japan owes you much for 
introducing her to the comity of nations and also for 
her develonment.” The Admiral viewed Niagara Falls 
cn Aug. 20, and in the evening gave a dinner to Capt. 
Templin M. Potts and Lieut. Arthur B. Cook. U.S.N., 
and Third Assistant Secretary of State Chandler Hale, 
his official escorts while in the United States. In 
bidding them farewell he expressed in broken English 
his appreciation of their constant companionship during 
the seventeen days of his American trip. Before leaving 
the United States soil the Admiral sent the following 
message : 

“His Excellency the Secretary of State: On the eve 
of my departure from the United States I beg to thank 
you, and through you the President, for the most cordial 
and warm reception that the Government and the people 
have accorded to me during my visit. Pray be assured 
of my carrving home with me a vivid impression of the 
kind and friendly feelings which have been demonstrated 
to me by the nation whose welfare and prosperity are 
my sincerest wish.” 

The Admiral requested his American official escorts 
to go with him across the Niagara River to Canada and 
remain with him till he started West. The Admiral en- 
tered Canada unofficially, heing received by onlv the 
Japanese Consul General of Ottowa. On Aug. 21 he 
took a Canadian Pacific train at the Falls for Vancouver, 
whence he will rnn down to Seattle. embarking there 
for Japan. ‘The U.S. Government has decided to have 
the armored cruisers West Virginia and Colorado act as 
escorts of the steamer on which the Admiral will embark, 
and between these warships she will put to sea. On 
passing the three-mile limit the cruisers will fire a 
farewell salute. 
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RETURN OF THE MIDSHIPMEN. 


The battleships Iowa, Indiana and Massachusetts, 
comprising the Naval Academy Practice Squadron, in 
command of Comdr. Robert EB. Coontz, U.S.N., dropped 
anchor off Solomons Island, forty miles below Annapolis, 
at four o’clock on the afternoon of Aug. 22. They will 
remain there until Monday next, then steam slowly to 
Annapolis. when the midshipmen will disembark and 
start on their annual vacation. The vessels have re- 
turned from a cruise of 10,000 miles to foreign waters. 

Three torpedoboats were despatched from the Naval 
Academy to Solomons Island that afternoon. They 
carried mail and a sufficient supply of provisions for the 
squadron during the stay there. 

On Wednesday Midshipman John P. Dalton, captain 
of the football team, and his squad of pigskin followers 
were brought to Annapolis on the torpedo craft. Ac- 
cording to the usual custom the football men will start 
on their annual leave a week ahead of their fellows, in 
order that they may return to Annapolis early to begin 
football practice in preparation for the coming season. 
aan other midshipmen will start on their vacations Aug. 

Although the foreign cruise was generally a healthy 
one, five midshipmen were on Wednesday taken as 
patients to the naval hospital. They were brought to 
Annapolis on board the torpedoboat Bagley, having been 
removed from the sick bay of the ships at Solomons 
Island. None of the cases is of a serious nature, except 
that of Midshipman Solomon H. Geer, of the second 
class. He is suffering from appendicitis, and an opera- 
tion will be performed. The others at the hospital are 
Midshipmen Charles N. Ingraham and Harry P. Curlev, 
second class, and Warner W. Bayley and John F. 
Moloney, third class. 

This year’s practice cruise, like that of last year, was 
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to foreign. waters, but was a much longer one than any 
ever before taken, and was most successful, both from 
the standpoint of instruction and from that of pleasure. 
Ports in Bngland, Ireland, France, Germany and Norway 
and Gibraltar were visited, and the midshipmen were 
thus enabled to see something of these countries and 
their people. A couple of the lads saw so much of 
Norway while the squadron was at Bergen that they 
were. lost in the mountains. The punishment to be 
administered by the authorities for overstaying their 
leave has not been announced. ‘There was but one 
death, and only a few cases of sickness during the cruise. 
The death was that of a colored cook. i 

Shortly after the arrival of the ships at Annapolis 
an important change in the administration officials of 
the Naval Academy will become effective. Comdr. George 
W. Logan, who until recently commanded the Mayflower, 
will succeed Commander Coontz as commandant of 
midshipmen and head of the department of discipline. 
The change will be made Sept. 1. an tA 

Thomas G. Peyton, who hails from West Virginia, 
has been admitted to the Naval Academy Fourth Class. 
Peyton passed the mental examination this spring, but 
his physical tests were delayed a couple of months. 





EFFICIENCY OF THE GUNBOAT WHEBLING. 


The U.S.S. Wheeling, commanded by Comdr. Carlo 
B. Brittain, U.S.N., was inspected Aug. 18 by the Board 
of Inspection at the navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H. Her 
condition was reported by the board to be excellent. 
Her engines and boilers, structural steel work, holds, 
staterooms, bilges and double bottoms were all minutely 
examined and pronounced to be in excellent condition. 
The military inspection showed her organization and 
discipline to be on a par. with her general excellent 
condition. Her cleanliness was a matter that evoked 
the favorable comment of the board. The board pro- 
nounced her good for many years’ service if she continues 
to receive-the same care and attention as to preservation 
that she has received in the past and is receiving at 
present. ‘ 

Since the Wheeling was commissioned, sixteen months 
ago, she has steamed 27,000 miles—a pretty good record 
for any ship. Since January she has been in service 
in the Caribbean. Her repairs have been mainly effected 
by the ship’s force, so that she arrived at the Portsmouth 
Navy Yard with a minimum of work to be done by the 
yard authorities. The construction and engineer officers 
of the yard state that she holds the record for the small 
extent of repair required by a ship doing extensive 
tropical cruising. 'The inspection board states that her 
condition effectively offsets the opinion held by some that 
gunboats cruising in the tropics cannot be kept in a 
high state of cleanliness and efficiency. She recently 
convoyed and towed the S.S. Hornet, a seized filibusterer, 
from Puerto Cortez, Honduras, to New Orleans, La., a 
distance of nearly 1,000 miles. It is a matter of record 
that under her present commander no man has_ been 
placed in her cell as a punishment; and yet she has a 
well disciplined, happy and contented crew. She has 
just transferred a number of excellent petty officers to 
battleships. in order to make room for advancement for 
other excellent men who have been developed among 
her crew, and to provide for further advancement of 
those transferred. Lieut. H. H. Royall, U.S.N., is her 
executive officer and navigator,. and Pnsign M. F. 
Draemel, U.S.N., her engineer officer. The Wheeling 
will be in readiness to sail again for the Caribbean 
about Sept. 1. 
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ATLANTIC FLEET, 


The vessels of the Atlantic Fleet, under Rear Admiral 
Osterhaus, which began to disperse at Provincetown, 
Mass., Aug. 18, went to various ports. The next 
assembly will’ be in Hampton Roads, Va., where target 
practice off the Virginia Capes is scheduled to begin 
on Sept. 1. 

It is intended that all of the available vessels of the 
Atlantic Fleet shall assemble to witness the firing of 
the Delaware against the San Marcos (the old Texas). 
This will be the first test of the guns of a battleship 
of her type in this manner. The firing against the San 
Marcos will be held on or about Aug. 28. The feature 
of the firing will be the salvo of the entire ten 12-inch 
guns of the Delaware. When the shooting is completed 
the fleet will sail for the Southern Drill Grounds. 
thirty-five miles off Cape Henry, for the regular autumn 
practice, and if weather favors Rear Admiral Osterhaus 
believes that the practice will end by Sept. 20. Then 
the battleships will be sent to their home navy yards. 

The submarines Grayling, Narwhal, Salmon, Tarpon, 
Bonita, Stingray and Snapper left Provincetown for 
Newport Aug. 18. The Vermont, New Hampshire and 
South Carolina left for Rockport, Me., to give the crews 
liberty. The Delaware left for Salem, to spend Sunday. 

The torpedoboat destroyers Drayton, Paulding and 
McCall, of the Eighth Torpedo Division, sailed from 
pre ni Mass., Aug. 18, for Newport, to stay over 

unday. 

The battleship Georgia was floated from the drydock 
at the navy yard, Boston, Aug. 17, and will rejoin the 
fleet at Hampton Roads. The New Jersey went into 
drydock Aug. 18 at Boston, and will rejoin the fleet 
before Sept. 1. She has been for eighteen months under 
repair. 

Men from the Missouri, Mississippi, Idaho, Maine, 
Virginia and Nebraska were given shore leave on the 
afternoon of Aug. 19 at Provincetown, and the band 
of the Ohio gave a two-hour concert at that place in the 
Town Hall grounds. The baseball team from the Idaho 
beat the team from the Missouri to the tune of 11 to 5. 
The Culgoa and Michigan left Provincetown Aug. 19 for 
New York. 

The Michigan arrived at New York from Provincetown 
Aug. 19 and anchored in the Hudson River, and shore 
leave was granted. Capt. Nathaniel R. Usher, command- 
ing the Michigan, has been ordered by the Navy Depart- 
ment to designate a few of the officers who had been 
conspicuous in winning the battle efficiency pennant. 
He sent the following names forward: Lieut. Comdr. 
Charles F, Preston, Lieuts, A. C. Pickens, J. H. Towers, 
B. L. Canaga. W. S. McClintic, J. V. Ogan, F. H. 
Sadler, Lieut. Comdr. W: T. Tarrant and Chief Gunner 
Simon Jacobs. A copy of President Taft’s letter to 
Captain Usher has been filed with the official record of 
each of the nine officers. The esprit de corps of the 
Navy was exemplified in a letter sent by the crew of 
the cruiser Maryland to that of the Michigan, in con- 
nection with the efficiency pennant. The sailors of 
the Maryland wove the pennant in silk, and they sent 
it from Mare Island, Cal., to Provincetown, Mass., in 
care of John Riley, gunner’s mate. He bore the follow- 








ing letter addressed to the crew of the Michigan by 
the crew of the. Maryland: “With hearty congratulations 
we send you across the American continent by. one of 
our ship’s company the battle efficiency pennant for the 
ship attaining the highest combined final merit in both 
the gunnery and engineering competition, October, 1910, 
to June 30, 1911. While it is with reluctance that we 
part with this emblem of efficiency, we are truly glad 
that we are losing it to so efficient a crew as that of 
the U.S.8. Michigan.” 

Capt. Clifford J. Boush, formerly in command of the 
North Carolina, has reported the following officers as 
being principally responsible for winning the engineering 
efficiency trophy for the North Carolina: Lieut. Fred- 
erick I. Oliver and Chief Machs. Louis C. Higgins and 
Carl Johanson. 

The Delaware, Nebraska and Virginia left Province- 
town for New York Aug. 21, and the Ohio, Panther 
and Celtic left for Hampton Roads the same day. 

The Delaware arrived at New York Aug. 22, and the 
Nebraska and Virginia Aug. 23, and anchored in the 
Hudson River, near the Connecticut and Kansas. Mrs. 
Ella Thatcher, with five other members of the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union, went aboard the Kansas 
Aug. 22 and. presented each officer and sailor one of 
the comfort bags which were made for the vessel by the 
women of the Kansas division of their organization.

The flag of Rear 
Admiral Osterhaus was transferred from the Nebraska 
to the Connecticut on Aug. 23. 

The vessels arriving at Hampton Roads, Va., Aug. 23, 
were the New Hampshire, Vermont, South Carolina, 
Idaho, Washington, Ohio, Panther and Celtic. 

The Missouri, Maine and Mississippi left Philadelphia 
Aug. 23 for Hampton Roads, and arrived Aug. 24. 





CAMP PERRY SHOOTING. 

The rifle team of the Ohio National Guard did the 
big shooting in the annual meeting of the N.R.A of 
America, which came to a close at Camp Perry, Ohio, 
Aug. 22, to make way for the National Matches, which 
follow. The Ohio Team in the Herrick Trophy Match, 
open to teams of eight men each from the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, U.S. Military and Naval Academies and 
the National Guard, won by ,the splendid score of 1,732 
points, and broke the record for long range shooting at 
800, 900 and 1,000 yards. The score beats the former 
record score of the All-American Team in the Palma 
Trophy Match in 1907 by twenty points, and also the 
best score made in the Elcho Shield Match in Great 
Britain. Each man fires fifteen shots for record at each 
range. 

The first team from the U.S. Navy had the honor of 
finishing second, with a total of 1,630 points, while two 
teams from the U.S. Marine Corps were third and 
fourth, and the U.S. Army Infantry Team, No. 1, fifth. 
Te second team from the Ohio National Guard came in 
sixth, the U.S. Cavalry Team, No. 1, seventh, and. the 
second U.S. Navy team eighth. The famous match was 
finished in the face of an approaching storm.

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THE SIXTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 
FIRST (SPECIAL) SESSION CLOSES. 


The special session of the Sixty-second Congress, which 
convened on April 3, 1911, adjourned Aug. 22. While 
many Service measures were introduced during the ses- 
sion, but few of them were considered, as the Congress 
was convened by the President for special consideration 
of the subject of Canadian reciprocity. At the outset 
the Democratic caucus of the House formulated the 
following as its legislative program: 

‘*‘Resolved, That the Democratic members of the various 
committees of the House are directed not to report to the 
House during this first session of the Sixty-second Congress, 
unless hereafter directed by this caucus, any legislation ex- 
cept in reference to the following matters: 

‘*Election of U.S. Senators by vote of the people. — 

‘‘Legislation referring to the publicity of campaign con- 
tributions before and after election. ‘ 

‘*The Canadian reciprocity agreement, general tariff legisla- 
tion and legislation affecting the revenues of the Government. 

‘The reapportionment of the House to conform to the thir- 
teenth census. . ‘ 

‘*Resolutions of inquiry and resolutions touching upon in- 
vestigations of the executive departments. s 

“The admission of the territories of Arizona and New 
mace deficiency bills that the exigencies of the Government 
may require to be considered at this time and bills to correct 
the enrolling of the appropriation bills passed March 4, 1911. 

‘*Legislation relating to the District of Columbia.’’ 

The session’s record of measures introduced is 14,038 
bills and 484 resolutions in the House, and 3,296 bills 
and fifty-eight resolutions in the Senate. Only a few 
of these were passed. 

One Service measure that becomes a law after knock- 
ing at the door of former Congresses is H.R. 7604, 
introduced by Mr. Hobson, which grants to officers who 
have been or may hereafter be retired with advanced 
rank the commission of said higher rank. The issuance 
of this parchment does not affect rank or pay, but is 
merely given on sentimental grounds. : ‘ 

The Urgent Deficiency bill enacted at this session 
appropriated $150,000 for the completion of the Army 
supply depot at Fort Mason, Cal. 

The arbitration treaties with England and France 
failed of approval by the Senate and go over to the next 
session. 

The President signed the bill admitting New Mexico 
and Arizona as states of the Union, though in the case 
of Arizona there is a proviso that she shall eliminate 
from her Constitution the judiciary recall clause. 

This session was setts for its many resolutions 
authorizing investigations of executive departments. 
legislation passed affecting the revenues was vetoed by 
the President. 

The reapportionment of the House to conform to the 
thirteenth census was consummated, and the increase of 
Representatives authorized will bring the number in the 
House for the next Congress to 433. i 

There was more or less pension talk, but no pension 
bills were passed. : 

One paragraph of the Urgent Deficiency bill as 
enacted amends a paragraph of the last Naval Appro- 
priation Act to read: “Clerks to paymasters at yards 
and stations. general storekeepers ashore and receiving- 
ships and other vessels; two clerks to general inspectors 
of the Pay Corps; one clerk to pay officer in charge of 
deserters’ rolls: not exceeding ten clerks to accounting 
officers at yards and stations; and not exceeding ten 
clerks to general storekeepers afloat.” 

The law enacted in the closing days of the Session 
which authorizes the partial payments on warship con- 
struction reads: 

Be it enacted, etc., That the Secretary of the Navy be, and 
he hereby is, authorized, in his discretion, to make partial 
payments from time to time during the progress of the work 
under existing contracts and all contracts hereafter made 
under the Navy Department for public purposes, but not in 
excess of the value of work already done; and the contracts 
hereafter made shall provide for a lien in favor of the Govern- 
ment, which lien is hereby made paramount to all other liens, 
upon the articles or thing contracted for on account of all 
payments so made: Provided, That partial payments shall not 
be made under such contracts except where stipulated for, and 
then only in accordance with contract provisions. 

Reciprocity with Canada was given effect by Act of 
Congress, and it now remains to be ratified by vote of 
the Canadian Parliament. : 

Congress made it easier for homesteaders to hold their 
lands by granting them leaves of absence during the 
term of their required residence thereon. 





The Senate on Aug. 19 passed S. 1098, appropriating 
$25,000 for a monument to Gen. William Campbell and 
comrades at Abingdon, Va. 

The Senate on Aug. 22 passed S. 1995, to restore 
Capt. Alpha T. Easton, retired, to the active list of the 
-Army, with the same rank and relative position he would 
hold if he had not been retired. 

S. 2004, passed by both Houses, amends Sec. 1505, 
Rey. Stats., providing for the suspension from promotion 
of officers of the Navy if not professionally qualified. 

The bill for the erection of a statue to the American 
Indian in New York Harbor passed both Houses, but 
too late for final signature. 





MESSAGES FROM THE PRESIDENT. 
On Monday, Aug. 21, the President sent to Congress 
the following messages: 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

I transmit herewith a report by the Acting Secretary of 
State concerning the ownership of the wrecks of the Spanish 
vessels which were destroyed by the American Fleet off San- 
tiago de Cuba. 

It appears that a Norwegian company has applied to the 
Cuban government for permission to raise these wrecks and 
that before considering the proposition the Cuban government 
desires to receive the views of the United States in regard 
thereto. 

The Navy Department has no objection to the proposed 
salvage operations, but the Department of State holds the view 
that these wrecks are public property of the United States, 
which may be alienated only by an act of Congress or by a 
convention having the force of law. 

The matter is therefore submitted to the Congress, in ac- 
cordance with the recommendation of the Acting Secretary of 
State, with a view to its considering whether the President 
shall be authorized to relinquish to Cuba all right and claim 
of right of the United States to these wrecks.

On July 26, 1911, there was transmitted to the Congress by 
my direction a report by the Acting Chief of Engineers en- 
closing a report of the board charged ‘‘with the work of 
raising or removal of the wreck of the battleship Maine in 
Havana Harbor.’’ Since that date the Secretary of War, at 
my request, has visited Havana Harbor and personally in- 
spected the wreck, and has reported to me the result of his 
inspection and conference with the said board of engineers in 
charge in Havana. I transmit herewith his report with the 
accompanying documents. 

coneur fully in the conclusions which the Secretary of 
War has reached and in the recommendations which he makes 
in respect of an additional appropriation for this work, in 


order that nothing may remain undone to enable the world to 
know the original cause of the explosion of the Maine. Of 
course, if it shall turn out that the most thorough excavation 
will not disclose the cause, we must be content, but as long as 
there remains unexcavated any portion of the mud and débris 
within the wreck or its neighborhood from which evidence 
may be had of the original cause of the disaster we shall be 
derelict in our duty in not prosecuting a further search. The 
issue is not now whether we ought originally to have begun 
this investigation, but it is whether, having expended a very 
large part of the necessary amount to do the full work, we 
ought to break it off for lack of a comparatively small addi- 
tional appropriation. 

I earnestly hope that Congress will take immediate action 
in this regard, as recommended by the Socottarz of War.

AERONAUTICAL NOTES. 


Brig. Gen. James Allen, Chief Signal Officer, has 
approved recommendations for the purchase of two more 
aeroplanes at an early date. One will be a new model 
of Wright machine, and Capt. Charles de F. Chandler, 
in charge of the Army aviation school at College Park, 
Md.. has gone to Dayton, Ohio, to inspect the machine 
to be bought. Captain Chandler will spend about a 
fortnight at Dayton, receiving instructions as to the 
handling of the new machine. 

The other machine, which is to be bought soon, is a 
high power, double control Curtiss aeroplane, with a 
speed of seventy-five miles an hour. The Army machine 
will be a duplicate of the Navy Triad, with the exception 
of the hydroplane features. 

It is not certain just when these machines will be 
added to the three machines already owned by the Army 
and making daily fiights at College Park. One of these 
is the old Wright aeroplane, which was damaged in a 
fatal accident at Fort Myer in September, 1908, and 
was accepted by the Army in the summer of 1907. 
Another is a new model Wright machine and the other 
a Burgess-Wright. 

‘he first night landing ever made in an aeroplane 
at the Army aviation field at College Park, Md., was 
accomplished Aug. 21 by Lieut. T. DeW. Milling. 15th 
U.S. Cav., and Lieut. Roy C. Kirtland, 14th U.S. Inf. 
Guided by signal fires, the aviators brought their ma- 
chines down out of the dark to the cheers of the other 
members of the Army aviation school, who awaited them. 
They flew from the park to the Chevy Chase Club, four 
miles distant. Lieutenants Milling and Kirtland started 
out in the morning of Aug. 22 to fly to Frederick, Md., 
with Capt. Charles De F. Chandler and Lieut. Henry 
Arnold, U.S.A., to visit the District National Guard 
officers encaniped there. At Kensington, Md.. however, 
they ran out of cylinder oil, and were obliged to land. 
In alighting their machine was slightly damaged and 
had to be carried back on a wagon to College Park to 
ke repaired. Cantain Chandler and Lieutenant Arnold, 
after a successful flight to Frederick, were returning to 
College Park when a strong wind and oncoming darkness 
compelled them to land at Gaithersburg, Md. The 
officers covered the forty-two miles between the Army 
aerodrome at College Park, near Washington, and 
Frederick in forty-seven minutes. The trip was arranged 
to demonstrate the practicability of the aeroplane in 
Army maneuvers in connection with the District of 
Columbia National Guard encampment there. 

Relaxing its faith in dirigibles, Germany has taken 
up the study of the aeroplane, and has allotted $20,000 
for the purchase of four machines, all of different types. 
These are to be of German construction. but the engines 
may be foreign. The only test imposed is to flv with 
a _ passenger at a height of not less than 1,350 feet. 
The Minister for War is further giving prizes aggre- 
gating $17,500. to be competed for by aviators at seven 
different meetings.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


On the appeal of Mrs. Margaret W. Bermingham, 
widow of Charles L. Bermingham, late lieutenant, junior 
grade, U.S.N., temporary force, war with Spain, the 
Comptroller grants the claimant the difference between 
one month’s waiting orders extra pay of a lieutenant, 
junior grade, $100, and one month’s sea duty extra pay, 
$150. The claim had been mistakenly disallowed by the 
Auditor on the ground that the extra pay to officers and 
men of the temporary force in the Spanish War is a 
gratuity. and if not received by the beneficiary during 
his lifetime could not be collected by his heirs or legal 
representatives on his death. 

The Comptroller grants the sum of $2,094.60 to Mrs. 
Alice A. Johnson, administratrix of the estate of James 
W. Walsh. former captain, 10th U.S. Cav. Captain 
Walsh joined the Service in 1862 as a captain in the 
Pennsylvania Cavalry, and in the settlement no allow- 
ance was made for his service as an enlisted man of 
the Army from 1850 to 1860. This period of service 
changed his longevity rating. 

The estate of former Major Edmund K. Webster, 
U.S.A., requested a rehearing on the ground that proper 
credit had not been given for longeyity pay in failing 
to count cadet service, but the Comptroller denies the 
rehearing, as the laws and decisions in force at the time 
of the settlement, in 1886, did not recognize service as 
a cadet as service in the Army, as claimed by the estate. 

Comdr. C. B. Brittain, U.S.N., appealed from the 
decision of the Auditor disallowing his claim for commu- 
tation of quarters. He was ordered to vacate his 
quarters at the Naval Academy on April 25, 1910, and 
te report at New York the following day for temporary 
duty in connection with the commissioning of the U.S.S. 
Massachusetts. On May 13 he resumed his duties at 
the Academy, with additional duty in command of the 
Massachusetts. The Comptroller decides that from April 
26 to May 138 the appellant was temporarily absent from 
his station on duty in the field within the meaning of 
the Act of Feb. 27, 1893, and from May 18 to the 





beginning of the summer practice cruise of the midship- 
men, June 6. he was on duty at the Academy with 
additional duty as C.O. of the Massachusetts. As he did 
not. while at Annapolis live and mess on the Massachu- 
setts he is not entitled to additional pay for sea duty 
during the period May 13-June 5, but is entitled to 
commutation of quarters from April 26 to June 5. The 
claim before the Comptroller being only for the first 
five days of June, Commander Brittain is awarded 
commutation for that time less the additional ten per 
cent, for sea service already paid him. 





ARMY ESTIMATES FOR 1913. 


Estimates for the Army for the next fiscal year, it 
was announced on Aug. 23, will bein the aggregate 
about the same as the amount appropriated by Congress 
for the Military Establishment during the current year, 
which was $94,210,400. There will be an increase of 
about a million dollars in the pay of the Army, which 
is due largely to the Extra Officers bill, which was passed 
at the last regular session. No new construction will 
be provided for, with the possible exception of barracks 
and quarters for the Coast Artillery. 

The largest item of increase will be for field artillery 
and ammunition. Of the great need of field artillery 
General Wood said in his last annual report to the 
Secretary of War: “The existing deficiency in the 
Field Artillery constitutes one of the great menaces to 
cur country in sase of war. If the Regular Army and 
Organized Militia. at war strength, were called to arms 
to-day there would be a shortage of over fifty per cent. 
in the field artillery necessary to equip them. As this 
force would only represent a portion of the force called 
to arms in «ase of war with a first class Power, the 
gravity of the situation becomes at once apparent.” 

The estimates propose an increase of the number of 
field pieces by a large per cent., with the substitution 
of about half of those now in use by new modern guns. 
This will mean an expenditure of several millions of 
dollars. General Wood, in going over the estimates for 
the fiscal year 1913. decided to approve the recommenda- 
tions that have been coming in from commanding officers 
of the Field Artillery. While this will mean a consider- 
able increase in the budget for the maintenance of the 
Military Establishment, General Wood hopes to be able 
to reduce other items, so as to hold the estimates within 
the figure appropriated for the current year. 

It is pointed out that within the last three years the 
Field. Artillery, working quietly along, has increased 
its marksmanship by more than 100 per cent., even with 
the old ordnance in use.

DEPARTURE OF ADMIRAL TOGO. 


On account of the attack of indigestion on Aug. 17 
Admiral Togo was compelled to curtail his program in 
Boston. He received a call in the morning of Aug. 19 
from Capt. DeWitt Coffman, U.S.N., commandant of 
the Boston Navy Yard, but could not find time to visit 
the yard. In the afternoon Rear Admiral Hugo Oster- 
haus. U.S.N., commanding the North Atlantic Fleet, 
called and expressed the regret of his officers and men 
that Admiral Togo was unable to visit the fleet. Before 
starting for the West later in the day Admiral Togo 
issued a statement, thanking the people of Boston for 
their hospitality, and saying. “Japan owes you much for 
introducing her to the comity of nations and also for 
her develonment.” The Admiral viewed Niagara Falls 
cen Aug. 20, and in the evening gave a dinner to Capt. 
Templin M. Potts and Lieut. Arthur B. Cook, U.S.N., 
and Third Assistant Secretary of State Chandler Hale, 
his official escorts while in the United States. In 
bidding them farewell he expressed in broken English 
his appreciation of their constant companionship during 
the seventeen days of his American trip. Before leaving 
the United States soil the Admiral sent the following 
message : 

“His Excellency the Secretary of State: On the eve 
of my departure from the United States I beg to thank 
you, and through you the President, for the most cordial 
and warm reception that the Government and the people 
have accorded to me during my visit. Pray be assured 
of my carrving home with me a vivid impression of the 
kind and friendly feelings which have been demonstrated 
to me by the nation whose welfare and prosperity are 
my sincerest wish.” 

The Admiral requested his American official escorts 
to go with him across the Niagara River to Canada and 
remain with him till he started West. The Admiral en- 
tered Canada unofficially, heing received by onlv the 
Japanese Consul General of Ottowa. On Aug. 21 he 
took a Canadian Pacific train at the Falls for Vancouver, 
whence he will run down to Seattle. embarking there 
for Japan. The U.S. Government has decided to have 
the armored cruisers West Virginia and Colorado act as 
escorts of the steamer on which the Admiral will embark, 
and between these warships she will put to sea. On 
passing the three-mile limit the cruisers will fire a 
farewell salute.

RETURN OF THE MIDSHIPMEN. 


The battleships Iowa, Indiana and Massachusetts, 
comprising the Naval Academy Practice Squadron, in 
command of Comdr. Robert B. Coontz, U.S.N., dropped 
anchor off Solomons Island, forty miles below Annapolis, 
at four o’clock on the afternoon of Aug. 22. They will 
remain there until Monday next, then steam slowly to 
Annapolis. when the midshipmen will disembark and 
start on their annual vacation. The vessels have re- 
turned from a_cruise of 10,000 miles to foreign waters. 

Three torpedoboats were despatched from the Naval 
Academy to Solomons Island that afternoon. They 
carried mail and a sufficient supply of provisions for the 
squadron during the stay there. 

On Wednesday Midshipman John P. Dalton, captain 
of the football team, and his squad of pigskin followers 





‘were brought to Annapolis on the torpedo craft. Ac- 


cording to the usual custom the football men will start 
on_ their annual leave a week ahead of their fellows, in 
order that they may return to Annapolis early to begin 
football practice in preparation for the coming season. 
a other midshipmen will start on their vacations Aug. 


Although the foreign cruise was generally a healthy 
one, five midshipmen were on Wednesday taken as 
patients to the naval hospital. They were brought to 
Annapolis on board the torpedoboat Bagley, having been 
removed from the sick bay of the ships at Solomons 
Island. None of the cases is of a serious nature, except 
that of Midshipman Solomon H. Geer, of the second 
class. He is suffering from appendicitis, and an opera- 
tion will be performed. The others at the hospital are 
Midshipmen Charles N. Ingraham and Harry P. Curlev, 
second class, and Warner W. Bayley and John F. 
Moloney, third class. 

This year’s practice cruise, like that of last year, was 
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to foreign. waters, but was a much longer one than any 
ever before taken, and was most successful, both from 
the standpoint of instruction and from that of pleasure. 
Ports in England, Ireland, France, Germany and Norway 
and Gibraltar were visited, and the midshipmen were 
thus enabled to see something of these countries and 
their people. A couple of the lads saw so much of 
Norway while the squadron was at Bergen that they 
were lost in the mountains. The punishment to be 
administered by the authorities for overstaying their 
leave has not been announced. There was but one 
death, and only a few cases of sickness during the cruise. 
The death was that of a colored cook. P 

Shortly after the arrival of the ships at Annapolis 
an important change in the administration officials of 
the Naval Academy will become effective. Comdr. George 
W. Logan, who until recently commanded the Mayflower, 
will succeed Commander Coontz as commandant of 
midshipmen and head of the department of discipline. 
The change will be made Sept. 1. SS: 

Thomas G. Peyton, who hails from West Virginia, 
has been admitted to the Naval Academy Fourth Class. 
Peyton passed the mental examination this spring, but 
his physical tests were delayed a couple of months. 





EFFICIENCY OF THE GUNBOAT WHEELING. 


The U.S.S. Wheeling, commanded by Comdr. Carlo 
B. Brittain, U.S.N., was inspected Aug. 18 by the Board 
of Inspection at the navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H. Her 
condition was reported by the board to be excellent. 
Her engines and boilers, structural steel work, holds, 
staterooms, bilges and double bottoms were all minutely 
examined and pronounced to be in excellent condition. 
The military inspection showed her organization and 
discipline to be on a par. with her general excellent 
condition. Her cleanliness was a matter that evoked 
the favorable comment of the board. The board pro- 
nounced her good for many years’ service if she continues 
to receive-the same care and attention as to preservation 
that she has received in the past and is receiving at 
present. 

Since the Wheeling was commissioned, sixteen months 
ago, she has steamed 27,000 miles—a pretty good record 
for any ship. Since January she has been in service 
in the Caribbean. Her repairs have been mainly effected 
by the ship’s force, so that she arrived at the Portsmouth 
Navy Yard with a minimum of work to be done by the 
yard authorities. The construction and engineer officers 
of the yard state that she holds the record for the small 
extent of repair required by a ship doing extensive 
tropical cruising. ‘The inspection board states that her 
condition effectively offsets the opinion held by some that 
gunboats cruising in the tropics cannot be kept in a 
high state of cleanliness and efficiency. She recently 
convoyed and towed the S.S. Hornet, a seized filibusterer, 
from Puerto Cortez, Honduras, to New Urleans, La., a 
distance of nearly 1,000 miles. It is a matter of record 
that under her present commander no man has_ been 
placed in her cel! as a punishment; and yet she has a 
well disciplined, happy and contented crew. She has 
just transferred a number of excellent petty officers to 
battleships. in order to make room for advancement for 
other excellent men who have been developed among 
her crew, and to provide for further advancement of 
those transferred. Lieut. H. H. Royall, U.S.N., is her 
executive officer and navigator,- and BPnsign M. F. 
Draemel, U.S.N., her engineer officer. The Wheeling 
will be in readiness to sail again for the Caribbean 
about Sept. 1.

ATLANTIC FLEET. 


The vessels of the Atlantic Fleet, under Rear Admiral 
Osterhaus, which began to disperse at Provincetown, 
Mass., Aug. 18, went to various ports. The next 
assembly will’ be in Hampton Roads, Va., where target 
practice off the Virginia Capes is scheduled to begin 
on Sept. 1. 

It is intended that all of the available vessels of the 
Atlantic Fleet shall assemble to witness the firing of 
the Delaware against the San Marcos (the old Texas). 
This will be the first test of the guns of a battleship 
of her type in this manner. The firing against the San 
Marcos will be held on or about Aug. 28. The feature 
of the firing will be the salvo of the entire ten 12-inch 
guns of the Delaware. When the shooting is completed 
the fleet will sail for the Southern Drill Grounds, 
thirty-five miles off Cape Henry, for the regular autumn 
practice, and if weather favors Rear Admiral Osterhaus 
believes that the practice will end by Sept. 20. Then 
the battleships wil! be sent to their home navy yards. 

The submarines Grayling, Narwhal, Salmon, Tarpon, 
Bonita, Stingray and Snapper left Provincetown for 
Newport Aug. 18. The Vermont, New Hampshire and 
South Carolina left for Rockport, Me., to give the crews 
liberty. The Delaware left for Salem, to spend Sunday. 

The torpedoboat destroyers Drayton, Paulding and 
McCall, of the Highth Torpedo Division, sailed from 
Charlestown, Mass., Aug. 18, for Newport, to stay over 
Sunday. 

The battleship Georgia was floated from the drydock 
at the navy yard, Boston, Aug. 17, and will rejoin the 
fleet at Hampton Roads. The New Jersey went into 
drydock Aug. 18 at Boston, and will rejoin the fleet 
before Sept. 1. She has been for eighteen months under 
repair. 

Men from the Missouri, Mississippi, Idaho, Maine, 
Virginia and Nebraska were given shore leave on the 
afternoon of Aug. 19 at Provincetown, and the band 
of the Ohio gave a two-hour concert at that place in the 
Town Hall grounds. The baseball team from the Idaho 
beat the team from the Missouri to the tune of 11 to 5. 
The Culgoa and Michigan left Provincetown Aug. 19 for 
New York. 

The Michigan arrived at New York from Provincetown 
Aug. 19 and anchored in the Hudson River, and shore 
leave was granted. Capt. Nathaniel R. Usher, command- 
ing the Michigan, has been ordered by the Navy Depart- 
mert to designate a few of the officers who had been 
conspicuous in winning the battle efficiency pennant. 
He sent the following names forward: Lieut. Comdr. 
Charles F. Preston, Lieuts, A. C. Pickens, J. H. Towers, 

L. Canaga. W. S. McClintic, J. V. Ogan, F. H. 
Sadler, Lieut. Comdr. W. T. Tarrant and Chief Gunner 
Simon Jacobs. A copy of President Taft’s letter to 
Captain Usher has been filed with the official record of 
each of the nine officers. ‘The esprit de corps of the 
Navy was exemplified in a letter sent by the crew of 
_the cruiser Maryland to that of the Michigan, in con- 
nection with the efficiency pennant. The sailors of 
the Maryland wove the pennant in silk, and they sent 
it from Mare Island, Cal., to Provincetown, Mass., in 
care of John Riley, gunner’s mate. He bore the follow- 





ing letter addressed to the crew of the Michigan by 
the crew of the, Maryland: “With hearty congratulations 
we send you across the American continent by one of 
our ship’s company the battle efficiency pennant for the 
ship attaining the highest combined final merit in both 
the gunnery and engineering competition, October, 1910, 
to June 30, 1911. While it is with reluctance that we 
part with this emblem of efficiency, we are truly glad 
that we are losing it to so efficient a crew as that of 
the U.S.S. Michigan.” 

Capt. Clifford J. Boush, formerly in command of the 
North Carolina, has reported the following officers as 
being principally responsible for winning the engineering 
efficiency trophy for the North Carolina: Lieut. Fred- 
erick L. Oliver and Chief Machs. Louis C. Higgins and 
Carl Johanson. 

The Delaware, Nebraska and Virginia left Province- 
town for New York Aug. 21, and the Ohio, Panther 
and Celtic left for Hampton Roads the same day. 

The Delaware arrived at New York Aug. 22, and the 
Nebraska and Virginia Aug. 23, and anchored in_the 
Hudson River, near the Connecticut and Kansas. Mrs. 
Ella Thatcher, with five other members of the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union, went aboard the Kansas 
Aug. 22 and. presented each officer and sailor one of 
the comfort bags which were made for the vessel by the 
women of the Kansas division of their organization. 
The party were received by Captain Hoogewerff. 

The Connecticut, Delaware, Nebraska and Virginia 
left New York Aug. 24 for Hampton Roads, after taking 
on ammunition for target practice, as did the other 
battleships at their respective ports. The flag of Rear 
Admiral Osterhaus was transferred from the Nebraska 
to the Connecticut on Aug. 23. 

The vessels arriving at Hampton Roads, Va., Aug. 23, 
were the New Hampshire, Vermont, South Carolina, 
Idaho, Washington, Ohio, Panther and Celtic. 

The Missouri, Maine and Mississippi left Philadelphia 
Aug. 23 for Hampton Roads, and arrived Aug. 24. 





CAMP PERRY SHOOTING. 

The rifle team of the Ohio National Guard did the 
big shooting in the annual meeting of the N.R.A of 
America, which came to a close at Camp Perry, Ohio, 
Aug. 22, to make way for the National Matches, which 
follow. The Ohio Team in the Herrick Trophy Match, 
open to teams of eight men each from the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, U.S. Military and Naval Academies and 
the National Guard, won by the splendid score of 1,732 
points, and broke the record for long range shooting at 
800, 900 and 1,000 yards. The score beats the former 
record score of the All-American Team in the Palma 
Trophy Match in 1907 by twenty points, and also the 
best score made in the Elcho Shield Match in Great 
Britain. Each man fires fifteen shots for record at each 
range. 

The first team from the U.S. Navy had the honor of 
finishing second, with a total of 1,630 points, while two 
teams from the U.S. Marine Corps were third and 
fourth, and the U.S. Army Infantry Team, No. 1, fifth. 
Te second team from the Ohio National Guard came in 
sixth, the U.S. Cavalry Team, No. 1, seventh, and: the 
second U.S. Navy team eighth. The famous match was 
finished in the face of an approaching storm.

Contracts have been let to Charles C. Moore and 
Company, San Francisco, for the construction of a power 
plant at the Pearl Harbor Naval Station. The plant 
will cost $150,000. 

Secretary of the Navy Meyer and Comdr. Philip 
Andrews, U.S.N., do not expect to return from England 
until Sept. 15. 

The Navy Department has been advised of the death 
of Sailmaker George T. Douglass, U.S.N., retired, which 
occurred at Brooklyn, N.Y., on Aug. 25, 1911. He was 
a native of Virginia, and was warranted a sailmaker 
Feb. 19, 1870, and was retired for age Dec. 20, 1898. 

Samuel Johnson, first class musician, U.S.M.C., will 
be placed on the retired list Sept. 1 on his own applica- 
tion, after more than twenty-three years’ service. 

President Taft has issued orders that the bones of all 
enlisted men recovered from the old U.S. battleship 
Maine at Havana should be brought to the United States 
on a battleship, instead of on a collier. The President 
takes the position that the enlisted men who went down 
with the Maine are entitled to all honor that the United 
States can give them. 

Thus far the skeletons of twenty-three bodies have 
heen recovered from the wreck of the old U.S.S. Maine 
in Havana Harbor, Cuba. It is expected that no more 
skeletons will be found until the cutting up of the wreck 
and the further unwatering accomplished, which will 
not be before late in October, it is thought. Capt. 
James PD. Tilford, U.S.A., who has charge of the removal 
of the bodies to Arlington, made it a rule to determine 
the number of separate bodies found by the number of 
complete skulls, as the skeletons are badly scattered and 
it is impossible to articulate them. 

The Navy Department has closed a contract with the 
General Electric Company. of Schenectady, N.Y., for 
the installation on board the naval collier Jupiter of a 
new design of marine propulsion. The company will 
install the machinery, and is required to stand the ex- 
nense involved in removing the machinery from the collier 
in case of failure. The Jupiter is now under construc- 
tion at the Mare Island Navy Yard. The turbine will 
be of the Curtiss type, and will have an electrical con- 
nection, which is expected to produce superior speed, 
with great economy in operation. Those familiar with 
the mechanism claim for it advantages amounting to a 
revolution in marine engineering. 

The Department of State has informed the Navy 
Department that conditions in Hayti now appear such 
that all but one of the American warships in those waters 
may be withdrawn. The gunboat Marietta arrived at 
Port au Prince on Aug. 23, the date of departure of the 
Salem. which arrived in Guantanamo, Cuba, on Aug. 24. 

Comdr. Geerge R. Evans, of the U.S.S. Salem, and 
Comdr. Josenh W. Oman, of the U.S.S. Des Moines, 
and their aids were received at a special audience by 
General Leconte. the new President of Hayti, at Port 
au Prince Aur. 22. The U.S. gunboat Marietta arrived 
at Port au Prince Aug. 23, making the number of 
warships there five—the Salem. the Des Moines, the 
Chester. the Peoria and the Marietta. The French 
lattleship Destrees also is there. It is said that these 
warships will not leave until the arrears of debts, 
amounting to $1,000.000 gold, are paid. It is generally 
believed that the National Bank of Hayti will pay the 
amount to prevent the seizure of the customs. 

The customs facilities of the port of New Bedford. 
Mass., will be extended to the German cruiser Bremen, 
which arrived there Aug. 23. No request has been 
received at Washington from the German authorities 
for permission for the Bremen’s torpedo exercises or 
target practice in the territorial waters of the United 
States. It was reported in the daily papers, evidently 
by error, that the vessel was going to hold such practice 
in Buzzard’s Bay and off Bradford, R.I. 

Henry L. Janes, Assistant Chief of the Latin-Ameri- 
can Division of the State Department, will represent the 
United States Government at the launching of the Argen- 
tine battleship Rivadivia, at Quincy, Mass., Aug. 29. 
Mme. Roque Saenz Pena, wife of the president of the 
Argentine republic. who will be sponsor for the vessel, 
will be represented at the ceremonies by Mme. Naon, 
wife of the Argentine Minister to the United States. The 
Rivadivia, which has a displacement of 28.000 tons, will 
be the largest battleship in the world. She is Argen- 
tina’s first battleship and has been built by the Fore 
River Shipbuilding Company. 

Captain. Holm, of the British bark Helen Denny, 
reports in the Hydrographic Bulletin, published by the 
U.S. Navy Department, that on June 11, 1911, in lat.

The new Italian Dreadnought Conte di Cavour was 
launched at Spezia Aug. 10. This is the second of the 
four big battleships authorized, the first being the Dante 
Alighieri, launched a year ago. The Giulio Cesare and 
the Leonardo da Vinci take the water next month and 
will be ready for commission in 1914. The following are 
some of the principal details of the Conte di Cavour: 
Length between perpendiculars, 168.96 m.; beam, 28 m.; 
draft, 8,452 m.; displacement, 21,500 tons; turbines, 
24,500 horsepower; speed, 22 knots. There are to be 
twenty Blechynden type water-tube boilers. The normal 
coal and petroleum capacity is 1,000 tons. The arma- 
ment will comprise thirteen guns of 305 mm., 46 cal. 
(weight 64,112 tons, weight projectile 417 kilos.), twenty 
guns of 120 mm., 50 cal., and thirteen guns of 76 mm., 
50 cal. There are to be three submarine torpedo tubes 
(two lateral, one stern). The complement will consist 
of forty-four officers and 950 men. Of these three latter 
vessels the London Engineer says: “Their thirteen heavy 
guns are carried in three turrets for three guns each at 
bows, stern and amidships, and in two elevated two-gun 
turrets immediately behind the triple turrets at bows and 
stern. Their speed of twenty-two knots gives them two 
knots advantage over ships like the Arkansas and 
Wyoming, while the weight of their broadsides of big 
guns is as 0.247 kilo. per ton of displacement, against 
0.181 kilo. From the ballistic point of view the Texas 
is also inferior with 0.235 kilo. per ton displacement, 
and the English Monarch is the only one which shows 
superiority, with her quota of $.253 kilo. ‘The three 
new Italian ships have, however, five guns for use in 
extreme sector firing, against the four guns of the above 
units. The Viribus Unitis class, now being built by 
Austria, will have, on the other hand, twelve guns of 
305 mm. in four three-gun turrets—two of which are 
elevated—giving them six guns for bow and stern firing, 
but a lesser broadside weight, and there is much discus- 
sion in technical circles as to the respective merits of the 
two types.”

The hope that fires from spontaneous combustion and 
mysterious explosions on board ship, especially in men 
of war, may be things of the past is aroused by the 
results of tests which have just been made at the Mare 
Island Navy Yard of the system of fire prevention in- 
vented by Dr. George Harker, of Sydney, in which flue 
gas, depriving the flames of the necessary oxygen, is 
used. The tests were made by a board of naval officers. 
Crude oil was set on fire in a tank, and then flue gases, 
drawn from the uptake of a pair of boilers burning oil, 
were blown into the tank. The gas immediatel: 
diminished the supply of oxygen for the flames, acum 4 
were quickly extinguished. It was found that the gas 
generated from the hot oil could not be exploded with 
the flue gas for an atmosphere. After the fire is quenched 
pure air is blown in to drive out the gas. For prevent- 
ing fire or explosion on shipboard the Harker system 
provides for filling the hold with the flue gas. Coal 
bunkers that are not being worked can be secured 
against fire in the same way. The use of oil for fuel 
has developed a danger from fire by the presence of oil 
tanks, but by replacing the common air around the tanks 
with flue gas explosion becomes impossible. Rats, fleas, 
bugs, cockroaches are rapidly killed in a ship’s hold by 
driving out all breathable air. By charging the gas 
with formaldehyde vapor disease germs are: destroyed. 
The Australian government has adopted the system for 
fumigation in the commonwealth. The principle in- 
volved in_the system, as explained by a writer in the 
Marine Review, is that ordinary air contains about 
twenty-one per cent. of oxygen. If the oxygen supply 
is reduced to fourteen or fifteen per cent. flames are 
extinguished. In the ordinary marine or land steam 
boiler a gas is produced which contains only about eight 


or ten per cent. of oxygen, a proportion too small to 
give life to a flame.

The trial of Paymr. Arthur M. Pippin, U.S.N., on charges 
arising out of the pay office matter on the receiving ship 
Independence at Mare Island, was concluded Wednesday, Aug.

During the tour of duty some excellent target work was 
accomplished with guns and mortars, using service charges. 
At Fort Preble, using the 6-inch B.L.R., three hits were made 
out of six shots at 6,000 yards and better. The second shot 
struck a target raft and shattered it and the third shot cut 
the tow line three feet from the raft. 

In firing the 12-inch B.L.R., at Fort Williams, three hits 
were made out of six shots at 8,000 yards. In dummy drill a 
record of nineteen seconds for loading and firing was made. 
The U.S. record is 18 3-5 seconds, made at Fort Monroe last 
year. 

When the 12-inch mortar was fired at Fort Preble three 
hits were made out of six shots at 5,200 yards moving target. 
The figure of merit was 58.34 with the mortar. This record 
has never been equaled by any other National Guard organiza- 
tion in the U.S., it is claimed. There were two gun sections 
in the firing, No. 1, commanded by Capt. G. W. Johnston, of 
the 3d Company (a mortar company); No. 2 was under com- 
mand of Capt. A. C. B. McNewin, 6th Company (a mortar 
company). No. 1 crew won the figure of merit and is credited 
with two out of three hits, the other shot being very close. 
A prize was put up by Captain Lovenberg, O©.S., and,was won 
by No. 1 crew. 

The winning mortar section was made up as follows: Em- 
placement officer, Major B. H. Pendry; pit commander, Major 
G. H. Kemp; gun pointer, Capt. G. W. Johnston; asimuth 
setter, Lieut. R. Hulsart; elevation setter, Lieut. T. W. Jack- 
son; plotter in station, Lieut. A. E. Shaw. No. 1, Lieut. G. 8. 
Comstock; No. 2, Lieut. F. E. Case; No. 3, Lieut. C. A. Bodin; 
No. 4, Lieut. T. W. Jackson; No. 5, Capt C. Werner; No. 6, 
Corporal Gordon; No. 7, Sergeant Clapp; No. 8, Corporal 
Fisher; No. 9, Sergeant Watson; No. 10, 1st Sergt. 
Johnson, and mechanic, G. G. Burkhardt; chief of ammunition 
service, Major S. Grant; Sergeant Hayward, Corpl. G. Shields, 
Private Kirk. The loading time was twenty-four seconds, a 
record. 

The enlisted men present made an excellent impression with 
the citizens of Portland, and an informal dance given by them 
at the barracks on Cushing’s Island, Aug. 17, was very largely 
attended. The hall was prettily decorated with American 
flags and evergreen and the post band at Fort Williams fur- 
nished delightful music during the evening. At 10:30 partners 
were chosen for the grand march, which was led by Col. 
Charles O. Davis and Mrs. A. H. Witze, and Major Sidney 
Grant and Miss Nichols. After the march refreshments of ice 
cream and cake were served and dancing was enjoyed until 
3. o'clock. About seventy-five couples were present, the 
officers of the 13th Coast Artillery District attending in honor 
of the men under their command. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


Brig. Gen. William Sullivan, I.G., of New Hampshire, has 
made an interesting report on the practice march of the New 
Hampshire National Guard, in which he makes some criticisms 
which can be read with profit by those concerned. 

The following are extracts from the report: 

‘‘T was assisted throughout this tour of duty by the as- 
sistant inspector general, Major Arthur J. Pierce. Arriving 
at Wilton, June 12, we found the adjutant general had pre- 
pared a good wagon train for the expedition. Considerable 
time was wasted in starting, due principally to the system of 
issuing the camp equipage and the loading of supplies. The 
troops started for West Wilton in a drizzling rain, which con- 
tinued intermittently for two days. The men appeared none 
the worse for their first night’s experience under shelter 
tents. 

‘“‘The assistant inspector general inspected Battery A camp 
at Milford and noted the absence of any sentry at the picket 
line, also that the battery wore the khaki uniform, being con- 
trary to orders. On inspection of the camp at West Wilton 
after the troops moved out we found the camp site poorly 
policed. The camp refuse, which included the hay used as 
bedding, being left in exposed piles which were set on fire 
and left burning without guard, with the exception of Co. E, 
which company left suitable guard until their fires were ex- 
tinguished. 

“The C.0. of Troop A, Cavalry, was ordered to see that 
fires must be extinguished before leaving camp. This order 
was ignored, as there were found three fires burning fiercely, 
threatening serious damage to woodland in the vicinity. 

‘*‘Tt was noted on the march that the Hospital Corps and 
Ambulance were at the extreme rear of the wagon train, this 
wrong position causing unnecessary delay in taking care of 
three men who had become exhausted. On the morning of the 
14th Battery A had range practice at a distance of 2,700 
yards and showed a most creditable state of efficiency at tar- 
get practice on this range. Upon inspection of the camp at 
Cunningham Pond after the troops left, it was noted that the 
camp was not properly policed and two fires were left burning, 
with one sink left uncovered. In the afternoon the troops 
were reviewed by the commander-in-chief, Governor Bass. The 
froops, with their transportation (for the first time demon- 
strating that they are fully equipped and ready for field 
service) passed in review. Immediately after this ceremony 
there was a competition in pitching shelter tents between the 
various units of the command, the deciding judges being offi- 
cers of the U.S. Army on duty as instructors, who awarded 
the prize of $100 to Co. E, 1st Infantry. This contest showed 
the exact state of efficiency of the troops, which was con- 
sidered good in this important duty uecessary to making 
camp. 

1) er of the camp site at Peterborough after the 
departure of the troops revealed the outskirts of the camp to 
be in a most unsanitary and filthy condition, as it was ap- 
parent that there were no sinks provided for the Infantry. 
The battery, Cavalry and Hospital Corps sinks were found to 
be left in good condition. It was also noted on inspecting the 
camp at Dublin that the sinks of the Cavalry were covered 
too early before their departure, as the vicinity was left in 
an unhealthy condition. After the departure of the troops 
from Dublin the grounds were found to be poorly policed, one 
fire burning, but a sufficient detail remained to remedy this 
condition. June 16 from Dublin the march was taken to the 
Fair Grounds at Keene, where camp was made. During this 
and all other marches of the troops the men demonstrated 
that the personnel of the command is of an excellent standard, 
there being practically no straggling of either officers or men. 
All marches were made expeditiously and in good order. The 


surgeons report practically no illness of a’ serious nagure. ai 
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The subsistence s' ied by the commissary department was 
the regular field ration, being cooked by the company cooks. 
Jt was ample, palatable and nutritious and appeared to be 
entirely satisfactory. 

“Tt was found at each camp site on imspection after de- 
parture of troops that all commands had left all unused fuel 
supplied them, notwithstanding that part of this fuel was 
generally needed by the cooks to prepare their first meal at 
the next camp, and if carried would ovércome loss of time 
waiting for a new issue. Each day it was noticed that the 
guard on the wagon train were unnecessarily large and that 
this guard generally rode on the wagon train with their full 
equipment. Im a short time this condition of affairs would 
completely demoralize the transportation of the command if 
allowed to be abused in this manner, June 17 the troops in 
camp were inspected, The arms and equipment were found 
to be carefully kept and in good condition. In the 2d and 3d 
Battalions, 1st Infantry, while an improvement was noticed, 
it was found many bores contained rust and dirt. Knowledge 
of guard duty was but generally poorly understood throughout 
the regiment. This lack of knowledge was manifest through- 
out the tour of duty. It was noticed that there were a large 
quae of hat cords and buttons missing from the uniforms 
of the men, 4 

‘‘The Hospital Corps throughout the tour of duty displayed 
a most commendable knowledge of their duties. 

‘‘The inspection of the whole camp at Keene showed that 
while sinks were dug they were only used by part of the 
troops, @8 was apparent by the condition of the grounds in 
the vicinity of the sinks. This unsanitary condition of affairs 
in this and all other camping places during the tour of duty 
was noticeable. Enough importance has not been directed 
to the sanitary condition of the camps, and should these con- 
ditions found be allowed to prevail for only a short period of 
days it would undoubtedly impair the health of the entire 
commenne through the breeding of typhoid germs and camp 
ever. * 

Adjutant General Tutherly has made spalyic extracts from in- 
teresting reports of officers of the Guard of his state who» were 
on duty with the Maneuver Division at San Antonio, and they 
consider their experience of great value.» Major M. J. ee. 
ist Inf., who was attached to the 1st Battalion of the 28th U.S. 
Infantry, Colonel Plummer, the battalion being under command 
of Captain Bamford, in speaking of a march to Leon Springs, 
says, in part: “The 17th Aneta ters which was 2 part of our 
brigade, preceded us on this march, and the men of this regi- 
ment carried their packs made up in the new style. It was 
noted that several men of this regiment were prostrated by the 
heat and the fatigue incident to the carrying of their packs new 
style. In the 28th blanket rolls were carried in the wagons, and 
the men arrived in camp in good condition, not one falling from 
the ranks. In the 28th the file closers in each company march 
directly in the rear of the company. Their duty _is to keep the 
men in the column and in their proper places. By this method 
each company of the regiment maintains its proper distances 
at all times. This is a part of the new drill regulations being 
tried out by this regiment. In my opinion the regulation is a 
good one, particularly in a long column, as it prevents straggling 
and lengthening out.” 


FLORIDA. 


Adjutant General Foster, of Florida, announces that an en- 
campment of the Ist Brigade of Florida will be held at the 
State.Camp Grounds, at Black Point, on the St. John’s River, 
commencing Sept. 19, 1911, and covering a period of eight 
days. The various units of the brigade will leave their re- 
spective home stations in such time as to reach the State 
Camp Grounds by noon of Sept. 19. In the preparation of 
his program and camp routine the brigade commander will 
provide for a field inspection and muster of the troops on 
Monday, Sept. 25. The inspection to be made by an in- 
spector general of the National Guard of Florida and by such 
officer or officers of the Regular Army as designated by the 
Secretary of War. 

The commander-in-chief and his staff will go into camp 
during the period of the encampment of the 1st Brigade. All 
officers of the personal staff of the Governor, the chief officers 
of each staff corps and department and all officers of the pay 
department will report to the chief of staff at the State Camp 
Grounds by noon of Tuesday, Sept. 19. 


COLORADO. 


Another good battery of artillery was mustered into the state 
service July 27. Most of the officers and men of Co. G, Ist 
Inf., which was mustered out, joined the new organization, and 
the officers are: Captain, B. M. Lake; senior first lieutenant, 
H. R. K. Tompkins; junior first lieutenant, George S. Pearson; 
senior second lieutenant, Robert C. Grout; junior second lieu- 
tenant, H. ©. Ingersoll. Requisition for equipment for the new 
battery has been made and will probably be ready for issue 
about October 1. - 

Once more Colorado is recognized as being one of the best 
places in the world to breed horses for military service. A 
of breeders near Greely has entered into a contract with the 
British army authorities whereby the English will take all the 
horses bred by this firm which pass the requirements of that 
army. During the Boer war the English army bought thou- 
sands of horses in Colorado and shipped them to South Africa, 
where they made a yee showing. 

Durirg the past thirty days three officers of the Colorado 
Guard advance $4,000 so that there might be no delays in 
men receiving their Lae an duties performed. 

Arrangements have been completed whereby Co. A, 2d Inf., 
gets a splendid rifle range near Colorado mg & The ground is 
especially well suited for a range, having high hills on two 
sides and being a short distance from a trolley line. Co. E, 
lst Inf., with station at Windsor, will dedicate its splendid new 
armory on the evening of Sept. 4, and the event will be made 
quite a military affair in that section of the state.

E. G. N. asks: I have two enlistments of one year each, 
served as coal heaver on the Michigan, in 1891 and 1892. 
Will they count on retirement? Answer: Under Army Regu- 
lations, Par. 134, all enlisted service counts, whether in the 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps, toward retirement at thirty 
years. 

E. O. S. asks: (1) Is there a school of training for trum- 
peters and musicians at Jefferson Barracks or Columbus Bar- 
racks? (2) Am in my second enlistment, but will have eight 
years’ service when discharged next June and expect to get 
excellent discharge; can I re-enlist for the U.S.M.A. Detach- 
ment field musicians? (3) Enlisted Novy. 27, 1903; dis- 
charged Noy. 26, 1906; re-enlisted Dec. 26, 1906; discharged 
by purchase Aug. 29, 1907; re-enlisted Oct. 19, 1907; dis- 
charged March 18, 1909, by purchase; re-enlisted June 5, 
1909, and will be discharged June 4, 1912; what enlistment 
period am'I in, and if I am drawing pay for the third and am 
not entitled to it by a mistake made by the recruiting officer 
at Columbus or the company commander as first sergeant can 
my deposits be taken for any one payment made me by their 
mistake, as I told the company commander about it once? 
Answer: (1) The list of Service schools is given in A.R. 458; 
there is none included in this list for musicians. (2) If 
qualified to fill the position, make application, (3) You are 
in second period; .if in doubt, make written application 
through the channel.

G. K. asks: (1) Re-enlisted May 21; must serve one year 
in order to purchase my discharge from the Army? = (2) 
Would T be able to purchase my discharge before my year is 
up by repaying the bonus? (3) Will the 1st Battalion ‘of 
Engineers be ered to the Panama Canal in the near future? 
Answer: (1 and 2) A soldier who has once purchased his 
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discharge will not be discharged again by purchase until after 
the completion of another year’s service, and in the event of 
his being so discharged again the purchase price will be de- 
termined by the length of time he has served since he was 
last discharged by purchase. In the case of a soldier who has 
within a year received the bonus of three months’ pay for 
re-enlistment authorized by the Act of Congress approved 
May 11, 1908, the price of purchase will be increased by the 
amount of said bonus. See G.O. 90, War Dept., 1911, for 
full particulars. (3) No orders issued. 

D. T. asks: If the Graded Retirement bill should become 

a law will service in the Navy during the Spanish-American 
War count double for retirement on the sixteen, twenty and 
twenty-five years, or only on the latter? Answer: It is con- 
templated to abolish double time allowance for foreign service, 
and there is no mention in the bill of how war service is to 
be counted.

S. M.—As the requirements are for an ‘‘authenticated 
copy’’ of the record of summary court to accompany D/L. on 
transfer from one organization to another of a soldier, your 
question answers itself and the ‘‘original’’ will stay with the 
company records. 

J. P. H., Boston.—Inquire at your public library for the 
Regulations of the U.S. Military Academy. Under Par. 101, 
the Superintendent is authorized to grant leaves of absence 
for the period of an encampment to cadets who have com- 
pleted the Third Class course of study,.and whose parents or 
guardians desire it. A cadet on entering the Academy en- 


gages to ‘‘serve in the Army of the United States for eight_ 
years, unless sooner discharged by competent authority.’’ It’ 


would not be possible for you to enter the Military Academy 
for one year, and then when vacancy occurs in your district 
transfer to Naval Academy. 

A. B. C. asks: In regard to doing duty as a watchman in 
a military prison, why isn’t a man entitled to extra duty 
pay! Answer: While it is a specific service it is not an 
extra duty, but a duty of a military character, which, accord- 
ing to A.R. 168, must be performed without extra compensa- 
tion. See A.R. 167 to 176. 


G. R. 8. asks: Is it a violation of the Federal Eight-hour law 
to compel a member of a National Home, employed on extra 
duty, to work twelve hours per day? Answer: The Federal 
law provides that a day's work for all laborers, workmen and 
mechanics, who may be employed by the United States, or by 
any contractor or sub-contractor upon any of the public works 
of the United States, is limited to eight hours. Are you a 
‘laborer or mechanic employed on a public work”? 

ATKIS asks: (1) I notice the following footnote on page 
591, Official Army Register for 1910: ‘‘Discharged at termina- 
tion of enlistment and re-enlisted after three months, entitled 
pay of second lieutenant.’’ Does this apply to men who re- 
enlisted after three months previous to enactment of new pay 
schedule of May, 1908? (2) I enlisted Oct. 1, 1902, was 
discharged Sept. 30, 1905; re-enlisted Feb. 1, 1906, was dis- 
charged Jan, 31, 1909; re-enlisted Feb. 1,.1909. Which en- 
listment period am I now in, second or third? Aaswer: (1) 
All who re-enlist after May 11, 1908, more than three. months 
after discharge, are to be counted as of the second enlistment, 
whether their previous service was one or more complete en- 
listments. (2) Your status was fixed on May 11, 1908, by 
ounting your t service to that date, which, counting 
from Feb. 1, 1906, was less than three years; on re-enlistment 
Feb. 1, 1909, you entered the second period. ; 


R. S.. asks: I enlisted Dec. 2, 1908; discharged Jtine 2,

1911, for convenience of Government to accept a position with 
the civil government of Manila. I was taken sick and had to 
resign from that position and return to the States. Re-enlisted 
Aug. 17, 1911. Will I be entitled to bonus pay and what 
enlistment period will I be serving in? I was in the Army 
over two years and six months. Answer: The Pay law says: 
‘‘Hereafter any soldier honorably discharged at the termina- 
tion of an enlistment period who re-enlists within three months 
thereafter shall be entitled to continuous service pay; * * 
any soldier who receives an Honorable discharge for the con- 
venience of the Government after having served more than 
half of his enlistment shall be eonsidered as having served an 
enlistment; * * * hereafter <7 private soldier, musician 
or trumpeter honorably discharged at the termination of his 
first enlistment period who re-enlists within three months of 
his discharge shall, upon such re-enlistment, receive an amount 
equal to three months’ pay at the rate he was receiving at the 
time of his discharge.’’ You appear to be entitled to bonus 
and second period pay.

INTERPRETATIONS, INFANTRY DRILL REGULATIONS. 
1904, 





Copyright, 1911, W. OC. and F. P. Church. : 

MORO writes: Page 32, Infantry Drill Regs., Par. 61, is 
as follows: ‘‘Being at order arms: 1, Right shoulder; 2, Arms. 
Without changing the position of the fingers, with the right 
hand raise and carry the piece diagonally across the body, 
carry the right hand quickly to the butt, embracing: it, the 
heel between the first two fingers. (2) Take the next to last 
position in coming to the right shoulder. (3) Drop the left: 
hand by the side.’’ I can come to the ‘‘right shoulder’’ all 
right; but I have been using the left hand to grasp the piece 
at the balance in so doing. Also I confess I do not carry the 
piece, but raise and throw it as in coming to the **port.’’ 
But be that as it may, how on earth can you do exactly as the 
above quotation requires? You wil! notice the left hand does 
not come into play at all until the count ‘‘Two,’’ when the 
thumb and fingers of left hand, extended and joined, resting 
on small ef stock, forefinger touching cocking piece, etc., is 
executed to steady the piece. But how can I get the piece to 
the right shoulder without using the left hand as the regula- 
tion seems to require? It is hoped this ‘‘explanation’’ will 
not be found, so unique for what it does not explain, in the 
new drill. If you have a service rifle handy pick it up and 
try to do what this says. It is intended to be covered by 
‘General Rules,’’ Par. 55, Subdiv. 2, which says: ‘‘In ail 
positions of the piece ‘diagonally across the body,’ positions 
of the piece, left arm and hands are the same as in port arms.’’ 
But this does not tell you how .to do it. If you read this 
into the above quoted authority the explanation is still at 
fault. On the other hand, the explanation of port arms (Par: 
58) is entirely intelligible. The explanation should contain 
something like this, immediately before the word ‘‘(Two)’’: 
‘‘At the same time grasp the: piece with the left hand at the 
balance as in ‘port arms,’ ’’ Answer: With a view to kee 
ing the I.D.R. as compact. as. possible, its authors coustantly 
labored to avoid repetition; to this end the general rules on 
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page 29 were promulgated. The explanations seem to have 
proved sufficiently comprehensive for all intents and purposes. 

CALIFORNIA writes: (1) In competitive drill in the 
Manual of Arms is it proper, being at ‘‘Charge bayonet!’’ to 
give: ‘‘Present arms!’’ or vice versa? (2) i faced in 
columns of files, to give: ‘‘Present Arms?’’ (3) hat is the 
color line? Where is it established? By whom is it estab- 
lished? Answer: (1) There is no authority in the I.D.R. for 
the movements mentioned, except that contained in the 9th 
Sec. of Par. 55. (2) It is not customary to execute present 
arms when troops are in colamn; see 2d Sec. of Par. 589. 
(3) The color line is an imaginary line designated by the 
C.0., upon which stacks are made and the colors laid thereon 
in case the troops fall out or are dismissed for any purpose 
not requiring the use of arms. In camps of instruction, etc., 
it is customary to have a permanent color line in the imme- 
diate vicinity of which treops form. Upon. arriv' at a 
place where it is proposed to erect a camp or even a bivouac 
such a line is immediately designated for use as prescribed 
above. When the colors are placed on this line additional 
sentinels are detailed as color sentinels. (See Pars. 286 to 
294, inclusive, Manual of Guard Duty.) 

J. M. asks: While a company is marching at attention at 
‘‘Right shoulder, arms!’’ can the order ‘‘Left shoulder, 
arms!’’ be properly given and executed? Answer: Yes. See 
Par. 6, I.D.R. 

G. E. S. asks: (1) At what. position does a corporal carry 
his piece between the time when the command ‘‘Line of 
squads!’’ is given for open order, and the time when he re- 
sumes his position in the line? (2) How does the right 
guide verify the alignment of the rear rank when the com- 
mand ‘‘Open ranks!’’ is given? Answer: (1) Trail arms. 
(2) It is customary for them to incline the body slightly 
forward, keeping the feet on the line and speak to the men 
who are not dressed properly! The guide dees not verify the 
alignment; that is the duty of the pany der. 

CAVALRY writes: The troop being in line of skirmishers 
(dismounted) and the command was given, To the rear, 
March!’’ While marching to the rear is it proper to carry the 
rifie at right shoulder, arms? I know that in marching for- 
ward the rifle is carried at trail arms. Answer: Yes. Skir- 
mishers carry the piece in the most convenient manner with 
the muzzle elevated. The effective use of the weapon is not 
to be impeded by the formalities of drill. 

NEW YORK writes: Kindly settle one or two points that 
have come up with regard to the interpretation of the Manual 
of Guard Duty, etc. (1) On page 42, Par. 25, of ‘‘Instruc- 
tions and Problems for the Public Soldier,’’ Cir. 8, Division 
of Military Affairs, it states that all sentinels on posts face 
the flagstaff at the first note of ‘‘The Star-Spangled Banner’’ 
when this is played after retreat. Is this true? It violates 
the general order that sentinels must in all cases face outward 
from the camp. (2) An enlisted man under arms, not a 
sentinel, salutes at this time with the rifle salute. Does an 
enlisted man with side arms only salute with the right hand 
salute or remove his headpiece? (3) Does an enlisted man 
without any side arms salute with the hand or by removing 
his headpiece? (4) In the Drill Regulations it is stated that 
whenever the lieutenant colonel joins the staff he places him- 
self on the right thereof. Supposing all the officers of the 
regiment are marching in column of twos for the purpose of 
paying official calls, etc., does the adjutant march on the left 
of the colonel or immediately after the majors? Answer: 
(1) Sentinels should face toward the flag; this is an exception 
to a rule, rather than a violation of a general order. (2) An 
enlisted man wearing side arms salutes with the right hand 
salute. (3) Right hand salute. (4) We are not aware of 
any stated rule covering this point; unless the commanding 
efficer directed otherwise, we should say the adjutant would 
fall in according to his rank and immediately the ranks were 
broken take post near the commanding officer. 

J. B. asks: Review of the battalion. The major and re- 
viewing officer having passed around the battalion, the major 
having taken his post in front of the battalion, facing it, 
where does the staff of the major go? Does it go in the rear 
of him, facing the battalion, or does it go in front of the 
major, facing the reviewing officer? Answer: The General 
Staff decides that when the major faces to the front just be- 
fore the reviewing officer takes his post the staff would, 
under Par. 252, proceed to their place in his rear and would 
remain there when he gives commands, under Pars. 452 and 
461. Accordingly after passing around the battalion the staff 
would properly remain in rear of the major. 

W. T. asks: Par. 200, Infantry Drill Regulations. ‘‘If 
marching, the chief of the left platoon commands ‘Mark time, 
march!’ adding ‘Right oblique, march!’ when his platoon is 
disengaged.’’ Would it be wrong or right to command, ‘March 
time, march full step, right oblique, march?’’ Is it necessary 
to add ‘‘full step, march?’’ Answer: The command should 
be given as it is found in the text; full step should not be 
given. See Par. 109, I.D.R.

MONKS WIN RIGHT 
TO CHARTREUSE 


United States Supreme Court Favors 
Carthusian Order in Fight to Protect 
Secret of Its Liqueur. 


By a decision of the United States Supreme Court the 
Carthusian monks, who make the celebrated liqueur 
known as Chartreuse, have won their fight against the 
Cusenier Company, a New York corporation, to prevent 
the latter from using the trade-mark and other indicia 
of the monks’ product in the sale of a similar cordial in 
this country. The Cusenier Company acts as agent for 
the French liquidator, Mons. Henri mtier, appointed 
by the French court to take possession of the property 
= the monks in France under the Associations act of 


 eaeainn the forcible removal from their monastery, 
near Voiron, in the Department of Isere, in France, the 
monks took their liqueur manufacturing secret with them 
and set up a factory in Tarragona, in Spain, and there 
have continued to manufacture the cordial, importing 
from France such herbs as were needed for the purpose. 

The French liquidator, it is alleged, undertook to make 
a cordial identical with or closely resembling the monks’ 
product. 

In about all substantial details the claims of the monks 
have been upheld, except that the defendant company 
has not been held in contempt. Justice Hughes wrote 
the decision. The jurisdiction of the Circuit Court was 
upheld. It was also set forth that the monks’ non-use 
of the trade-mark did not constitute abandonment and 
that the French law affecting it could not have any extra- 
territorial effect as far as this country was concerned, 
and that the monks have an exclusive right to the use 
of the word Chartreuse in the sale of their product in 
the United States—New York Herald, June 20, 1911.
